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THE Haven estate at Beverly Farms has one of the 

most beautiful of the typical old New England sea- 
shore gardens, Planted over sixty years. ago by the Hon. 
Franklin Haven, who was one of the early settlers in the 
summer residence colony at the Farms, it shows the mel- 
lowness of age in its wonderful growth of box hedge by 
which it is surrounded. _ Box hedge; which is of un- 
usually slow growth, is here seen in rich, luxuriant rows 
and adds much to the fragrance of the garden by its 
spicy pungent odor. The garden, is arranged in four 
large squares surrounded with the box and having lovely 
walks between. The squares have old-fashioned flowers 
in them of great beauty. At the outside of the gardea 
on one side is a lilac hedge, on another side is a closely 
trimmed and rounded hedge of arbor-vitae, while separat- 
ing the main garden from another garden of lesser prom- 
iuence containing vegetables and some flowers, is a tall 
massive arbor-vitae hedge with an archway uniting the 
two gardens. A charming view of the garden is seen from 
Miss Haven’s doorway in the old original: Haven home- 
stead. Standing on her piazza the main walk of the 
“arden between the four squares is seen leading under 
the’ tall archway into the back garden. In the center of 
one square is an immense oak tree sent by Daniel Web- 
ster from his home in Marshfield years ago. to be planted 
in this garden, after he had enjoyed a visit at. the Havens.

Germany has evidently 
awakened to the fact that America really means what 
she says in protest to the attacks upon unarmed mer- 
chant vessels. The Breeze has always maintained that 
it was not for Germany’s best interests to continue the 
policy inaugurated and that she could not afford to an- 
tagonize the United States, Apart from the issues of 
the war and taking Germany’s own claim that she is 
hghting for the freedom of the seas, what a shortsighted 
policy she is pursuing in her treatment of unarmed ves- 
sels and endangering the lives of neutrals. America’s 
protest is in the line of progress for freedom of the seas. 
To be sincere and consistent in her pretensions Germany 
cught to guard scrupulously against violations of the 
accepted rules of international law. Germany’s best in- 
terests, whether she wins or loses, are served in grant- 
ing the American request. It must be remembered, 
however, that German diplomatists have a German pub- 
lic to conciliate and the United States can afford to over- 
look much that is pompous and unsatisfactory in the 
cemmunication. . Much that is written is intended for 
home consumption in Germany. The United States does 
not desire to have Germany grovelling before her. Ger- 
many is slowly changing front. The attempt to make 
terms with England concerning the embargo on food- 
stuffs is also indicative. It means two things: first, that 
tle food embargo is doing much harm to Germany’s in- 
terests and that Germany wishes to make a “deal” with 
America, America ought to be willing to serve as 
mediator between Great Britain, the Allies and Germany, 
but to serve as an agent to make a gain for Germany and 
receive in payment a suspension of submarine warfare, 
is dishonorable and unneutral. Not only would America 
be violating the strictest interpretations of neutrality, but 
it would be “hiring” itself out as a mere tool in the 
hands of Germany. ‘The Arabic incident must be settled 
on its own merits. America is willing to be a peace- 
maker, but not a military agent for Germany. 


In MAKING AN ANALYsIs of the military situation it 
must be remembered that Germany has wished to do four 
things for generations,—find a way to the sea through 
Belgium with Atlantic ports, gain a foothold in Africa, 
establish and control a through route from Germany by 
way of Turkey to Persia and to throttle the naval supre- 
macy of England. In the military operations of the year 
Germany has not yet accomplished any of the ends 
sought. It is too early to forsee the end of this strife 
either in terms of time or the terms of the capitulations.

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Dining Room, Steamship “Pastores.” 
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How I Cruised in Sunny Seas 


By ‘‘Danny Dow’’ 


THE views on opposite page of the saloon and dining 

room of the Steamship ‘‘Pastores” of the “Great 
White Fleet,” were loaned to me and | am able to present 
them by courtesy of the Passenger Department of the 
United Fruit Company. 

But it was not on a ship of this class that I made my 
first eruise through Sunny Seas, Oh, no! It was on 
one of the “Admiral” ships then under charter to that 
company. And I have never forgotten it, and further- 
more I never shall. 

I had read a great deal about the “Admirals,” ther 
safe sea-going qualities, their stability, their speed and 
their general all round “goodness.” Probably it was all 
true, too. But it would not have made a great deal of 
difference to me whether it was or not. But, oh! that 
first trip. Not that it was any worse than trips I had 
made across the western ocean, but I suppose | expected 
too much, and—well I got too much, but not just what | 
expected. 

It is not my intention to tell you about that trip, any- 
way, because | could not, for the most of the time I was 
tied to my little berth, and although the food was excel- 
lent I thought at that time that I should never want to 
see food again. Still the “Admiral” ships were every- 
thing—as advertised, and in their day were as good as 
travelled southern seas. But I shall always remember the 
little staterooms, the close dining room, and the general 
ali round smelly—very much smelly—shippy ships. 

I simply mention the “Admirals” to tell you what 
a marvellous difference there is between them and the 
present stars of the “Great White Fleet” the Pastoresg 
‘“’enadores” and “Calamares.” I made a trip on the 
“Pastores,” last winter. It was this way. I was weary 
a condition most newspaper persons get to when they 
have time to think about it—-when | happened to run 
across a booklet, called the ‘Story of a la Carte.” Frank'y, 
it was interesting. An advertising booklet has to be in- 
teresting to get a newspaper person to read it. Although 
the first time I read it out of curiosity, I read it the next 
time out of pure interest, for I found it was issued iy 
the Passenger Department of the United Fruit Company, 
and I could but admit it was clever—advertising. Did 
I believe it. Well, not all of it, because I remembered the 
“Admiral” days. Still I then and there decided I would 
make the trip again, For, thinks I, here’s my chance, 
here’s the opportunity that | have been waiting for, and 
J will just beat the United Fruit Company and its clever 
Passenger Department to a standstill. For I felt per- 
fectly sure I was going to be so seasick that the dining 
room, a la carte or any other system would not have me 
for a customer on that trip. : 

The weather had been unusually severe and cruel in 
New York. It had snowed some, and bleak and cold 
rains had alternated with the snow for over two months. 
I was weary of the weather, of my work, and—of my- 
self. It was in this “cheerful” frame of mind that I 
wended my way one Saturday morning along Pier 16, 
East River, New York, climbed the gangway, and board- 


b) 


ed the “Pastores.” One of the first persons I met was my 
old friend Captain A. H. Henshaw, Now I have met 
Captain Henshaw many times since that memorable trip 
J made with him on the old “Admiral Farragut,” and 
each time he will persist in telling me the “fine” trip that 
was. As usual he started the same story, but I think he 
must have noticed the look in my eyes, for he excused 
himself, but only just in time, for unless he reads this 
little story he will never know how near he came +o 
having that gold-braided spick-and-span uniform of his 
tarnished by the cold, muddy waters of the East River. 

However, I was aboard. Surprised? Well that 
great big ship is just chock full of surprises from the m1n- 
ute you step your foot on the deck. J am not much on 
describing furniture and fittings—the advertising man- 
agers of the great furniture houses do it much bette1 
than I can—but the spick-and-span appearance of every- 
thing was a delight to behold. The soft, downy carpets, 
tlie great big inviting lounging chairs, the spaciousness of 
the saloon and dining room, the exquisite taste displayed 
in the fittings, and hangings to the windows—oh, yes, 
real windows, too, not the two by twice affairs that are 
generally called windows on board ship. Then the flow- 
ers, mind you flowers in January, and growing flowers at 
that, As to the daintiness and the cleanliness of every- 
thing, it reminded me of what the hostess of a little Eng- 
lish Inn said to me once when'I asked her if the place 
was clean.

But these staterooms de- 
served the name, not that they were particularly “stately, ° 
but they were real roomy rooms, clean, inviting, with 
great mirrors, a comfortable lounge, chairs, steam heat, 
and hot and cold running water. The air, why the «ir 
was as pure and sweet as it was on deck, and further- 
more it was that way for the whole voyage. Later | 
acked about this and was shown the system of ventila- 
tion. I did not understand a great deal what the court- 
eous engineer told me, but it wasn’t his fault, for he 
showed me the great blowers and fans and the great sys- 
tem of the why and the wherefore, and he certainly 
knew what he was talking about, and was proud of it. 
l agreed with him anyway for to my mind the greatest 
advance that has been made for the benefit of people who 
eo down to the sea in ships is this sare system of ven- 
tilation that absolutely does away with that nauseous 
shippy s:rell, which up till within a very short time ago 
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was the horror of all ocean travellers, 

Another great improvement that the United Fruit 
Company are far in advance of other lines,—and that 1s 
in the sleeping accommodations. In most of the state 
rooms they have real beds, and even in the room that I 
had there was a bed, that is it‘looked like a bed anyway,-- 
although they called it a berth—and furthermore it felt 
like a real bed, and every night—and part of the day 
soretimes—I slept as calmy and peacefully as I had 
ever done in my life—anywhere. Another thing that 
shows a great deal of forethought, too, is We clock-— 
each stateroom has one—and they are large handsome 
clocks, too, but they don’t bother you for they are regu- 


laced every day from the bridge by electricity. You 
know every day the right time, and that saves you the 
trouble of mixing up in the everlasting argument vf 


“what time is it,’ for most every passenger on board ship 
has the time, but it is different tive, and he is always 
ready to bank on it, the same as you. 

The “Story of a la Carte’ tells you that it cost thou- 
sands and thousands of dollars to install the a la carte 
system on these great ships—well, perhaps it did, but 
you and I are not particularly interested in that part of 
it, so long as it was the United Fruit Company that had 
to pay the bill, and I hope they got their money’ *s worth. 
What interests us is whether we get our money’s worth, 
and I must confess we did. ‘I speak collectively because, 
in the after-dinner smoke-room chats—which are among 
the pleasantest features of shipboard life, one gets con- 
fidential with one’s neighbor—and the complimentary re- 
NaduKs tnatale heard passed around about the a la carte 
system as used on these great ships would be inclined to 
make whoever first conjured up the idea a trifle—well, a 
trifle—and they wouldn’t be human if it didn’t. Anyway 
tlre concensus of opinion was that the service was excel- 
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lent, the food as good as served in any first-class restaa- 
rant in New York, or anywhere else for that matter, and 
tite prices,—well, the prices were as reasonable as ahy — 
anywhere, for the goods provided. 

It is not my intention to tell you about the glorious 
trip I had, neither about the wonderful sights I saw 
because the literature the Company issues will tell you 
all about it, but I have forgiven the United Fruit Com- 
pany that “Admiral” trip I bought from them a long time 
ago, and although I intended to get ahead of them by 
being seasick all the way it was an impossibility on board 
the steady going “Pastores,”’ and they did sell me three 
square meals every day—and then some, They are wel- 
come though to what they made on me, for it was worth 
‘t ~wany times over, and I landed in New York with that 
pleasant feeling, that while I had paid, who cares what 
the price is so long as one gets the equivalent.

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HE Iron Cross is the prize peace story published this 

summer by the Christian Women’s Peace Movement, 

whose headquarters are at West Medford, Mass. The 
author, James Church Alvord, s ys in the preface: 

“The writing of this little tale, ‘The Iron Cross,’ has 
Gome wrom the tragedy of my owri life. I have lived 
during late years very much in Europe; so that one of 
my most intimate friends is in the English army on the 
battle-field, another in the German labyrinth, an Austrian 
lad beloved by me is marching into Russia, two of my 
cousins are fighting for Great Britain in the French 
trenches. J have not heard from these friends of mine 
for months—they may be dead. 

“T came fresh from Rome last November and possess 
hosts of friends among the officers of the Italian bat- 
talions. When Italy entered the war she sent these, who 
are near and dear to me, up among the Tyrol mountains, 
every pass through which I’ve tramped, and—to death. 

“With me this war is a personal woe.” 

The story opens with the arrival of a new orderly 
a! the Strassburg quarters of a German captain. He is 
a Jew and comes from “everywhere” he announces. He 
preves to be a good fellow and makes a good servant, 
but has some stiff principles for which the captain is 
forced to punish him at times. The first offense was at 
the execution of a spy, “‘a confounded Frenchy who had 
been discovered masquerading among the ranks.” The 
new orderly, Josephsohn, refused to shoot at the spy 
when he had been placed in the firing squad. Upon be- 
ing reprimanded he answered, “It is written, Honorable 
Sit) hou shalt not kill’” He declares that he is nota 
suldier by choice, but that he was drafted, that he belongs 
to The-Brothers-of-Peace, who do not kill, and who are 
forbidden to take human life. The captain orders him 
flogged by the peasants. During the flogging he says 
“Father, forgive them; for they know not what they do.” 
The other five in the firing squad now refuse to fire upon 
the spy. They are sent to quarters to await court-martial 
and others shoot the spy. To the captain’s amazement 
the orderly showed no resentment towards him but was 
the same faithful servant. 

A time soon arrives when this strange orderly rend- 
ers a valuable service to the German army. It happened 
at a little hamlet near Brussels, where the burgomaster 
was executed by the General’s orders. The Dutch peo- 
ple flock from their picturesque homes and form an 
angry mob in the square. Josephsohn goes to them, 
quiets them, and standing by the scaffold on which 
dangled the body of their beloved burgomaster, he 1s 
heard by the captain to say, “Brothers, blood of our 
blood, when you are beaten, don’t strike back, my 
brothers, my poor wronged brothers.” He then tells

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them that the Germans, too, loathed the war, were driven 
te it by centuries of hates and superstitions, that the men 
who marched in the ranks had been stolen from their 
ficlds, that two wrongs do not make a right, two murders 
a sanctity. The mob disperses. The captain wants to 
give the orderly a promotion or a decoration for this 
service, but both are refused. “Then follows a’ conver- 
sation showing the captain’s delight in war. He says: 
“Kkilling’s my trade and I wish to practice my trade. 
sides, how can I gain promotion—show I’m clever and 
deserve high place—except through war?...... the dead 
monotony of a garrison town, the doing nothing all day 
but drill—drill—drill—I can’t endure it. Why there 
was not an intelligent man or a pretty woman in the 
whole village where I was \stationed; I was bored <9 
death. Anything was better.” - Then follow incidents 
bringing out the saintly character of this strange peace- 
loving orderly. One shows him fighting vigorously and 
driving off seven German lads who were attacking a 
young girl of the street, but who would have nothing to 
da with them because they were not of her country. 

The captain hears that he is promulgating peace 
principles throughout the army. They come to their 
first engagement and five hundred men refuse to fire 
upon the enemy. They are ordered out of the trenches 
and at a council a soldier tells of the preachings of the 
orderly on peace among the men. Josephsohn is brougiit 
before the council, but makes no answer to their ques- 
tions and beratings. He is condemned to be shot. Then 
he is dragged by the peasants to a large wooden cross 
from which the crucifix figure had been removed in the 
general devastation of the place, On the cross he is 
shot, exclaiming only: “Thou shalt not kill! Father, 


Be- 


forgive them; for they know not what they do.” The 
General cried out: “Oh, my God! He looks——,”. but 
did not finish, for all knew whom he resembled. ‘Then 


follows the scene of the soldiers by the thousands pass- 
ing the dead orderly and throwing their rifle and cart- 
ridge belt at his feet. Even one officer did it, All are 
stupefied in the General’s quarters. Peace was thus en- 
forced and the Allies were generous when they realized 
the facts. 

The author says in his preface: 

“Tf anything I have said here can make war one 
bit more hateful to the race of man I shall feel that these 
lads have not died, nor I suffered, in vain.”

Ex-PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT attacked the administra- 
tion for replying on words, not deeds. Would Roosevelt's 
ceeds have been able to have accomplish more than Wil- 
con’s words. President Wilson has scored a victory that 
will honor him as long as he lives, A soft answer turneth 
away wrath. With two incidents to embarrass our rela- 
tions with Germany, the Arabic and the Lusitania, a fiery 
temperament could have easily forced our country, head- 
long and unprepared, into this world conflict; and to what 
avail? President Wison’s note-writing campaign has been 
scorned and condemned by thoughtless individuals and by 
persons who would like to see this country in the fray. 
It was argued, perhaps with some reason, that diplomatic 
relations could be severed with Germany and that the Lusi- 
tania and the Arabic incidents warranted such a course. 
One of three situations. could have arisen as a result of 
the Lusitania disaster,—the cutting off of diplomatic rela- 
tions with Germany, or Germany’s sincere apology. The 
United States might have grovelled before Germany and 
borne the insult in silence, but such a condition of affairs 
could hardly be pernitted. War, diplomatic isolation and 
a surrender of our contention are possibilities that are 
now past. President Wilson was cautious and his note- 
writing policy has proven to be the successful method. 
The nation may well be grateful that a man of peace is 
at the helm. ‘The honors of peace are more to be desired 
than the horrors of war. 

Tur ComMMISSION APPOINTED to devise a way or 
ways to bring about the dimming of lights on automobiles, 
has made its report to the Highway Commission and that 
body has the facts before it for consideration.. It has 
been suggested that the Commission should use the 
authority already. invested in it by the legislature and 
promulgate a lighting law without waiting for the legis- 
lature to pass an act, .The Commission should be com- 
petent to act, and it can act within a shorter time.

EQUAL SUFFRAGE 


A ‘large \atidience’ gathered. at tite 
Amory Eliot House, Manchester, on 
Friday afternoon, Sept. 3d, to hear 
Mrs. Beatrice Forbes-Robertson Haie 
speak on the Woman Movement, in 
general, and the Suffrage Movement 
in particular, The North Shore sum- 
mer colony was well represented and 
there was also a good delegation from 
the town of Manchester. For over 
an hour Mrs. Hale held her audience 
spell-bound, and the enthusiasm at 
the end of her address was great and 
sincere. Everi then many waited to 
ask questions, Asked “how many 
Suffragists are Feminist? Mrs. Hate 
said, “But what is a reminist?”’ And 
since her questioner did not know, 
she then answered this herself and 
said that Feminism is belief in wom- 
an and allowing her an equal oppor- 
tunity with men for work and life. 
The questioner (an Anti) eagerly ad- 
ded “and for immorality”? Mrs. 
Haleivery seatuestly ereplieds | Noel 
said life, and immorality means death, 
not life. Because we ask for a single 
standard of morality some confused 
minds seem to think that we waxt 
women to be as immoral as men!” 
She added that Feminism is only an- 


other name for the Woman Move- 
ment, and it is lke-a gréat-iree. with 
many b:anches, of which one impor- 
tant branch is, the Sufirage ye Mrs. 
Hale gave a complete survey of the 
“ovement and answered every argu- 
ment against votes for wo-ren. * Her 
wit and humor often made her audi- 
ence laugh, but her reference to the 
war and women’s part in it moved 
them deeply and made them see that 
even in war time we must not think 
less, but rather more, of democracy 
and the enfranchisement of women. 
She said that all women—antis and 
suffragists—are ‘“‘sisters under their 
skins,” that antis are simply the ex- 
treme conservatives (both men and 
women) who cling to what already 
is and fear any change. And she 
made.the prophecy that after the vote 
has been won in Mass. our Antis will 
all quietly disappear,—for then equal 
suffrage will be part of what is! 

Dr, Samuel McComb, of Emmanue] 
church, Boston, made a brief speech 
of introduction, himself emphasizing 
the importance of Woman Suffrage 
and referring to Mrs. Hale’s book, 
“What Women Want.” All who 
were unable to hear Mrs. Hale should 
read this brilliant book. 

The Mass. Woman Suff. “Victory 
Parade”? will take place in Boston 
on Saturday, Oct. 16, at 2 o clock. 
There will be a delegation from Man- 
chester, and all Suffragists, whether 
League members or not, are invited 
to march,

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Site of Salem’s New Reservoir, Famous Landmark

N the town of Danvers and not far from the Beverly 
line is a long rounded rise of land formerly called 
Long hill and later in the Witchcraft days Leach’s hill 
and “still later its name was changed to Browne’s Folly 
or Folly hill, the name now given to it. There are but 
few trees upon its surface and within the last half year 
the putting in of the reservoir for Salem’s water supply 
has added another and most conspicuous identification 
mark. The hill has an interesting history which wil! bear 
retelling for the many who are not familiar with the 
stories current about it. It is a sightly place and in 1848 
a coast stirvey station was established there. From the 
summit of the hill the country for miles around is visible. 
Mr. Ezra D. Hines of Danvers says that Dr. Grigzs, 
tae physician of Salem Village, lived at the foot of tne 
hill with his family. And it is said that if Dr. Griggs had 
stood out firmly against the delusion about Witchcraft in 
Salem that the ensuing horrors would never have hap- 
pened. When the first cases appeared, Doctor Griggs was 
called, a consultation had, and the opinion gravely ad- 
venced that the afflicted children were bewitched. 

William Browne of Salem, in 1740, erected a splen- 
did mansion upon the summit of Folly hill and called it 
Erowne Hall, after a place in Engl ne which had _ be- 
longed to his ancestors. ‘The building consisted of two 
wings, two stories high, connected by a spacious hall, the 
whole presenting a front of 80 feet.” The floor of the 
hall was painted in imitation of mosaic and above over- 
hung a balcony. This hall was of magnificent size and 
it is related that on one occasion an ox was roasted whole 
and served up to a numerous dinner party. 

Hawthorne describes the latter days of the house so 
fittingly that it is well to quote his remarks to a Salem 
friend. He says :— 

“The house was certainly an unfortunate one. While 
still in its glory, it was so tremendously shaken by the 
€arth quake of 1755, that the owner dared no longer 
reside in it, and practically acknowledging that its am- 
bittous site rendered it indeed a folly, he proceeded to 
locate it on humbler ground. 

“The great house actually took up its march along 
the declining ridge of the hill and came safely to the 
bottom, where it stood till within the memory of men 
now alive. The proprietor, meanwhile, had adhered to 
the Royalist side, and fled to England during the Revoln- 
tion. The mansion was left under the care of Richard 
Terby, who had a claim on the Browne property, through 
his wife, but seems to have held the premises precisely 
as the refugee left them, for a long term of years, in the 
expectation of his eventual return. ‘The house remained 
with ali its furniture in its spacious rooms and chambers, 
ready for the exile’s occupancy, as soon as he should re- 
appear. As time went on, however, it began to be 
neglected and was accessible to whatever vagrant or idle 
school boy or berrying party chose to enter through its 
ill secured windows. 

“But there was one closet in the house which every- 
body was afraid to enter, it being supposed that an evil

spirit—perhaps a domestic demon of the Browne family 
-—was confined in it. One day three or four score years 
ago, some school boys happened to be playing in the 
deserted chambers, and took it into their heads to develop 
the secrets of this mysterious closet. With great difficulty 
aud tremor, they succeeded in forcing the door, As it 
flew open, there was a vision of people in garments of 
antique magnificence—gentlemen i in curled wigs, and tarn- 
ished gold lace, and ladies in brocades and quaint head 
dresses, rushing tumultuously forth, and tumbling upon 
the floor. The urchins took to their heels in huge dis- 
nay, but crept back after a while, and discovered thit 
thie apparition was composed of a mighty pile of family 
portraits. After standing many years at the foot of the 
hill, the house was again removed in three portions and 
was fashioned into three separate dwellings which were 
erected in various parts of Danvers.” 

The above account gives a very good idea of the last 
days of the old house although it is thought that the 
baunted house is a myth from the brain of the story 
teller. 

However, it is known that the house later formed 
three separate dwellings in Danvers and that the ha'l, 
which has been described later, was attached to the old 
Danvers hotel, where many state affairs were held. The 
officers of the militia at their May trainings had their 
headquarters in this same hall. ‘The selectmen of the 
town met there and last but not least, the meetings of 
the old Danvers Lyceum were in this famous room. 

When the old hotel was taken down to make room 
for the present hotel, the hall was removed to Maple 
street, where it stood until the great Danvers fire of 
June, 1845, when it went up in fire and smoke. The 
other two portions of the Browne house have been lost 
sight of for all time, doubtless having been destroyed. 

And now on the site of the old ‘house on Folly hill 
is the immense reservoir above mentioned, which “for 
generations to come, is to mark that rise of ground 
southern Danvers.

DuMBA VIOLATED THE PRIVILEGES of his office and 
the neutrality of our nation by his machinations, Presi- 
dent Wilson could hardly do more nor could he do less 
tian to ask for his recall. Austria already has made 
representations to America concerning the manufacture of 
a‘nirunition and America has declined at this time to stop 
tne manufacture and sale of munitions of war for obvious 
reasons. Dumba was ambitious to distinguish himself :n 
the great war and in his endeavors to assist his govern- 
nent he violated the privileges of his office in America and 
ls usefulness ended. Dumba’s surprise at America’s at- 
titude to what he has done is a commentary in itself upon 
tlie slowness of Austria in understanding the American 
situation and the attitude of mind of the American peopie. 
Diplomatic representatives from foreign countries in the 
i nited States are granted rare privileges under our nation- 
al laws. They are exempt from the governmental rela- 
tionships which restrain even our own citizens. They are 
fiee from arrest. The exemptions thus allowed are rea- 
sonable and right, but after all they are courtesies. Repre- 
sentatives accorded such privileges should be men of high 
character who by virtue of their inclinations, reputation 
and character are above the slightest suggestion of sus- 
p.cion or desire to transgress the law. 


Mr, Cartes M. Casot has completed his life and 
leaves a name honored among those who knew hin. Wit! 
a conscientious view of the responsibilities of corporate 
interests to the humane interests of employees he cham- 
pioned the cause. . With courage, patience and earnest- 
1css he endeavored to help those who were not in a posi- 
tion to help themselves.

skill and energy. England may actually resort to con- 
scription, but it can hardly be more thorough-going than 
the present methods,

Belliger- 
ents try to gain time to overcome the strategy of the 
enemy or they endeavor to spar for time to gain successes 
uy merely waiting. Enemies fight as vigorously by known- 
ing how to wait as by knowing how to fight. It is now 
apparent that in the west the Allies have been waiting 
and it is now the only course open to Russia. Russia is 
evidently fortifying new positions to be maintained dur- 
ing the winter. The next three months must determine 
the status quo of the conflicting forces. Great Britain’s 
successes or failures during the next three months will 
be important. If any gains are to be made before next 
spring they must be made now. There are those who 
claim that Great Britain and France are not ready for 
a drive in the west and that another winter will be allow- 
ed to pass. Whatever the strategy employed Great Britain 
and France as well as Russia must do careful planniag 
curing the next few months.

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Russia 1s UNDEFEATABLE! Despite the humiliating 
retreats of the last few months the national powers of 
tiiat great empire have not yet been drained. Russia has 
always manifested an ability to recover from defeat. It 
nuust be remembered that even Napoleon the Great was 
unable to master the Russian forces. At present the Allies 
are apparently suffering great losses along the Russian 
frontier, but a sane weighing of the work of the Russian 
Aimy during the last year compels admiration. Unpre- 
ared for war and attacked viciously by a thoroughly pre- 
pered enemy a whole year has passed before the enemy 
nas been able to crowd the conflict onto Russian soil and 
enforee-a Russian defeat. It is nothing short of wonder- 
ful that Russia was able to acquit herself so valiantly 
with so little preparation and so little ammunition. At 
the present hour Russia’s retreat appears strategic. If 
kussia had been amply provided with ammunition the 
story that comes from the eastern line would be different. 
kussia is a slumbering power, but she is being aroused 
aud her army will still have a potent influence in the con- 
flict.

Don’t Spor, Your Baritor! Unless the new legiil 
requirements are thoroughly drummed into the minds of 
the voters during the present week the number of spoil- 
ed ballots at the primary next Tuesday is bound to be 
very large. We have had but one preliminary experience 
in this matter since the new primary law went into opera- 
tion and it was highly instructive. In the Cambridge 
city elections of last spring’ about gooo voters went to the 
primary and of these nearly 800, or one in every eleven, 
nianaged to spoil his ballot. Yet the temptation to do 
otherwise than as the law requires was not nearly so 
great in this case as it will be throughout the state a week 
from tomorrow. The rule which the new primary law 
prescribes may be stated very simply. It is this: The 
voter must keep to one column. Each political party will 
have its own separate column and the voter must keep 
strictly to one of them, If he should mark a single cross 
outside the range of this column his ballot cannot be 
counted. He must keep his crosses under the same 
party designation from top to bottom. In other words 
the voter can be a Republican, Democrat, Progressive or 
Frohibitionist in the seclusion of the polling booth with- 
out disctosing the fact to any one, but he must not try 
to be more than one thing at a time. If he chooses to 
lend a hand in deciding the issue between Mr. McCall 
and Mr. Cushing, for example, he cannot thereafter 
apply his pencil to the adjoining column and help settle 
the claims of rival aspirants to the Democratic nomin- 
ation for’senator or representative. One further cau- 
tion. ‘Some names will appear in more than a single 
column, as in the case of those who are seeking both the 
Republican and Progressive nominations. Many voters 
n:ay think that they can give a candidate a double en- 
dorsement by putting a cross after his name in both these 
columns, but. anything of this sort will merely spoil the 
entire ballot... True enough there is a good deal of 
apsurdity in these requirements, but they are clearly 
written in the law and there is nothing to do, for the

BURNED PRIVATEER 


Onty Two Survivors oF DARING 
DrEEbD, AT PENSACOLA, PERFORM- 
ED 55 YEARS AGO TUESDAY. 


Tuesday, September” 14," wasr the 
54th anniversary of the burning of 
the privateer Judah in Pensacola har- 
bor. This event took place on the 
morning of September 14, 1861, at 
3 o'clock and as far as is known the 
only surviving members of this ex- 
pedition are George J. Hickman of 
Gloucester, a member of Col. Allen 
Post 45 G. A. R., and Dennis O’Sul- 
livan of Manchester, a member cf 
Allen *Rost*67. 


Both these men were in the first 
launch, two of the crew of which 
were killed. They were Charles .Lam- 
phere and John Herring. A’ man by 
the name of John Smith, who plead- 
ed most earnestly to go in the expedi- 
tion during the height of the conflict 
on the schooner’s deck lost his cap 
with the white cover, his distinguish- 
ing mark, and was met and bayoneted 
by one of his own men. He mur- 
mured as ‘he fell *back™={@o saheid 
boys, you have killed one of your 
own men.” With' that he crawled 
over in his own boat and died shortly 
after reaching his ship. 

The life of Lieut. Blake was in all 
probability saved by a flask of brandy 
carried in his left side pocket over the 
region of his heart, which was cut 1a 
half by a ball. Although a strict tem- 
perance man, one of his messmates 
insisted on his taking it, and it provid 
® most fortunate occurrence for him. 
With three killed and 13 wounded, 
the boats continued their course for 
the ship. Some idea of the severity 
of the fighting may be formed when 
1c is realized that nearly one-fifth of 
the attacking force was either killed 
er wounded. 


The schooner was freed from her 

moorings and drifted from the wharf 
a floating, burning mass. Slowly she 
was borne away by the tide until des- 
troyed opposite Fort Barrancas. 
' This was without doubt one of the 
most gallant cutting-out affairs that 
occurred during the war. ‘The board- 
ing party had not only the crew of the 
schooner to contend with, but there 
was a force of over a thousand troops 
stationed a short distance off that 
could be called upon at a moment’s 
notice to drive away intruders. 

There was every prospect of failure 
when the party started out, but never- 
theless they accomplished what seem- 
ed to be an almost impossible feat, and 
covered themselves with glory.

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GLOUCESTER—Something of Its History 


KATHER:NE GAUSS 


HE City of Gloucester, named by Rev. Richard Blyn- 

man and his friends in 1642 when they care from the 
English city of Gloucester to repopulate Cape Ann, is 
one of the quaintest of New England towns. Built on 
the rocky coast over-looking the bro ad bay it was and is 
an ideal settlement for those plying their trade on the 
deep blue sea. 

Near the entrance of Gloucester harbor is a form- 
idable reef called “Norman’s Woe’ where the schooner 
“Hesperus” was wrecked, according to the poem by that 
name. As the mner harbor is peated: boats of every size 
and description are on all sides. From the Gloucester 
fisherman’s boat to the square riggers bringing salt from 
Italy, for the curing of fish. There, also, are the pleasure 
craft of the summer colony and seldom is the harbor free 
from at least one government boat. 


For two hundred and fifty years Gloucester 
very slowly; since 1875 her growth has been remarkable. 
Sirange as it may seem to the tourist who climbs about 
sen the rocks of the Cape, the early settlers went to farm- 
ing, and it is a curious fact that in 1727 some of the in- 
habitants went to Salem, because there were not enough 
"farms to go around. ‘Then the people took to cutting 
- wood and sending it to market in the boats built in the 
harbor. When the timber supply was exhausted, these 
‘vessels were changed into fishing boats. The industry 
was not very successful, and for some time the town bare- 
ly made a living out of it. But the original families mean- 
time had married and intermarried. There had been only 
slight infusion of new blood. 
a race as rugged as their Cape, indomitable and patriotic. 
They responded freely to the calls of war, even though 
tne Revolution ruined their fishing industry. The foreign 
t-ade left the port as the lumber trade had gone. Thea, 
about 1860, came the turn of the tide. The demand for 
fish increased. New and better 
found. Boats and gear were improved. Men saw their 
chance, took larger hazards and reaped greater rewards. 
The first fisnaing boats with auxiliary power appeared } 
Gloucester in 1900. 

The boat which Gloucester may claim as her very 
own is the schooner. In the early days the pink, pointed 
at both ends and having no bowspirt, was the Gloucester 
Grait. © Then in 1713 Captain Andrew Robinson invented 
a new kind of vessel.. It had gaffs instead of latecn 
yards, and the luff of the sails was bent to hoops on the

Lining the shores of the harbor you note the acres 
of long racks upon which barrow-loads of fish are beiag 
spread. The sun is hot so that long stretches of white 
canvas covers are soon rippling and billowing in the wind. 
The cod and the mackerel, as soon as they have been 
cleaned, go to these flakes to be dried in the sun. Once 
they are dried they will be packed in every shape and 
style for shipment to markets all over the world. Nearby 
these fisheries is a rocky island upon which is located 
masts. As she slid down the ways on launching day some 
sailor cried: “Oh, how she scoons,” and a “ bchoonen” that 
tvpe of boat has been ever since. 
the United States fish-hatchery. 

In the wake of the fisheries is coming another industry 
te give Gloucester fame, the quarrying of granite. Saint 
Ann’s church, whose lofty cross serves as a mariner’s 
beacon, got its granite from these quarries. 

The town “has many historic houses, such as the 
“Revolutionary House,” set sidewise to the pavement. 
At the rear is a one story extension which has little port 
hole windows. This property once belonged to the widow, 
Judith Stevens, whom Murray, the founder of Univer- 
salism in America, married. The Briggs house at Annis- 
Guam, whose antiquity probably antedates that of any 
other structure on Cape Ann, is another. The gambrel 
roofed Babson house is filled with interesting old furni- 
ture and under the gables are pens once used for slaves. 

Near the “Revolutionary House” is the historic Uni- 
vcersalist church. Before it is an open, green, parklike 
area shaded by splendid elms. This “Independent Chris- 
tian church, Universalist,” was built in 1807.° This was 
the original home of Universalism in America, and Glou- 
eee is today the Mecca of the: faith of the: founder, 

he Rev. John Murray. It seems that in 1774°a few resi- 
ie of Gloucester heard that in Boston Mr. Murray 
was preaching the doctrines in which they believed and 
tney sent one of their number to ask him to visit them, 
with the result that January 1, 1779, the independent 
church was organized. The Rev. John Pie who 
had been chaplain in Nathanial Greene’s Rhode Island 
regiment headed the parish. Later after many trials the 
church was granted incorporation by the legislature. 

Every year the visitors to this old town are becom- 
ing more numerous, and year by year the summer colony 
is reaching out on all sides as the news of the ever pres- 
ent cool sea breezes is aired abroad.

Mr. Lever has received recognition at the Panama-Paci- 
fic exposition, having been awarded a gold medal. He 
contributed five pictures, “High Bridge,” which received 
honorable mention in Pittsburg, “St. Ives Harbor,” “Af- 
ternoon—St, Ives,’ “Washington Bridge—Snow,” “High 
Bridge—Snow.” A reproduction of the | ‘Afternoon—St. 
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Ives” appeared in last month's issue of the ‘International 
Studio:’. Mr. Lever paints broadly and strongly, in a 
decorative and what may be called post-impressionisiic 
style. He is painting Gloucester in a “new way.” Mv. 
Lever is painting the fishing boats and wharves—scenes 
along the water front interesting in detail and sense of 
color. Mr.-Lever has been in this country for four years 
and is only 38 years of age. His studio is in New York 
City. He was born in Australia and at 14 years of age 
he went to England to live. Previous to coming to Amer- 
ica he resided in Cornwall, England, He studied in 
ILndon and Paris. Mr. Lever is a merber of the Royal 
Kritish Artists, the Institute of Oil Painters and the 
West-of-England Acadeny. He is a life member of the 
National Arts club of New York. At. the- National 
Academy exhibit of Vast, year, ait ever received a 
Carnegie prize of $500. His picture “St. Ives” was aftez- 
wards purchased by the, Brooklyn Museum. Besides n 
the per:ranent collection’ in Brooklyn, Mr. Lever has 
petures in the Philadelphia Museum and in the galleries 
of Adelaide, South Australia and Sydney. ‘The artist Has 
been invited to exhibit in Chicago this year. He now has 
pictures in St. Louis and exhibits’ in Buffalo, Boston, 
Pittsburg, Detroit and the Corcoran gallery, Washington. 

Frank Duveneck, who loomed so large at the Pan- 
ava-Pacific exposition, has been spending the summer at 
Boss Rocks. He has painted many local subjects before 
lis returning to Cincinnati.

Mesa Verde Cliff Dwellers 


Frnm Smithsonian Institution 


Rok WALTER PEWKES: of othe “Smithsonian 
Bureau of American Ethnology left recently for Mesa 
Verde National Park in Southwestern Colorado to con- 
tinue the supervision of excavation and repair on the 
prehistoric cliff dwellings in the vicinity of Cliff Palace and 
Spruce Tree House, under an appropriation from the 
Interior Department. 

The operations to be undertaken this summer are in 
continuation of much previous work carried on under Dr. 
Fewkes’ direction to preserve these revarkable ruins of 
the Arrerican Cliff Dwellers, supposed to be the ancestors 
of the Pueblo Indians. Three of the ruins, Spruce Tree 
House, Cliff Palace, and Balcony House, have been put 
ir shape, so that they are available for inspection to the 
maany visitors at the Park, and the present season will be 
devoted to work on Community House, a ruin located 2 
niles southeast of Spruce Tree House. 

The Mesa Verde ruins. are situated on the Mesa 
Verde in Montezuma County, Colorado, in the side can- 
yon of the Mancos, and are regarded as the largest and 
most remarkable examples of cliff dwellings in the United 
States. These ruins were discovered in 1888, although 
sce smaller ones not far distant were found fourteen 
rears before. In that year two ranchers riding over the 
Mesa and through its labyrinth of canyons in search of 


stray cattle, suddenly came upon a deep canyon, and 
beheld in a great cavern in the opposite cliff, a whole 
tcwn in ruins, its cru’rbling buildings, walls and towers 
unmistakably the work of prehistoric man. It looked to 
their astonished eyes like a palace in a cliff and so they 
nared it Cliff Palace. On the save day they discovered, 
not far away, another large cliff dwelling which they 
named Spruce Tree House after a giant spruce tree 
which grew in front of the ancient ruins, During the 
course of the next few years these ranchers and their 
brothers, who were named Witherill, explored the whole 
nesa and excavated in many places, gaining a vast knowl- 
edge of these early inhabitants, and a fine collection of 
ancient skulls, pottery and implements of stone, bone and 
wood. Since that time the Government, through the 
Bureau of American Ethnology, and the Interior Depart- 
ment, has sent exploring parties which have added to the 
National Museum a series of objects illustrating the life, 
customs, and arts of the prehistoric American people 
who once inhabited these cliff-dwellings. About 1905 
the Mesa Verde was made a National Park and placed 
in charge of the Interior Department. A scenic road has 
b-en constructed, over which one can now ride from the 
town of Mancos on the D. & R. G. Railroad to the largest

meee ina report published by the Bureau of American 
_ Ethnology, Dr. Fewkesidescribes in detail the architecture 
et Spruce Tree House, and points out prominent features 
of this village. It has a distinct likeness to a gigantic 
hotel built in a cave with a crescent shaped roof, the floor 
of the cave being about 50 feet above, the bottom of the 
Canyon and the roof 80 feet high, Its total length :s 
»216 feet, and its greatest width 8g feet. . In places the 
rooms were originally three stories in height, the final 
‘story at present having no roof except the top of the 
cave, but most of the rooms now to be seen are on the first 
floor, although in some places a second story is still stand- 
ing. There have been traced. 114 separate rooms in this 
great structure, besides eight subterranean ceremonial 
cliambers, known as kivas. It has been determined that at 
least 14 of the rooms were used for storage and other pur- 
pcses, in the floors of some of which humian skeletons have 
been found. The remaining 100 rooms were used as dwell-

population of about 350 natives. It seems from ie 
character of the rooms that no premeditated plan was 
os in the construction of this village; a few rooms 
were first built and additions made as the population in- 
creased. The arch of the early form found among the 
ruins of Central America, was. unknown to these early 
builders. Their doorways are of rectangular form slightiy 
narrower at the top and capped with lintel, although some 
ot them have a T-form and are placed well up on the walls, 
being reached by ladders. Cooking was evidently prac- 
ticed on the roofs or in the corners, judging fron the 
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amount of soot on the walls, but there was little preten- 
sion among the dwellers for light, air or sanitation. 
Cliff Palace, the second of these important ruins, is 
nearly three times the size of Spruce’ Tree House, and 
has over 200 rooms. It was repaired in 1909 and now 
presents a very respectable appearance to the visitor. 
Like Spruce Tree House, it sets within a cave, the roof 
of which arches about 75 feet above it, and is located in 
Ci:ff Canyon, the dnaee bf which is several hundred feet 
above the level of the canyon. It is approached by means 
of steps cut in the rock, and ladders. The buil dings ail- 
most completely fill the three hundred foot frontage of 
the cave which is as a rule level, although at one end 
there is a series of terraces rising one above the other 
extending from the loose crumbling rocks in front of the 
cliff back to the solid wall itself. ‘Deep under the debris 
which covered the lower entrance of Cliff Palace the ex- 
cavators found the ancient entrance to the building which 
leads by a gradual slope to the center of the village. This 
pathway entends parallel with the high front w rall of a 
centrally located kiva and passes to a large rock, in which 
feot holds were cut, after which it enters the lower level 
of the village through a narrow court with high walls, by 
tneans of a movable ladder resting on the main Ghee rE 
the cave. In the western end of this cliff ruin there is a 
ceremonial chamber known as Kiva V, leading to whica 
is a subterranean passage. This is one of the 23 roors 
in which ceremonies are supposed to have been perform- 
ed by the ancients. Evidently there were several clans in 
each section of these great dwellings, and the buildings 
are arranged in groups or sections around plazas or cen- 
tral courts. These wonderful archeological ruins present 
to the visitor unusual opportunities to see the early tyne 
of dwellings, and offer to the student opportunity to study

THE ENTRANCE oF ITALY into the war was the 
triurph of freedom and_ national liberty, for the ties 
which bound Italy to Austria and to Germany were 


those of expediency and convenience and not of friend- 
ship and underlying spirit of good will or a unity of 
iteals, For six months Italy was in the throes of agony, 
national travail; but she is born again a nation with a 
parpose and an ideal. The glory of Italy’s decision is to 
be determined by history for she threw her interests with 
the Alhes when the German power was driving the Rus- 
sans and were holding Britain and France in check in 


the west, and the Dardanelles was proving to be a hard 
nut for the Allies to crack. For months the neutral 
party of Italy struggled to keep Italy out of war, but 


such a course was not possible if Italy were to maintain 
her honor as a nation and maintain her freedom.  Al- 
1eady by a process of peaceful penetration the Germans 
had “captured the interests” in northern Italy and another 
decade or two would have made it well nigh impossible 
fer Italy to have rebelled against German domination. 
Clearly, the Italian leaders saw that the struggle was her 
struggle and that it was a moral struggle for life, liberty 
and freedom. While the present war has no justification 
from the standpoint of history, every nation that took 
arms against the conquering forces of Germany is fight- 
ing for humanity, national liberty, spiritual idealism and 
the domination of spirit over force. Italy, in common 
with all the Alles, to win her liberty and freedom, must 
fight. In the first months of the war the issues of the 
conflict were not completely understood by the Italian 
P onle, but gradually the nation began to understand and 
alize the enormous stake which Italy had in the results 
of the conflict, If Germany did win and Italy had re- 
mained neutral, would not that gigantic power that knew 
no mercy for Belgium have punished severely her recal- 
ctrant ally in the Dreibund. Tf Austria had succeeded 
in “buying” Italy off by the cessation of a strip of terri- 
tury. would the Austro-German Alliance, the successful 
combatant, have ceded to Italy the weak state. Italy saw 
that the defeat of the Allies meant that Italy could only 
bh» a s~all power under the domination of Germany. 
The Italian people saw at the start that there was nothing 
for then in casting their lot with Germany in a merciless 
campaign of conquest and Italy stands honored for her 
vision. Belgium and its terrible atrocities under the war 
machine of Germany did much to arouse Italy. What- 
exer the issues of the conflict may be. Italy’s course has 
been honorable if in the interests of self preservation.

George W. Coleman of Boston, 
director of the famous Ford Hail 
meetings and chairman of the Boston 
City Council, one of the best known 
nien in the state and popular as a 
speaker, gave an interesting and 
most inspiring talk before the Man- 
chester Brotherhood at its opening 
meeting Monday evening. .

Mr. Coleman’s talk dealt for the 
most part with the meetings at Ford 
Hall and the wonderful good being 
done through them, in bringing to- 
gether on a common level thousands 
of men and women of all national- 
ities, all creeds and all make-ups. If 
he were to use a text, he said} ne 
would use the little poem which lie 
read, the point of which was —‘On 
him that threw the cigarette, not hn:

This is something to think about, 
said the speaker,—more than half of 
the people of this great country of 
ours prefer to remain outside the 
church.

to demand the attention of summer cottagers next 
season in no small degree, if the persistent efforts of 
Walter D. Denégre and Frank P. Frazier meet success. 
These gentlemen have done considerable work this year 
and so successful were they in what they did do, they 
are now endeavoring to interest people generally, all along 
the shore, by forming an association. A letter being sent 
out, this reads as follows: “You are invited to attend a 
meeting which will be held at 5.30 p. m., Monday, October 
ath, at Mr. W. D. Denégre’s residence in West Manches- 
ter, for the purpose of forming an Association to take 
charge of the Extermination of Mosquitos on the North 
Shore next year, and to hear the report which we have io 
make of this summer’s work, and of the expenditure of 
the fund contributed for that purpose. Notwithstanding 
the unfavorable conditions of an unusually rainy season 
the results accomplished have been so encouraging that 
we are satisfied that if the work is undertaken early next 
year, and carried on throughout the summer, comparative 
immunity from the pests can be had. The work done 
this season consisted chiefly in ascertaining breeding 
places, and treating them with oil; but to obtain perman- 
ent results much drainage will have to be done, and it can 
be done at no great cost to any one provided all contri- 
bute. This summer’s work has been a campaign of in- 
vestigation and education, making future work easier ; 
‘but to make it effective it is necessary to form an Asso- 
ciation whose members will be able to reach more people 
- than we have been able to interest. We hope that you 
will help by attending the meeting and joining in organiz- 
ing such an association. (Signed by) Walter D. Denégre 
and F. P. Frazier.”

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VIENNA Is PERSISTENT in her protests to America 
avainst the exportation of arms and ammunition to the 
lies. In renewing the protest Austria appears to be 
interested in America’s status as a peace-loving nation. 
America does not enjoy the traffic in ammunition and 
arms; America knows full well that it is a business taint- 
ed with “blood.” America shrinks from it, but what 
ether course is open under the present international laws? 
Austria is sincere enough in protesting, but not consist- 
ent! Did Austria consider a traffic with the Southern 
confederacy a violation of neutral rights? Austria is 
fighting diplomatically as well as on the field of battle. 
If America could and would stop the manufacture and 
exportation of arms it would be a signal triumph for 
Germany.

ANTI-SUFFRAGISTS 
Wit, Reach MANCHESTER SATUR- 
DAY IN THEIR Tour. 


Editor North Shore Breeze, 
Dear Sir: 

Tomorrow, Saturday, between ~o 
and 10.30 in the morning the auto- 
mobile party of campaigners against 
Woman Suffrage, who are making a 
tour of the whole state, will arrive in 
Manchester, and will speak on the 
Common. ‘They will not talk exactly 
like the suffrage speakers who have 
preceded them. They will not in- 
dulge in inuendoes against their op- 
ponents, but in facts capable of abso- 
lute proof. They will show not only 
the falsity of the claim that the anti- 
suffrage cause is supported by the 
liquor interests, but they will give 
facts to show the exact opposite—not 
only in California, in Nevada, and 
OtHem) distant places, but over the 
whole country. 

If the suffrage misstatements were 
not in danger of misleading those who 
are naturally ignorant of facts which 
they have not especially studied, the 
grossness of those misstatements 
would be funny. Your own columns 
are frequently filled with accusations 
of an unholy alliance between liquor 
men and the opponents of woman sui- 
frage, and yet Harriet Stanton Blatch 
in president of the Woman’s Political 
Union of New York, and the fact 
that her money was derived from the 
sale of liquor does not deter the sut- 
fragists in the least. The late Mr. 
Platch was president of the May 
Brewing Company. Gen. Dennis F. 
Collins is president of a brewery—yet 
he held a prominent seat on the plat- 
form at an important meeting of the 
New Jersey Woman Suffrage League. 
Mrs. Gus Ruhlin of Brooklyn, wife 
of a prize fighter, runs her own sa- 
loon and decorates it’ with vote for 
women banners; the suffragists did 
not hesitate to make her a marshal in 
their parade. Miss Foley, Miss Mulry 
and several of the most promineat 
suffragists are at great pains to as- 
sure the brewers and others concern- 
ed that the votes of women will not 
hurt their interests, and the brewess

If Feminism is synonymous with 
the woman movement so much the 
worse for the woman movement, for 
at the recent National Suffrage Con- 
vention in Chicago Professor W. T. 
Thomas, of Chicago University, told 
his hearers that “Any girl mentally 
mature has a right’ to motherhood,” 
and “that woman’s assertion of her 
right to motherhood is a revolution 
that is coming, and no one can stop 
it.” and the comment of the president 
of the National Woman Suffrage As- 
sociation on this address was: “The 
address has set every woman who 
heard it thinking, and they are think- 
ing women who will consider both 
sides of such a proposition. Political 
emancipation is not the only emanct- 
pation. I do not believe in mother 
love. I believe in mother intelligence. 
1 believe Professor Thomas took the 
proper place to present those views.” 

It is peculiarly revolting to respect- 
able women to have the name of “the 
woman movement” used to cover this 
sort of indecency. In the fact that 
many good women have been won 
over by specious arguments and mis- 
statements of fact to support woman 
suffrage lies the only danger of the 
men of Massachusetts ever forcing 
the vote upon an unwilling and very 
large majority of women. The num- 
ber of wo'ven in Manchester who have 
registered themselves against woman 
suffrage is greatly in excess of those 
who have declared for it and Man- 


chester is only a sample of the rest of 
the state. 

These women opposed to woman 
suffrage believe so strongly in their 
equal duties with men to the state 
and to the nation that they beg the 
men of Massachusetts to vote nex 
November against forcing them to 
duplicate the duties of men, that they 
may be free to fulfill their own duties 
both private and public, which though 
equal are necessarily different from 
those of men.

APPLE GRADING 
DEMONSTRATION 


The Massachusetts State Board of 
Agriculture in co-operation with the 
Massachusetts Fruit Growers’ Asso- 
ciation will give a demonstration of 
the requirements of the new “Apple 

‘‘ading Law” at the Essex County 
Agricultural School, Danvers, Wed- 
nesday, October 6, at 2 o'clock p. m 
The demonstration will be in charge 
of Mr. W. H. Woodworth of Ber- 
wick, Nova Scotia, Secretary of the 
Kings County Farmers’ Association, 
and fruit grower of note who. has 
had years of experience in packing 
apples under the Canadian Fruit 
Marks Act.

Miss Mabel Boardman Talks at Manchester on Great Red 


HE, annual meeting of the Essex 

County chapter of the American 
National Red Cross Society was the 
attraction which drew a large num- 
ber of people to Manchester Tuesday 
morning. Central square was lined 
with automobiles of persons interest- 
ed in the meeting at Town hall. The 
meeting was opened at 10.45, and af- 
ter a brief welcome to those present, 
the president of the chapter intro- 
duced Miss Mabel T. Boardman, who 


spoke on “Red Cross Preparedness 
for War and Other Emergencies.” 
Everyone, who heard the compre- 


hensive address delivered by Miss 
Boardman, could not fail to be im- 
pressed with the wonderful efficiency 
and economy of the Red Cross sys- 
tem, in the building up of which the 
speaker herself has been so influen- 
tial. 

In the beginning of her address, 
Miss Boardman read from an un- 
published paper by  ex-President 
Taft on the work of the Red Cross 
society.. This paper dealt primarily 
with the purpose of the Red Cross 
work, to mitigate the suffering of the 
sick and the wounded during war, 
based upon the fraternal feeling of 
mankind, the brotherhood of man. 
Such an organization must have the 
perfection of a military organization, 
the skill of professional service, and 
a central directing force in order to 
be ready for any emergency. War 
stimulates the sympathy of people, 
who are willing to give freely to aid 
those who must necessarily suffer 
from such a disaster. A system for 
intelligent distribution of this aid is 
necessary and cannot be grown over 
night. 

The Red Cross has the recognition 
of the government, as set forth hy 
Congress in 1905, and also an official

status for aiding the injured accord- 
ing to the international agreement, 
which has given to this society a use- 
fulness in war possessed by no other 
organization. 

The Red Cross has, too, an execu- 
tive head at the seat of government 
to see to the carrying out of the So- 
ciety’s purpose economically and ef- 
ficiently. 

Miss Boardman dwelt upon the 
difficulties and the mistakes, which 
have arisen and been made in the 
foreign work in the European war, 
not in unkindly criticism, but that the 
lessons they teach might be applied 
to the, American> Red Cross. = iilite 
English Red Cross society was un- 
prepared for the great work which 
was thrust upon it almost over night, 
for it had kept up no organization ex- 
cept for war relief, and so had lost 
its hold upon the people during the 
years: of peace. + The “American: as- 
sociation is not likely to meet with 
this difficulty for the lessons in First 
Aid to the Injured, Town and Coun- 
try Nursing, and Elementary Hygiene 
have kept it in daily contact with the 
public. 

In France the lack of centralizatioa 
has resulted in untold suffering which 
might have been alleviated except for 
the confusion and waste of money 
caused thereby. We have little con- 
ception of war and of the constantly 
shifting battleline. If there is no 
very definite system of distribution of 
supplies, the battleline may have 
moved out of reach of the consign- 
ment of food, or money, or bandages 
when it reaches the place from which 
the appeal was sent. 

Miss Boardman paid high tribute 
to Red Cross societies of Germany 
and Japan, which she said are better 
organized and better centralized than 


any others in the world. 

For mitigation of the suffering of 
war, we must depend almost entirely 
upon voluntary aid, for the Govern- 
ment is, necessarily, putting most of 
its time and money into the fight. A 
wounded man is of little value to the ~ 
Government at such times. Three 
things are necessary to the carrying 
out of the Red Cross purpose. The 
first great need is funds. Miss 
Boardman advanced her suggestion 
that a committee of 1000 persons be 
made up, with a sub-committee for 
every county, so that definite knowl- 
edge of what is being done will be re- 
ceived. at headquarters, and a record 
of what has been done will be kept. 

The American Red Cross is far be- 
hind that of other countries in the 
matter of an endowment fund, as ifs 
endowment is only $800,000 against | 
the millions possessed by other so- 
cieties. The speaker appealed to those 
in her audience, which included some 
of the wealthiest people on the Shore, 
to put codicils in their wills for their 
country, as well as for colleges, 
schools, and cities. 

Second in the organization of a so- 
ciety like that under consideration 
comes its personnel. ‘There must be 
competent physicians and surgeons in 
every branch, as well as nurses. The 
American Red Cross nurses are the 
finest in the world, declared Miss 
Boardman, as regards! training and 
efficiency, Pharmacists, hospital or- 
derlies, stretcher bearers, chauffeurs, 
cooks, stenographers, are all neces- 
sary to achieve the great purpose of 
the society. The bureau of informa- 
tion, which helps so much in keeping 
those “at home” informed of the 
whereabouts of the fathers, brothers, 
and sons in the fighting lines, is an 
interesting feature of the work,

There must be columns for field, 
hospital, supplies, information, and 
prisoners. In caring for prisoners of 
war, the Red Cross has the advan- 
tage of neutrality, so that it has al- 
ready been appealed to, to settle ques- 
tions about the proper exchange of 
prisoners in Europe. 

As important as any feature in the 
system of the Red Cross work is that 
of the supplies and it is with this that 
women are peculiarly fitted to help. 
They may be divided into three 
classes: Perishable, temporary, and 
non-perishable. The perishable sup- 
plies include delicacies for the sick 
and wounded, and things of like na- 
ture, which may be left for later con- 


sideration. Temporary supplies are 
made up of ambulances, hospital 
trains, hospital ships, convalescent 


homes, and warehouses to be used 
for supply stations. The non-perish- 
able supplies are the socks, sheets, 
comfort bags, night-shirts, pajamas, 
et cetera, which the women of this 
country have been making for the 
foreign soldiers. Miss Boardman 
suggested that all garments be made 
of a standard size that the confusion 
of sorting laundry migh be avoided. 
She further suggested that such sup- 
plies would be quite welcome at the 
Washington headquarters of the Red 
Cross Society. 

With large maps, Miss Boardman 
gave a wonderfully graphic descrip- 
tion of the plan of action, of the dis- 
tribution of supplies and of the evac- 
uation of the wounded. The neces- 
sity of being properly organized was 
quite apparent. The map showed 
distributing stations at Boston, New 
York, Cleveland, Chicago, Jackson- 
ville, Minneapolis, Austin. From the 
collecting stations all over the coun- 
try, supplies are sent to these distri- 
buting stations, where the things are 
sorted and classified, ready to be sent 
out when the call comes for them. 
Thus, when jam and other delicacies 
are needed for the convalescents, or 


night garments for the wounded, 
word is sent to the nearest distributing 
station, and the articles are forward- 
eédJav_.once. 

The plan for the evacuation of the 
wounded was well pictured in a large 
sketch, which Miss Boardman, her- 
self, ‘had made, Just “behind the 
firing lines is the First Aid station, 
which is in charge of the military 
authorities, and not, except in times 
of {steat astress, under -RediCross 
supervision. At least five miles away 
is the field, or, as the English call it, 
the clearing hospital. The wounded 
men are brought here from the first 
aid station and are operated upon in 
cases of dire need, or sent in ambu- 
lances, or hospital trains to the base 
hospital, which is ten miles farther 
back.. Here are’ the physicians, sur- 
geons, nurses on night and day duty 
to care for the wounded. There is a 
supply house, the office or headquar- 
ters, and quarters for the nurses and 
doctors. From this hospital the con- 
valscent are sent into homes that may 
have been offered for recuperating 
stations, or to their own families. 

It is a stupendous undertaking, and 
the only way it can be carried out is 
by efficiency and system, Any other 
way must result in failure when the 
victims! must be the “very: *men to 
whom aid was to be given. The Red 
Cross is a great organization working 
{o counteract slaughter of men by 
men: and to bring nations to that 
higher plane of morality which indivi- 


duals have attained. It is bringing 
about the good will toward men, 
which will sometime result in peace 
on earth. 


Miss Boardman is executive secre- 
tary of the American Red Cross so- 
ciety and she came to Massachusetts 
Monday for two meetings, one at 
Boston, and the other at Manchester. 
The Boston meeting was at the 
Arlington st. church. Monday. night 
Miss Boardman was the guest of the 


Misses Loring at Pride’s Crossing. 
The meeting in Manchester Monday 
was in connection with the annual 
meeting of the Essex Co. Chapter. 
General Francis H. Appleton of Pea- 
body, presided. He was re-elected 
president, Miss Louisa P. Loring, 
secretary, and f.-H.; McC. Sturgis, 
treasurer. After the meeting Miss 
Boardman met many of her friends 
and with Miss Loring went to Boston 
for luncheon and later in the after- 
noon. returned to Washington.

holders. 

Mrs, Darling considered in her ad- 
dress only the average American 
family with an income of $5000 or 
less. It is for the women of the fam- 
ily, who are the spenders, to make the 
most of the income, and to do that 
there must be economy to meet the 
increasing expenses of the years. 
Mrs. Darling does not consider as 
practical economies those, which 
wear upon the woman, so that her 
work becomes drudgery, physical 
and nervous vitality is used up, and 
the balance between happiness and 
efficiency is lost. The woman, who 
fails to keep this balance, said Mrs. 
Darling, has failed as a homemaker. 

The first opportunity to curtail 
family expenses is offered in the mar- 
keting for the household. The speak- 
er suggested that it would be better 
economy, physically and financially, 
for a woman to have her own kitchen 
garden than to try to do her own 
sewing. Scientific marketing will al- 
so be a help in keeping down ex- 
penses. Do women watch the market 
prices of eggs, for example, and try 
to substitute something just as nutri- 
tious when prices of eggs are high? 
(Later in her talk, Mrs. Darling de- 
scribed the perfectly practicable way 
in which the woman in the home may 
preserve her own eggs). Do women 
watch the changes in the price of 
fruit,and flour? Cheese; fish, peas, 
beans and lentils are substitutes for 
meat, and the cheaper cuts of meat 
such as chuck, the second cut of rib 
and the neck pieces of beef are just 
as rich in nutritive value and may be 
made as appetizing as the more ex- 
pensive cuts. Mrs, Darling urged her 
hearers to write to the Department 
of Agriculture at Washington for the 
pamphlets, which the government 
sends out upon request and without 
charge, upon this subject. She men- 
tioned particularly “Economical Cuts 
of Meat,” “Cheese and its Use in the

Even at some expense, the kitchen 
should be arranged to save steps and 
labor, and the utensils, which are 
time-savers, should be purchased. 
She recommended a study of Chris- 
tine Frederick’s ‘““The Efficient Kitch- 
en,” and spoke of some of her own 
ideas, which she has carried out in 
her own kitchen and pantry.

Dear Sir: 


I am urged to answer some of the 
recent remarks of the Antis, especial- 
ly the “Communication” in your last 
issue. Let me say quite frankly that 
the communication of the Anti-Suf- 
frage leader does not seem to me 
worth answering, for it is false and 
unworthy of the writer. She mis- 
quotes and misrepresents Rev. Anna 
Howard Shaw and Professor Thomas 
of Chicago, and insults Mrs. Forbes- 
Robertson Hale, who is the very 
flower of her sex. But she is, in- 
deed, perfectly correct in saying that 
the Anti-Suffrage speakers who have 
just visited us make very different 
speeches from Mrs. Hale and other 
Suffragists! The chief speaker of 
their tour, and the only speaker in 
Manchester was the notorious Col. 
Trish of California, and in Manches- 
ter his speech was so low and vulgar, 
with such indecent jokes about Ames- 
ican women, that the very few per- 
sons who heard him were shocked 
and disgusted. (I am very happy to 
say that not one Manchester man ap- 
plauded him!) Col. Irish has been 
even worse in Gloucester and other 
places, and if there were as much 
“chivalry” in Massachusetts as they 
tell us, he would have been stopped 
long ago, for he never speaks with- 
cut insulting women.

SUFFRAGE VICTORY PARADE 


All Suffragists, both women and 
men, are invited to march in the great 
parade in Boston on _ Saturday, 
October 16th.

There will be 
a large section of men, in charge of 
the Men’s League, but men may also 
go with the local leagues and spectl 
groups if they wish. Although it ts 
not necessary to sign pledges to 
march, it is well to notify your local 
chairman, or the Suffrage Headquar- 
ters, as soon as possible, so that the 
Parade Comm. may know about how 
many to plan for and avoid confusion. 
The Essex County division promises 
to be a fine one, with a good band 


and some special features. The 
Manchester delegation invites any 
Suffragists in Manchester to join 


them (will provide badges). Parade 
pledges may be obtained from Mrs. 
Charles Hatch or Miss Stanwood, or 
from the Boston Suffrage Head- 
quarters. 

The Parade will start at 2 o'clock 
sharp, on Beacon st., Back Bay, and 
the route has already been given in 
the local papers (and will appear in 
the Boston papers again).

help the cause of non-partisanship by 
joining the association. Their names, 
with name of club, and with twenty- 
five cents membership fee, should be 
sent to Mrs. Gamaliel Bradford, Jr., 
Wellesley Hills, Mass. 

The first object of the association 
is to secure such amendments to the 
By-Laws of the State Federation as 
will, in the future, prevent action be- 
‘ing taken on partisan and highly con- 
troversial questions. They are giving 
their active support to some amend- 
ments contained in a petition sent to 
the State Executive Board. The 
petition was signed by the presidents 
of twenty-two federated clubs, more 
than double the requisite number. 
Some of these clubs are the largest 
and most influential in the state. 

The first amendment contains the 
provision that,—‘‘a neutral position 
shall be strictly maintained on all 
sectarian, partisan and controversial 
subjects.” The second amendment 
calls for the adoption of Shattuck’s 
Advanced Rules as a Parliamentary 
authority in all meetings of the Fed- 
eration. 

These amendments will probably 
be voted upon at the autumn Feder- 
ation meeting. It is hoped that every 
club will give careful consideration 
to these proposed amendments, and 
instruct its delegates so that the vote 
may register the desires of the club 
women of Massachusetts in regard to 
the introduction of partisan questions 
into the councils of the Federation.

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Tue CHurcHES oF Beverty, Manchester and Wen- 
ham are uniting in the observance of Hospital Sunday on 
October 24. Next Sunday envelopes are to be distributed 
to the parishioners in all the churches These are to be 
returned the following Sunday with a subscription. The 
Hospital receives no financial assistance from city or 
state, and is dependent upon private contributions for 
support. ‘Thanks to the liberality of its friends the hos- 
pital came through the year with a deficit of only $580.40, 
compared to a deficit of $3,155.53 the-previous year, al- 
though there was an increase of twenty per cent in the 
. number of patients treated. The running expenses of the 
tlospital in 1914 was $48,906.11. The paying patients 
contributed only $24,451.81; this left $24,454.30 to be 
raised. The Hospital has some invested funds, but the 
income amounts only to $2,867.75 in the year, leaving 4 
balance of $21,003.66 to be raised. Of this amount ail 
was raised except $580.40. This year the Hospital should 
be assured funds enough to close the year without a de- 
ficit. Over eleven hundred people received treatment 
during the year 1914. Fifty-one of these patients came 
from Manchester, forty-six came from Beverly Farms 
and seventeen from Pride’s Crossing, and seven hundred 
and fifty-four from Beverly. Such a good work is worthy 
of support. Here is a chance to lend a hand. 


Tue Appress by Miss Boardman at the Red Cross 
meeting in Manchester was inspiring and instructive. The 
work of the Red Cross Society has never had the support, 
financially, that such a good work has warranted. The 
cesired endowment should be forth-coming, The unpre- 
cedented drains made by the European war has taxed 
the financial resources of the organization. With work 
to be done in Mexico and the usual exigencies that arise 
from time to time makes it imperative that its funds be 
increased. President Taft has well said “we need an 
ejectric shock to start our generosity.” 


THe NortuH SHore HorricutTurat Society is mak- 
ing progress. Already a parcel of land has been acquired. 
It should not be long before a suitable building is placed 
upon it. The North Shore Horticultural Society has 
won a place for itself in the various interests of the North 
Shore and its work warrants the erection of a suitable 
building for its use. The inclement weather worked 
havoc with their fair during the last season. Such calami- 
ties may be avoided when their new building is dedicated.

Tue ActIvities oF BULGARIA are somewhat discon- 
certing to the Allies, but her friendship for Germany and 
the strong sympathies of the Greek King as well indicate 
the far reaching preparations that were made for the 
present conflict, Bulgaria has turned her back upon.her 
cid friend Russia and thrown her interests with the Cen- 
tral powers. Bulgaria has evidently been waiting to 
choose a winner and her choice indicates her faith in the 
German cause. The entrance of Bulgaria with so many 
more men will aid that much, but no more. Bulgaria may 
not be such a gain as Germany would welcome. The 
Bulgarian frontier line has been a protection to Germany 
while Bulgaria remained neutral. No troops were re- 
cuired to defend it as the Allies would not enter along 
that line because of Bulgaria’s neutrality and the folly cf 
violating Bulgarian neutrality to make an entrance into 
Germany. Germany desired Bulgaria to remain neutral. 
It would have been an advantage to the Allies if Bulgaria 
had thrown her lot with them, but her help to Germany 
in a positive way is a doubtful matter, The attitude of 
Greece will be watched with supreme interest. The King 
is under the control of Germany, but the Greek people 
are for the Allies. The probability of Greece joining the 
Alhes is still looked for. 


Ex-PresipENT TAFT is a man of large powers and 
strong influence in the affairs of men and his espousal of 
the cause of international peace is encouraging for the 
future. He suggests that an international court be organ- 
ized before which all international problems may be pre- 
sented for decision. The plan is simple and should be 
effective if all the international powers will co-operate. 
The establishment of such a court would not prevent war, 
but it would serve as an effective deterrent. Nations, 
like men, when they have an opportunity for a second 
thought, will often secede from a belligerent attitude. 


Tue Prrsistency with which slides occur in the 
Panama Canal indicates a possible complication in the 
event of a war with a foreign power. The Canal has 
been fortified, but what would hinder an alert foe from 
srearranging for a slide either by bombardment or by 
planting mines surreptitiously, 
piece of property, but its maintenance and protection will 
cause the nation much care. It is worth, however, all the 
difficulties and expense involved. 


Tue Crry or Curcaco last Sunday was dry for the 
first Sabbath in a generation and there was a marked de- 
crease in the criminal acts requiring arrests. The law 
had been a dead letter for years until resurrected by the 
keen Governor. Laws are made to be enforced or re- 
pealed.

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Durine THE Last FEw Years, from various causes, 
the railroads of the country have been unable to make 
such additions to tracks, yards, equipment, and facilities 
as are now necessary to keep pace with the growth of 
business in the country. ‘This is especially true in New 
England, and there is danger that there will not be trans- 
portation enough produced to meet the daily demands. 
_ The conditions of the railroads in this respect is not dit- 
ferent from many other large industrial plants that have 
more orders than they can fill. The danger of a shortage 
in transportation can be reduced if every user of it is 
very prompt and if he co-operates with the railroad in 
trying to make the best of a difficult situation. Shortage 
oi trackage oftentimes causes us much if not more trouble 
than shortage of cars, and close co-operation between 
shippers and carriers will help prevent congestion, the re- 
sult of which does harm not only at the particular point 
where it exists but all along the line. The New Haven

Monday Night, November 1, 1915 
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O prolong the summer, to push winter farther and 
farther back, is the present tendency of those who 
have established themselves at the shore or in the moun- 
tains, and the number of those who spend the entire win- 
ter at what were originally known as summer homes is 
becoming larger every year, says the Boston Sunday 
Herald in a special article under the title “Stave off Win- 
ter by Staying in Country.” 

I like the weather when ’tis not too rainy. 

That is, I like two months in all the year, sang 
Byron, referring to the English climate. It is not many 
years ago that two months was about as long as a sum- 
mer resident expected to remain at a summer residence. 
Now those who can, remain until late in the fall and 
many through the entire winter instead of opening their 
town houses. 

The tendency to prolong the country season is more 
pronounced and more noticeable this year because the 
war in Europe has prevented many people from visiting 
their accustomed foreign resorts, and since they have be- 
come accustomed to spending the winter away from their 
city homes they make the summer residence a substitute 
for a trip abroad. 

Considerations of economy influence some. The war 
that makes European resorts inaccessible or undesirable 
has interfered with trade and business, and dividends in 
many cases are lessened or lost. For the same reason 
some Boston residents instead of opening their city resi- 
dences for the winter will go to a hotel or apartment 
house, thus relieving themselves from the expense of 
maintaining a house and a staff of servants in town. 

. But above all other considerations is the growing 
love of nature, the lure of sea and shore and wood and 
mountain. 

Those who have children attending public schools, 
technical schools or college, those who do not employ 
private tutors, must be back in the city with the opening 
of the schools, but those who have not that care and 
responsibility are gradually lengthening their stay at their 
summer homes, and along the North Shore and out in 
the Berkshires there is a growing colony of late autumn 
residents, while many of them now keep their country 
kouses open during the entire winter, making, of course, 
occasional trips to the city for the opera or some social 
function. 

The lustre of autumn, the hazy season of Indian 
summer, when there is glory in the coloring of the ripened 
leaves, the winey tang of frost in the air, the charm of 
nature in its most lustrous period, when a ripened leafage 
displays its rainbow colors like the dying dolphin—these 
exert their influence upon the cottagers at the shore and 
in the mountains and there are fewer shuttered houses

in the summer colonies this year than for many seasons 
before. 

Year after year the season seems to stretch out, week 
by week, then month by month, until it has become only 
a question of time when most of the cottages will be kept 
open the year round and the city residence will occupy 
the formerly unimportant place of the summer home. 
The owners will go to town for social gayeties during the 
height of the winter season, but will keep the country 
houses open as regular residences and for the entertain- 
ment of week-end parties which are steadily increasing in 
popularity. 

Only a few years ago the ordinary country home 
was built at a cost of a few thousand dollars, to be occu- 
pied only a short time during the hot season. But as tne 
season lengthened with the increasing interest in country 
life came their development from mere summer homes to 
places of all the year round habitation. Country clubs 
were formed, adding a diversity to the attractions of 
autumn ; golf claimed its enthusiastic devotees until snow- 
fall, hunting attracted others, and, making country life 
yet more readily attainable, came the wonderful develop- 
ment of motoring. 

Not many years ago $10,000 would have been suf- 
ficient for the erection of a summer cottage. Today that 
sum would be a mere bagatelle in the construction and 
equipment of a country home. Most of the places called 
cottages are really mansions. Many of them have cost 
close to a million and are supplied with all the comforts 
and conveniences of a city residence. 

Along the North Shore, from Nahant to the tip end of 
Cape Ann, are cottages that will be kept open till Thanks- 
giving and some even later, while at Beverly, Manchester 
and Hamilton are many who now plan to pass the entire 
winter at their country homes. 

Henry C. Frick, the steel magnate whose Eagle Rock 
estate is one of the show places along the North Shore, 
will keep his house open till November and has. made 
arrangements so that it will be available for guests and 
week-end parties during the winter. 

The Frederick H. Princes, who have usually passed 
the winter at Pau in the south of France, will remain at 
Princemere, their summer place at Wenham, as war con- 
ditions make their accustomed winter home inaccessible. 

Bryce J. Allen will keep his house, Allanbank at the 
Cove, open all winter. Commodore Herbert M. Sears 
ef the Mingo Beach colony at Pride’s Crossing, Dr. 
Henry E. Sears of the Chapman’s Corner colony, the 
Ceorge Lees at Beverly Farms, George von L. Meyer and 
George S. Mandell at Hamilton, Charles H. Tweed of 
New York, who summers at Malt Hill at Beverly Farms, 
the Misses Loring of the Burnside cottage at Pride’s 
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Recently Added to Manchester Public Library

The summer is past and the long 
autumn evenings are with us. How 
shall we spend them? For some no 
doubt the reading of books will occupy 
many a pleasant hour. 

I think we would get much more out 
of our reading if we went about it in 
a more systematic manner. For some 
it is much better to have a novel and 
some non-fictional work out of the h- 
brary at the same time, for the change 
from one to the other is restful to the 
reader. 

It is a good idea to keep a list of 
the books you read during the year. 
You may improve your memory by re- 
ferring to that list and trying to recall 
the principal events and characters in 
some hook you may have read a month 
before. 

Notwithstanding the war, this year 
has been a good one for authors and 
publishers. A great many works on 
the European War or the countries tak- 
ing part have been published. 

Last November the New York Times 
Book Review started a Bibliography of 
the European War, issuing the first 
section at that time, another list was 
given in April of this year and a third 
section was published this month. 

The last section contains over 225 
books. War fiction has been increas- 
ing by leaps and bounds. 

In the April list there were thirteen 
novels, treating of the war, while in 
the list just published, twenty-one 


works of fiction have to do with the. 


struggle in Hurope. 

In April nine works were mentioned 
as having been written by eye wit- 
nesses, while in the third section we 


have twenty-five works by those who 
had seen some phase of the war. 

Quite a large number of books on the 
Kuropean War and the countries at 
war, have been added to the library 
this year,—‘‘The German Emperor’’ 
by Gaus, ‘‘Evolution of Modern Ger- 
many’’ by Dawson, ‘‘Belgium, Her 
Kings, Kingdom and People’’ by Mac- 
Donnell, ‘‘America and the World 
War’’ by Theodore Roosevelt, ‘‘ Four 
Weeks in the Trenches’? by Fritz 
Kreisler, ‘‘Germany, France, Russia 
and Islam’’ by Treitschke, ‘‘Ger- 
many’s Madness’’ by Reich, ‘‘How 
Belgium Saved Hurope’’ by Sorolea, 
‘“The Road Toward Peace’’ by Charles 
Eliot, ‘‘Why we are at War, Great 
Britain’s Case,’’ ‘‘Six Weeks at the 
War’’ by Sutherland, ‘‘The Soul of 
Germany’’ by Smith, ‘‘War Book of 
the German General Staff’’ by Morgan 
and ‘‘The World in Crucible’’ by Sir 
Gilbert Parker. 

Many other works not treating of 
the war but of great interest to the 
thoughtful reader have been purchased 
recently, ‘‘George the Third and 
Charles Fox’’ by Trevelyan the Eng- 
lish historian completes his history of 
the American Revolution, the best his- 
tory on that subject. ‘‘Christianizing 
the Social Order’’ and ‘‘Making Reli- 
gion Efficient,’’ should appeal to any 
one interested in practical Christianity. 
Those seeking knowledge about our 
own country may peruse with profit the 
following—‘‘ Democracy of the Consti- 
tution’’ by Henry Cabot Lodge, ‘‘ The 
French in the Heart of America’’ by 
Findlay, ““Pan-Americanism ’”’ by 
Usher, ‘‘Through the Grand Canyon 
from Wyoming to Mexico’’ by Klob, 
““America and Her Problems’’ by 


Estournelles de Constant, ‘‘Government

of the Canal Zone’’ by Goethals, ‘‘ Life 
in America One Hundred Years Ago’’ 
by Hunt and ‘‘Abroad at Home’’ b 
Street.

Jacobi delivered this address twenty 
years ago before the New York Con- 
stitutional Convention, and uothing 
that has been written since is any more 
convincing, Others are ‘‘Survey of the 
Women Problem’? by Rosa Mayreder, 
‘‘The Business of Being a Woman’’ by 
Ida Tarbell, ‘‘The Unrest of Wom- 
en’’ by Martin. Any one interested 
in the subject—and having a sense of 
humor should read a little farce 
‘‘Women for Votes’’ and ‘‘Are Wom- 
en People, A Collection of Suffrage 
Rhymes.’’ Even the novelists have 
rushed in and tried to solve the ‘‘wom- 
an problem,’’ but with very indifferent 
results. We have ‘‘Delia Blanchflow- 
er’’? by Mrs. Humphry Ward, ‘‘ Angela’s 
Business’? by Henry Sydnor Harrison 
and ‘‘The High Priestess’’ by Robert 
Grant. The above mentioned novels 
are all worth reading and are thought 
provoking books but they do not do 
much towards solving the problem. 
The names of many of the best known 
writers of fiction: are on this year’s 
lists. Winston Churchill has given us 
‘‘The Far Country,’’ Anthony Hope 
‘*A Young Man’s Year,’’ Joseph Lin- 
coln, ‘‘Thankful’s Inheritance,’’?’ Mary 
Roberts Rinehart, ‘‘The Streetof Seven 
Stars’? and Owen Johnson, author of 
‘‘Stover at Yale,’’ has just brought 
out ‘‘Making Money.’’ Many others 
might be mentioned did space per- 
mit. A type-written list of this 
year’s books may be found on the 
table in the reading-room of the l- 
brary. It is the wish and aim of the 
trustees to make the library as useful 
as possible to those who patronize it 
and any criticism or suggestions will 
be welcomed. ~—-R. T. G.

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CIVIC AFFAIRS 


Gro. F. Wintert TALKs At Man- 
CHESTER Town HALL. 


HE, Town hall was filled Tuesday 

evening at the open meeting of 
the Manchester Woman’s club, at 
which George F. Willett of Norwood 
and Manchester delivered a most 
comprehensive address upon the sub- 
ject, “The Application of Business 
Principles to Civic Affairs.” 

Mr. Willett had more than a little 
to say about the German efficiency, 
which America would do well to ab- 
sorb, In fact, the keynote of -this 
part of his address was that when 
America combines the German efh- 
ciency with the American democracy, 


this country will have the finest sys- 


tem in the world. It is said that the 
immense German army brings back 
enough increased efficiency into the 
country so that its maintenance costs 
not one penny. 

The main part of Mr. Willett’s ad- 
dress had to do with conditions in 
Norwood, where a new system is be- 
ing tried out wherewith the citizens 
are keeping the democracy of the old 
form of government while getting the 
administrative advantages of a cen- 
tralizing force This centralizing 
force in Norwood is the Norwood 
Civic association, which is taking the 
place in community life, formerly 
filled by the church, whem the latter 
was a powerful factor in political and 
municipal, as well as religious, life. 
It is the needed supplement to the 
town meeting, which has ceased to be 
a liberative, representative assembly, 
as the community has grown. ‘The 
civic association gives the stimulatioa 
to town affairs that the church doe 
to religious life, and it is, moreover, 
the only place where the citizens meet 
on the basis of their obligation to the 
community itself. 

The Norwood Civic association has 
é« large clubhouse with one large audi- 
torium for such uses as town meet- 
ings, and another smaller one for so- 
cial purposes. In the building there 
are also a gymnasium and a game 
room, and on the grounds are the 
tennis courts, the baseball diamond, 
the football gridiron and the running 
track. The headquarters for relief 
work are also on these grounds and 
the “Corner House,” so-called, com- 
bines an emergency hospital support- 
ing 12 beds, headquarters for the dis- 
trict nursing organization, rooms for 
domestic science classes, a model 
apartment, a dental clinic and an eye 
and ear infirmary. 

An important point in the civic as- 
sociation is its absolute co-operation

with the public schools. In this con- 
nection, Mr. Willett spoke of the 
plans for a new grammar and high 
school at Norwood. The new system 
will have the child under its influence 
practically all day, and will provide 
guidance and intelligent advice as 
well as the necessary training for 
definite vocations. These are ideas 
after those which have been success- 
fully worked out in Germany. 

The Real Estate Trust and Build- 
ing Association in Norwood _ has 
bought up tracts of the undeveloped 
land there and is making it fit for 
building lots, and is also laying out 
streets and parks, so that when the 
time comes for new homes to be built 
a symmetrical town will result. The 


‘project is to sell land, not for as much 


as they can get for it, but for an 
amount that the purchasers can af- 
ford to pay. 

As an outpost of the Civic Associa- 
tion building, German Hall, a settle- 
ment house in the foreign part of the 
town, has been prepared for use. It 
will be managed by a woman, pecu- 
liarly adapted to this work, and phy- 
sical directors will be supplied. 

All of these things, it will be seen, 
are tending to make Norwood the 
healthiest and most pleasant town in 
the Commonwealth. The physical 
well-being of the people, the develop- 
ment of the home life, particularly 
among the great number of foreigners 
there the playgrounds, parks and pub- 
lic buildings, the education of the 
boys and girls, not only for the home, 
but for active service in life, are all 
working toward this end. 

The town government has been 
divided into two parts for greater 
efficiency, the official and the business 
departments. In the former are the 
elected officials such as the selectmen, 
whose power has not been at all limit- 
ed by the new system; in the latter 
are the business manager, who is di- 
rectly responsible to, and hired by the 
selectmen, and the men, who have tv 
de with the town expenditures. The 
thing to strive for is rotation in office 
ir the Business Department, and con- 
tinuity in office in the Official Depart- 
ment. The result seems to be the 
solution of the responsibility of 
spending the community’s money 1) 
an efficient way and of getting a full 
return for the expenditure. 

In closing, Mr. Willett advised the 
serious consideration of the plan and 


_invited representatives of the town to 


come to Norwood to see how it had 
worked out there. 

The discourse was one of the most 
interesting ever given under the di-

SuRVEY oF NortH SHorRE BEING 
Maprt Looxinc Towarp Ex- 
TERMINATION OF Ps’. 


‘HE campaign for next season 
against the mosquitoes is being 
planned by the committee appointed 
and consisting of Walter D. Denégre, 
Teer raziers Mo eG ecraughton; 
Philip Sears, Thos, Silsbee, George 
R. White and F. M. Whitehouse. A 
charter has been drafted by Mr. 
Thorndike for an association with 
dues of $50 a year for three consecu- 
tive years, that the entire amount 
necessary to do the work of exter- 
mination thoroughly may be raised, 
and yet that too large a sum may not 
be asked in one year. 

For the past week Mr. F. Warnerx, 
thévengineer of the -U.°S.. Drainage 
and Irrigation Company of New 
York has been making a survey of 
the Shore to include all of Beverly 
and Manchester, by taking in the 
marshes back of Beverly and Salem 
bridge, and running back two miles 
parallel to the seashore, up to Nor- 
man’s Woe. 

Based on this survey a bid will be 
made by the New York company for 
the extermination work, and _ if 
the bid is not too high, and the funds 
to accept it can be raised the work 
will be done by that company in the 
scientific manner which proved so 
effective in eliminating the mosqui- 
toes on parts of Long Island, Green- 
wich, Oyster Bay and New Jersey. 

The giving of an illustrated lecture 
ir. the Town hall, at Manchester, Bev- 
erly Farms and Beverly, is being con- 
sidered, and they will be given if the 
townspeople wish it.

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Tur Town or Norwoop is trying an interesting ex- 
periment that has attracted the attention of students of 
civil government all over the country. Many citites have 
found it advantageous to abandon the old type of govern- 
ment and elect a board of commissioners who control all 
of the business affairs of the city. The number of com- 
missioners vary from three to seven, according to the 
size of cities governed. These experiments in municipal 
csovernment have passed the experimental stage and have 
become recognized forms of efficient municipal govern- 
ment. The commission form of municipal government !s 
an adaptation of the town idea, of a board of selectmen, 
to the larger demands of a municipality. In many of 
these cities governed by a commission, one member of 
tlie board is elected city manager. The results have been 
satisfactory. The Town of Norwood has tried the ex- 
periment of a town manager. The results of the plan will 
be watched with interest. There are many considerations 
that the friends of the plan advance and these should be 
weighed and their merit determined by a trial over a 
period of years. There are those who think that this 
form of government, makes for economy and efficiency, 
centralizes authority, places responsibility, eliminates 
petty and wholesale graft, removes town business affairs 
fiom political claims for patronage, obviates the neces- 
sity of paying personal political debts out of the public 
crib by patronage in many forms and places the affairs 
of a town upon a strictly business basis. The Norwood 
plan is but an experiment and it is still too early to deter- 
mine its merits, There are many elements that enter in- 
to such a mode of conducting town affairs and success in 
one township does not per se assure success in any or 
every other township. There are many faults that may 
be found in the conduct of the affairs of any town and it 
may be that Norwood has found a way to increase effi- 
ciency and economy. The Norwood plan is being watched 
and if it proves a success, demonstrating its worth over 
a long period of time, its plan will be adopted by many 
other towns seeking to better its local government. Geo. 
F. Willett’s address in the Manchester Town hall Tues- 
day evening, under the auspices of the Woman’s club, 
threw much light on the working of the new system in 
Norwood.

It is 
a great mistake, it is a fatal mistake that these excellent 
women make when they conceive that the functions of 
nien are superior to theirs and seek to usurp them. The 
true government is in the family. The true throne is in 
the household. The highest exercise of power is that 
which forms the conscience, influences the will, controls 
the impulses of men, and there today woman is supreme 
and woman rules the world. The time will never come 
wnen this line of demarcation between the functions of 
the two sexes will be broken down, I believe it to be 
false philosophy; I believe that it is an attempt to turn 
backward upon the line of social development, and that 
it the step ever be taken, we go centuries backward on 
the march towards a higher, a nobler and a purer civiliza- 
tion, which must be found not in the confusion, but in 
the higher differentiation of the sexes.”

Irish spoke on October 2d in the 
Square to some fifty people, who 
gathered to hear him in spite of the 
storm—an audience two or three 
times as large as that (numbering ex- 
actly twenty-three) which assembled 
on a beautiful summer afternoon to 
hear Mrs. Gilson talk on woman suf- 
frage. The writer of the criticism of 
Col. Irish was one of those who 
braved the storm, but she neverthe- 
less asserts that he was low and vul- 
gar in his speech, and made indecent 
jokes about American women. I was 
present and nothing low, vulgar or 
jocose at the expense of our woman- 
hood was said by Col. Irish or any- 
one else—in fact he spoke with mark- 
ed courtesy.

Herbert Parsons of Boston, Mr. 
Parsons has been in the state legisla- 
ture, and is a writer, social welfare 
worker, and one of the best speakers 
we have. We are fortunate to get 
him to come to Manchester at this 
time, and all citizens, young and old, 
especially voters are invited to come 
and hear him.

Massachusetts men and women will 
be in Tremont Temple, Boston, on 
the evening of Friday, Oct. 29, when 
two great speakers, Senator Borah of 
Idaho and Dr. Anna Howard Shaw, 
the president of the National Woman 
Suffrage Ass’n, will be heard by ail 
who can get in.

And 
the friendly and gentlemanly _ be- 
havior at the dance was noticeable 
and gratifying. I hope to co-operate 
with the young people of the town 
again, on many pleasant occasions, 
and I also hope that all those who 
enjoyed this lively evening will rally 
round us next Monday evening for 
a more serious demonstration, and

WRITES FROM DENVER 


FORMER MANCHESTER GIRL TELLS OF 
SUFFRAGE IN COLORADO, 


ROM Denver, Colorado, comes a 

letter to Miss L. R. Stanwood, 
from Miss Florence M. Leach, a 
former Manchester girl telling of the 
working of Suffrage in Colorado. 
Miss Leach is connected with the 
Election Commission in Colorado, 
and she is well qualified to talk on 
any subject to do with the political 
conditions. Her letter follows: 


Miss L. R. Stanwood, 

Manchester, Mass, 

My dear Miss Stanwood :— 

I suppose that Denver will have ts 
bear all the calumnies which the antt- 
suffrage people are pleased to heap 
upon its fair name. But in all sin- 
cerity, I do not believe that Denver 
is any better or any worse than any 
other city of its size in the United 
States. 

The anti-suffragists take delight in 
claiming that equal suffrage has in- 
creased divorce in Colorado, but per 
capita divorce granted in Colorda is 
not any greater than it was before 
women had suffrage. If those who 
advertise the divorce evil as a result 
of equal suffrage will study statistics 
they will find the divorce evil is Na- 
tional and not peculiar to Colorado. 
The last legisature of Colorado, large- 
ly upon the initiative of the women, 
passed a much more stringent law 
than heretofore existed. There has, 
as a result, been a marked decrease 
thus far of divorces in Denver since 
the law became effective. 

You are told that taxes will be in- 
creased by equal suffrage. It is true 
to the extent that it increases the cost 
of an election as the number of voters 
increase, But it is not true that gen- 
eral expenses of either municipal, 
county or state government in Colo- 
rado are increased by suffrage. 
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It is said that women do not care 
to vote and that their percentage of 
vote is very low. In glancing over 
the past (1912) Presidential election, 
the percentage of women voting :n 
Denver was 67% while that of the 
men was 76%, a difference of only 
11%. Comparatively the same figures 
were true of a Municipal spring elec- 
tion in May 1913. Women are as 
eager to register as men and take a 
lively interest in public affairs. 


It is unfortunate that votes for 
women must be put upon the plane of 
having a real, economic or moral 
value, before the right shall be grant- 
ed. When suffrage was granted to 
our brothers, it was not on the basis 
cf whether or not they would improve 
the moral condition of affairs or the 
economic conditions of affairs, but 
purely and simply upon the ground 
of right. Massachusetts of all states, 
should be the last to oppose the right 
of suffrage to women, for history 
teaches us that Boston had a tea 
party, that the reason for that party 
was because the right of suffrage was 
denied to men and that they should 
not be taxed unless they were given 
the right of representation. I have 
yet to hear of a single instance where 
@ woman is not taxed where she 
owns property and if a woman pays 
taxes she should be granted the same 
right to vote as men. Going further, 
if one woman is allowed to vote be- 
cause she is a freeholder, all other 
women should be granted the same 
privilege as long as the right of men 
to vote is not regulated by property 
holding. Reduced to its last analysis 
the question of women suffrage is 
one of right and not one of expedi- 
ency. 

They say that equal suffrage has 
not helped Colorado! But before we 
had equal suffrage it was a common 
occurrence for an election to be stolen 
in Denver. But since women have 
had the right to vote the political sit- 
vation has been so modified that it 
has been years since there has even 
been a mention of fraud in an elec- 
tion, and in a series of thirteen elec- 
tions conducted by an Election Com- 
mission headed by a woman, Mrs. 
Ellis Meredith Clement of the City 
and County of Denver, there has not 
been a single suspicion of fraud cast 
upon any of the elections. Indiana 
with her anti-suffrage law in force, 
cannot boast of such a record, You 
are told our laws are not as good as 
those in Massachusetts, but those 
who tell you this are those who are 
interested in using child-labor and 
working women overtime, We have 
a child labor law which is strictly en- 
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forced in this state; a women’s mini- 
mum wage law, and also an eight- 
hour law for women all of which are 
strictly enforced. Of course to those 
who are employing women and chil- 
dren this would not appeal as being 
good legislation, but when put on the 
broad ground of humanity, the laws 
of Colorado are far superior to those 
of Massachusetts as far as women 
and childern are concerned. As far 
as the treatment of women in politics 
ic oncerned, they are treated equally 
as well now as they were ever treated, 
and certainly the conditions at the 
polls have been immeasurably im- 
proved since women were granted the 
right of suffrage. For years it has 
been unnecessary to maintain police 
at the polls, and a disturbance at the 


polls in recent years is practically un- 


heard of. In my own work in con- 
nection with the Election Commission 
I have always met with the most un- 
failing courtesy on the part of all 
men coming into the office and have 
been treated as a lady should be by 
every one who has had any business 
1 our department. 
_ Trusting that the election of Nov- 
ember 2d, may prove a winning one 
for equal suffrage, I remain, 
Very sincerely yours, 
FLORENCE M. Leacnu, 
Denver, Colo.

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A SUFFRAGIST’S VIEWPOINT 


Editor North Shore Breeze,— 


Being a woman deeply interested in 
this question, may I voice one last 
protest against taxation without rep- 
resentation, and remind the many of 
your readers that their forefathers 
fought and died for precisely the sim- 
ple justice which we are demanding 
for womankind? We have no voice 
in making the laws which govern our 
daily living, although we may be pun- 
ished by them if we do not obey. 
These laws relate to the most vital 
interests of our lives—pure food, five 
protection, the public health, hours of 
labor for women and children, fac- 
tory inspection, public schools, etc. 
What was once considered woman’s 
“sphere” has become inextricably con- 
fused with what was supposed to be 
purely masculine, and we have wom- 
en doctors, lawyers, preachers, etc. 
But in return, men have usurped 
what were considered women’s occu- 
pations, and we have men milliners, 
dressmakers, cooks, man-run laund- 
ries, etc. Surely, if men compete 
with women in women’s occupations 
and women compete with men in 
men’s occupations, is it not the mer- 
est justice that they should equally 
share the responsibility of making the 
laws under which both must labor 
and in electing the officials by whom 
the laws are administered? 

It is urged against giving women 
the ballot that they cannot defend the 
country in case of war. All men are 
iot called upon to bear arms. The 
work done by doctors and surgeons 
in caring for the wounded is consid- 
ered quite as honorable and useful to 
the State as the carrying of a gun. 
But how much greater is the service 
which women perform for the State 
—they do more than merely to con- 
serve human life, they create it. And 
the courage and_ self-sacrifice de- 
manded of women as the cost of 
every human life is quite as heroic 
as that possessed by the man who 
faces the enemy on the field of battle. 
What man would exchange the mili- 
tary service which he may be called 
to render to the State for the service 
which every mother renders? Not 
one! 

Equal suffrage has proved a suc- 
cess in the Western States. No one 
can read the man- and women-made 
laws which have been enacted since 
women shared the ballot without ad- 
mitting their humanitarian and moral 
tendency. Women are in politics to 
try to make the world better. 

Women first voted in Wyoming in 
1869, Twenty years later when a 
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commission went to Washington to 
ask that the Territory be made a 
State they were told that they could 
come into the Union if they would 
come without equal suffrage. he 
commission sent this message to the 
Governor and legislative body, and 
the telegram they sent to Washing- 
tOlimeins teply  fead: 9 Sy -Rathers than 
come in without the women we will 
stay out for a hundred years.” That 
is a fine tribute to women who have 
proved that they can share in govern- 
ment successfully, It is a significant 
fact that where women vote there has 
never been an organized effort to de- 
prive them of the right. 


But beyond the question of justice 
involved is the even more vital ques- 
tion of the self-development of wom- 
en—those members of the body poli- 
tic upon whom devolve the duty and 
privilege of training the coming gen- 
eration in high ideals of human jus- 
tice and liberty and clean living. Is 
it not of value to the State to put 
into the lives of women every incen- 
tive to a wider understanding of the 
needs of the community in which 
they live which will only come with 
a sense of personal responsibility? 
Many American women have this 
sense of responsibility now and the 
work they are doing in civic better- 
ment is ample proof of the earnest- 
ness with which they will use their 
wider opportunities when they share 
in government. This type of women 
are organized in a great Federation 
of Women’s clubs reaching from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific. For the past 
fifteen or twenty years these clubs 
have been studying current events, 
civic improvements, etc.; their mem- 
bers are trained in conducting public 
discussions and are thoroughly in- 
formed as to the questions of the day 
and the laws by which they are gov- 
erned. It is this type of women—the 
useful, intelligent women of high 
ideals and tireless endeavors for the 
betterment of the communities in 
which they live who are asking for 
a full share in government. They 
know that ignorant foreign women 
and little children need laws to safe- 
guard their food supply, the sanitary 
conditions under which they work 
and their hours of employment, the 
bealthfulness and morality of their 
surroundings, their education, and it 
is in the spirit of human helpfulness 
that they ask for the ballot as well as 
in a spirit of human justice. Can 
any man who realizes the value of 
the work that women are doing re- 
fuse them a share in government?

DEFENDS COL. IRISH 


CORRESPONDENT SAYS WoMEN 
SHoutp Not Exprcr To Act 
Like HooLiGANS AND. THEN 
BE TREATED Like LADIES. 
Editor North Shore Breeze, 

Dear Sir:— 

In your issue of Oct. 8th, Miss 
Stanwood makes a violent attack up- 
on Col. Irish, who is campaigning 
against woman suffrage in Massachu- 
setts. She uses such adjectives as 
“Low, vulgar and indecent” in 
describing him. I should like to con- 
trast her verdict with that of another 
suffragist, the Rev. Charles W. 
Wendte, D. D., of Boston, who has 
known Col. Irish for many years. He 
says: 

“T have been intimately acquainted 
with Colonel John P. Irish for over 
twenty-five years, and only two 
months ago dined with him in the 
midst of his happy and adoring fam- 
ily, whose admiration and love for 
him are remarkable and moving. He 
is a man of exceptional ability, the 
most eloquent orator on the Pacific 
Coast, an editor of brilliant and ver- 
satile gifts, He is a hard hitter in 
controversy, with unusual powers of 
sarcasm and wit, which make his op- 
ponents writhe and hate him. A bet- 
ter knowledge of the man would con- 
vert their enmity into hking and re- 
gard. —- He is a loyal friend and a 
public-spirited citizen. For 30 years 
he has been a pillar of the Unitarian 
church in Oakland, and is in his pew 
every Sunday.” 

One of Miss Stanwood’s complaints 
of Col. Irish is that he insulted that 
“noble worker” Miss Helen Todd. 
When a “noble worker” speaks to a 
crowd on Boston Common and in 
speaking of Col. Irish says, “He’s a 
liar! He’s a liar! He’s a liar!” she 
should not expect, since she believes 
in equality, gentler treatment then she 
gives, Suffragists seem blind to the 
fact that people who make themselves 
public characters throw themselves 
open to public criticism, and also to 
the fact that women should not ex- 
pect to be able to act like Hooligans 
and to be treated like ladies. That 
they do expect this is constantly 
shown by their taunts to men for 
their lack of chivalry when their own 
actions have been such as to inspire 
anything rather than chivalry. The 
women “who are not suffragists have 
a very serious grievance against the 
noisy minority who think they want 
equal rights, for lowering the whole 
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tone of the public attitude toward 
woman. They have another serious 
erievance in the fact that woman suf- 
frage when it comes tends to do away 
with the safeguards and protection 
which civilization has taught men to 
give to women. 

In an interview published in the 
Brooklyn Daily Eagle of October 4, 
Mrs. Frederick H. Colburn, Press 
Chairman of the San Francisco Dis- 
trict of Woman’s Clubs, and wife of 
the secretary of the California Bank- 
er’s Association, says: 

Lear convinced that eighty pe 
cent. of the women of the state do not 
want suffrage. 

“You have only to consider the 
position of women before and since 
equal suffrage. Before, a widow 
could file a homestead on her hus- 
band’s estate and exempt $5000 from 
any debt whatever. Today a wife 
may be sued for alimony; she must 
assume responsibility and pay rent 
and house bills if her husband fails to 
do so. It is possible for a husband 
tc run her into debt. He may even 
buy a ring for another woman and 
make his wife pay for it. A wife 


cannot exempt a single cent, and if: 


her husband dies she is liable for his 
debts. If she acquires property 
later it can be taken from her to pay 
the husband’s creditors. If the hus- 
band goes bankrupt the wife is liable. 

“This has come since women have 
had the franchise.” 

Since woman suffrage is an in- 
justice to woman and an injury to the 
state, Massachusetts is to be congratu- 
lated on the rosy prospect of success 
for the Anti-Suffragists at the polls 
on Nov. 2.

(1) BOSTON COOKIES 


1 cup Butter, 11-2 cups sugar, 3 eggs, 
1 teaspoonful soda in 11-2 tablespoonfuls 
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hot water, 31-2 cups flour, 1-2 teaspoonful 
salt, 1 teaspoonful cinnamon, 1 cup walnut 
meats, 1-2 cup currants, 1-2 cup chopped 
raisins. 

Cream butter and sugar, add eggs grad- 
ually add soda dissolved in water, sift to- 
gether flour, salt and cinnamon, and add 
1-2 of this to first mixture, then stir in 
the nuts, currants and raisins. Put in 
rest of the flour and beat well, bake in a 
moderate oven.

BLIEU ROOT, president of the New York State Con- 
stitutional Convention, gives his reasons for opposing 
suffrage for women in a letter made public some time 
ago as follows: 
I am opposed to the granting of suffrage to women, 


_ because I believe that it would be a loss to women, to all 


women and to every woman; and because I believe it 
would be an injury to the State and to every man and 
woman in the State. 

It would be useless to argue this if the right of suf- 
frage were a natural right. If it were a natural right, 
then women should have it, though the heavens fall. But 
if there is one thing settled in the long discussion of this 
subject, it is that suffrage is not a natural right, but is 
simply a means of government; and the sole question to 
be discussed is whether government by the suffrage of 
men and women will be better government than by the 
suffrage of men alone. 

The question is, therefore, a question of expediency, 
and the question of expediency upon this subject is not a 
question of tyranny, but a question of liberty, a question 
of the perservation of free constitutional government, of 
law, order, peace and prosperity. 

_ Into my judgment there enters no element of the in- 
feriority of woman. It is not that woman is inferior to 
man, but it is that woman is different from man: that in 
the distribution of powers, of capabilities, of qualities, our 
Maker has created man adapted to the performance of 
other functions. One question to be determined in the 
discussion of this subject is whether the nature of woman 
is such that her taking upon herself the performance of 
the functions implied in suffrage will leave her in the pos- 
session and the exercise of her highest powers or will be 
an abandonment of those powers and an entrance upon a 
field in which, because of her difference from man, she is 
distinctly inferior.

I have said that I thought suffrage would be a loss 
for women. | think so because suffrage implies not mere- 
ly the casting of the ballot, the gentle and peaceful fall of 
the snowflake, but suffrage, if it means anything, means 
entering upon the field of political life, and politics is 
modified warfare. [In politics there is struggle, strife, 
contention, bitterness, heart-burning, excitement, agita- 
tion, everything which is adverse to the true character of 
woman, 

Woman rules today by the sweet and nobler influ- 
ences of her character. Put woman into the arena of 
conflict and she abandons these great weapons which con- 
trol the world, and she takes into her hands, feeble and 
nerveless for strife, weapons with which she is unfam- 
iar, and which she is unable to wield. Woman in strife 
becomes hard, harsh, unlovable, repulsive, and as far re- 
moved from that gentle creature to whom we all owe al- 
legiance and to whom we confess submission, as the 
heaven is removed from the earth. 

In my judgment, this whole movement arises from a 
false conception of the: duty and of the right of men and 
women both. We all of us see the pettiness of our lives. 
We all see how poor a thing is the best that we can do. 
We all at times long to share the fortunes of others, to 
leave our tiresome round of duty and to engage in their 
What others may do seems to us nobler, more 
important, more conspicuous than the little things of our 
own lives. It is a great mistake, it is a fatal mistake, 
that these excellent women make when they conceive that 
the functions of men are superior to theirs, and seek to 
usurp then. The true government is in the family. The 
true throne is in the household. The highest exercise of 
power is that which forms the conscience, influences the 
will, controls the impulses of men, and there today woman 
is supreme and woman rules the world. 
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Tuis YEAR THE REPUBLICAN Party under the lead- 
ership of McCall has an unusual opportunity to win at the 
polls. Last year Walsh defeated McCall by 11,000 votes. 
The progressive candidate received 32,000 votes. This year 
the leaders of the progressive party have endorsed Mc- 
Call’s candidacy and there is no question that McCall can 
draw enough votes to defeat Walsh. The republican 
party has for years maintained a standard of government 
upon principles antagonistic to those advanced by the 
democratic party. Through the unfortunate division in 
the republican ranks it has gone down to defeat for sev- 
eral years and the voters of Massachusetts have had an 
opportunity to judge of the results of democratic coa- 
trol. The well intentioned promises of the democratic 
erganization have not been realized, nor can they be. The 
question is whether the people of Massachusetts will have 
a better form of government in the leadership of Walsh 
or McCall? McCall has a clean record, is an able leader, 
a hard worker, conscientious in his endeavors and is a 
man of high ideals and honorable principles. A vote for 
McCall will be a vote for good government, a_ better 
government in the Old Bay State. There is no doubt that 
the prohibition question will have to become an issue in 
either the democratic or republican party. The day may 
be postponed, but its hour will come. This, however, is 
not the year and despite the fact that Mr. Shaw is work- 
ing conscientiously for a high principle, his election can- 
not be possible. It would seem that the friends of tera- 
perance and the workers for sane methods of regulation 
should see clearly enough that it has been the republican 
party that has lead the way in temperance legislation. 
A vote for principle may never be lost, but it is possible. to 
vote without sacrificing principle. A careful comparison 
of the records of the republican party and of the demo- 
cratic party will reveal some interesting facts. Was it 
the republican party that established the Bar and Bottle 
bill?

When the flies, heavy with their 
long winter stupor, awaken and instantly seek water. The 
bowl of water and phenotas finishes the task, The fly 
is a scourge and every contribution to the knowledge of 
men of its habits and methods of extinction is valuable. 
In addition to the benefits thus obtained in fighting the 
hcuse-fly householders will find it much more easy to ob- 
tzin the services of experienced house-cleaners than in 
the busy rush days of spring. Mrs. Bradley has been 
doing valuable work in arousing interest in the fight 
against the fly and every householder will find it to their 
advantage to become acquainted with the modern suc- 
cessful methods of fly extinction and prevention. 


Tue Pusric HeartH DIsPpENSARY COMMISSION of 
the City of Beverly is already proving to be a most valu- 
able agent in its field of work. The dispensary has proven 
to be a great help in the fight against disease in the city. 
A campaign of education has been begun against tuber- 
cr'losis and this enterprising commission has engaged a 
theatre in that city, Prominent speakers will outline the 
causes, methods of treatment and the prevention of tuber- 
culosis. A four reel motion picture entitled the ‘White 
Terror” will be thrown upon the screen. The commis- 
sion has enlisted the service of a powerful educational 
agent in using the moving picture method. Tuberculosis 
is a dread disease, but it yields, however, most effectively, 
to the progress of science. Tuberculosis can be prevent- 
ed and it can be cured and every enterprise that en- 
ceavors to inform the people of the ravages of the dis- 
ease and methods of prevention and cure should be en- 
couraged by everyone. 


Mr. WALTER D. DENEGRE of West Manchester has 
made a thorough study of the North Shore mosquito 
problem and has had great success in the work which he 
has been doing. The low swamps, marsh lands, stagnant 
pools, grass-edged limpid brooks, open receptacles con- 
taining water and even old cans filled with rain water 
afford convenient. places for the dreadful pest, the 
mosquito, to breed.

CLEANLINESS A GREAT 
WEAPON AGAINST DISEASE 


GREAT things have small begin- 

nings. A spectacle maker, Jan 
Leippersheim by name, living in Hol- 
land, invented a crude magnifying 
glass in 1608. Anton von Leuwen- 
hoek, born in Delft, this day 1632, 
improved this clumsy toy and evolved 
a compound microscope which has 
become the most valuable sanitary 
tool yet devised by man. That first 
microscope was as far removed from 
the high-powered instrument of today 
as is the modern American from the 
original caveman. Yet by this faulty 
means, Leuwenhoek, naturalist, phy- 
sician and botanist, discovered certain 
minute bodies which he called “little 
animals.’”’ He made drawings of these 
and today we know them for those 
useful friends and malignant enemies 
of man—bacteria. 

We spend our days surrounded by 
another world, a living world of 
countless billions, invisible to the 
naked eye, silent, tireless, destroying 
the living, consuming the dead, useful 
in the sciences and arts, yet often 
followed by a train of sickness, suf- 
fering and death. A curious paradox 
this, yet bacteria are at once the 
greatest friends and the fiercest foes 
of every living thing. Not animals, 
as Leuwenhoek thought, but vege- 
tables, bacteria consist of two classes, 


would have produced if living. 


those which prey on living things and 
those which reduce to their original 
minerals, fluids and gases, every dead 
thing which they attack. They are 
of various shapes, round like marbles 
or straight like sticks, They grow in 
clusters, chains, and in pairs. They 
are ubiquitious. The dusty air, the 
earth and its waters, the interior of 
animals and plants all contain them. 
They cause the fermentation of 
foods, they make cheese, they produce 
disease and some of them when killed 
and injected into an animal protect it 
against the very disease which they 
Many 
of them live as harmless creatures in 
the body of an animal for years, only 
to kill their host when the oppor- 
tunity presents. Their study has 
given birth to a science, bacteriology, 
one of the foundation stones of pub- 
lic health.

necessarily produce disease. Recall- 
ing the parable of the sower, some 
bacteria fall by the wayside, some fall 
upon stony places, and some fall in 
good ground and bring forth the fruit 
of suffering, perhaps of death. A 
normal, temperate life, free alike 
from the gluttony of idleness or over- 
work, the sound mind in the sound 
body, a cheerful, normal environ- 
ment, these form the stony places in 
which bacteria take no root.

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THE DROUGHT IN WATER- 
BERG, SOUTH AFRICA 


CONCERNING a specific instance - 


of the continuous decrease of sur- 
face water from the earth, especially 
in Asia and Africa, the “dry contin- 
ents,’ Advocate Eugene N. Marais, 
R. J. P., wrates from: enaetrontein, 
Waterberg, South Africa, an aston- 
ishing article recently published in a 
report of the Smithsonian Institutioa. 

After mentioning some of the gen- 
eral facts relative to the drying up of 
the whole earth, which according to 
the French astronomer Flammarion 
will ultimately cause the end of the 
world, the author cites a number of 
appalling instances of the increasing 


dryness of Africa; N’gami, a real - 


lake less than 50 years ago, is now no 
more than a marsh threatened with 
speedy extinction, and Lake Rudolph 
is rapidly shrinking, which fact is 
alarming when it is realized that this 
body of water feeds the Nile and 
waters Egypt. Mr. Marais believes 
that the old doctrine regarding the 
perfect cycle of moisture-evaporation 
and precipitation being equal to be 
false, and that the earth is sucking 
up moisture like a gigantic sponge, 
confining it apparently beyond the 
reach of man’s ingenuity. 


The name Waterberg was given 


originally when this country was very 
fertile, watered by lakes, streams, 
springs, and dotted with marshes. 
According to the writer, its name 
was synonymous with a sort of lotus 
land of fertility; it literally overflow- 
ed with milk, honey and fruits. Tt 
was also the last stronghold of the 
big game of the northern Transvaal. 
Today, after the culminating drought

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of 1913, it is practically a desert, with 
dried up water courses and springs, 
dead orange groves, some of them 
over fifty years old, trees three cen- 
turies old now lifeless, desolate pas- 
ture lands devoid of cattle and other 
life. There is no game, either birds 
or animals, and the fields where fine 
crops once grew are now parched and 
dead. It is hard to believe, but true, 
that in the entire district of Water- 
berg, which is larger than the Free 
State, there was last year, no running 
water, and in the north of the district 
M¥etesis a stract over 4,000 square 
Gmlesmii extent. where there is no 
single drop of water, running or stag- 
nant, above the surface of the ground. 
The great Limpopo itself is dry for 
all the distance that its course covers 
in this district, and only by digging 
deep in its sandy bed can drinking 
water be found. Even after a very 
heavy rain in the neighborhood of its 
source, which flooded ‘its tributaries 
at the time the stream reached but a 
little way down the Limpopo, and 
not one drop of the water which fell 
in the upper regions reached the sea; 
all lost in the burning sands of the 
river’s bed. Only the fairly numer- 
ous thermal springs of the district re- 
nain unaffected by the drought, and 
on them the dwellers depend for 
drinking and irrigation. The famous 
sweet grass of this region is nearly 
gone, though in its place has come a 
coarser “sour” grass with ipeculiar 
drought resisting qualities. 


The life history of this “sour” 
grass is truly a fairy tale of botany. 
Its seeds are highly specialized, hav- 
ing a body shaped like a torpedo with 
a long tapering tail. They have at- 
tained in their perfection the tadpole 
shape affected by nature in thousands 
of forms. Magnified these seeds are 
seen to be studded all over with sharp 
stiff bristles set backward, while in 
the head is set an intensely hard, 
horny spike, sharp as a needle, with 
a crown of harpoon points at its base. 
The seeds not only cling to the coats 
of animals, and drift about in the 
wind, but penetrate into the internal 
tissues of animal and man, passing 
through coat, muscle and flesh where 
they cause much discomfort and 
great danger. An opportunity of 
seeing a startling wonder of plant 
life is offered when one comes across 
a mass of these seeds drifted together 
by the wind. If a little water is 
sprinkled on them, a tremor of awak- 
ening life is seen to stir them; move- 
ments in all directions follow, so 
animal like as to leave one in doubt 
whether they are really seeds or in- 
sects. First each seed disentangles 
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itself, then the seedhead is lifted clear 
of the ground, foll»wing which a 
bend of the supporting tail turns the 
torpedo head earthward, and _ the 
needle point with its bristles is thrust 
into the damp soil by a continuous 
pressure of the tail. This latter move- 
ment is continued until the seed is 
embedded in the soil, the whole oper- 
ation occupying 15 minutes. If the 
soil is only slightly damp, the seed 
penetrates just beyond the line of 
moisture and remains without germi- 
nating until enough rain insures the 
safe sprouting of the future seedling. 
Thus equipped the sour grass exists 


despite the severe drought against. 


which the sweet grass is helpless. 

The effects of the drought were so 
far-reaching on the animal world that 
those animals capable of escape, fled 
early from the stricken area—man 
with his live stock among the first—- 
and now the entire middle veld is 
without human inhabitant, and the 
Ort practicallyweas désert.g -Over 
everything lies the silence of absolute 
lifelessness. It seems as if the desert 
had reached out an arm and taken 
unto itself for all time this great ex- 
tent of once fertile country, where 
for four and a half hours daily in no 

pot is the temperature less than 
100°F. 

The terrible heat and the absence 
of all moisture cause singular effects ; 
the hair is so electrified that when 
stroked lightly a crackling shower of 
sparks is evoked, and the fingernatis 
become so brittle they break constant- 
ly; both hair and nails seem to have 
lost all power of growth. All cellu- 
loid substances break up, and rubber 
becomes a useless spongy mass. The 
horses’ swishing tails crackle inces- 
santly and stand out in disheveled 
bushes, each individual hair as if 
wired, and in the night their flanks 
seem to be surrounded by miniature 
auroras of electric discharges. 


The big game have nearly all dis- 
appeared, most of them having 
trekked to more fertile country. 
Some of the remaining animals have 
had to change their natural habits; 
the nocturnal ant-bear is forced to 
search its food in broad day light on 
account of the fact that the ants in 
the hard ground can not be dug ont 
during a night. Most nocturnal 
beasts of prey also hunt during the 
day as well as by night; some leop- 
ards raided a nearby camp in the 
early afternoon, and the baboons, us- 
ually so afraid-of the dark, seem 
never to sleep, but walk about both 
day and night in search of food in 
any form. A crocodile was unearth- 
ed by the author’s party when digging 
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for water in the bed of a stream, a 
distance of four and a half feet be- 
neath the surface. This specimen 
was limp and fresh although appar- 
ently lifeless, and, together with some 
fish which were found nearby, »a% 
revived in a short time by the appli- 
cation of water. Animals not weil 
equipped to dig to the water follow 
those more fortunate and use their 
water holes; some of the wart-hogs 
are followed all day long by a retinue 
of other animals, awaiting an oppor- 
tunity to slake their thirsts. The wild 
dogs of the district, known as th: 
terrible hunting dogs, drive day and 
tight, attacking all animals, and are 
credited with having caught and 
killed an ostrich, previously an un- 
Leard of thing. 

Curiously enough the great heat 
seems not to affect certain of the lo- 
cal white ants; vast numbers came 
out of their holes at mid-day, formed 
a compact ball, and lay in the sun all 
day, although the ground was so hot 
that the bare hand could not stand 
contact for more than two or three 
seconds.

“We are having the experience here © 


that perhaps a number of newspaper 
publishers are having—i. e., the local 
business men criticise us for accepting 
out of town advertising, but they wii 
purchase very little of our space them- 
selves.” 

iieewrunsethe -plaint of a letter 
from a New York state publisher to 
our Advertising department, and it 
cffers a wide field for comment. The 
writer also sends in an editorial in his 
paper on the same subject. Of cours: 
the fact that the local business men 
grumble will not deter the publisher 
from accepting out of town advertis- 
ing, seeing that these local merchants 
will not support their newspaper 
themselves. Boosting local trade is 
part of the publisher’s business, but 
he cannot undertake to boost all by 
himself. He must have the co-oper- 
ation of the business men for whom, 
in fact, he is doing the boosting. 

On the other hand, the situation 11s 
presented by this publisher shows that 
newspaper owners have a duty to per- 
form in their business communities, 
a duty which may not be light, but 
which, nevertheless when performed 
will rebound to their own financial 
That duty is to educate the 
business men to advertise. It can and 
must be done and is being done by 
hundreds of progressive publishers. 

At the outset let it be said that the 
publisher who attemps to educate the 


business men of his town has all the 
He need hard- . 


argument on his side. 
Jy use words. He can lay before 
those whom he is teaching any news- 
paper from a live business town, and 
that newspaper will tell the story, for 
it will be full of advertisements ot 
local and foreign business men, Let 
us quote for a moment from the 
above mentioned editorial : 


“The country merchant deplores 
the fact that the mail order houses 
are making inroads on his patronage. 
How did they do it? Did they send 
representatives into the rural com- 
munities to solicit trade? Did they 
simply open their places of business 
and wait for custoners? They did 
They obtained all—not a part, 
but ALL—of their patronage by the 
use of printer’s ink. They advertised. 
The average local merchant does not 
seem to realize, even with this gigai- 
tic object lesson before him, that the 
means employed by these concerns 
are also at his disposal. Through the 
medium of the printed word they tell 
the public what they have to sell. The 
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majority of the village merchants do 
not.” 
The above is another step in the les- 


son which must be taught local non-ad-. 


vertisers. The fact that mail order 
houses and other foreign advertisers 
have gained all their business through 
advertising must be told them again 
and again in editorials and verbally 
when their advertising is solicited. it 
must be demonstrated to them that 
there is not a prosperous business 
concern in the whole country which 
today does not advertise. They sim- 
ply must be made to see the light or 
they must go out of business, for the 
business man who advertises will 
sooner or later get all the trade aw:y 
from the one who merely keeps a store 
and waits for buyers to come in with- 
out advertising. 

We quote again from the editoria:: 

“The non-advertising merchant fre- 
quently advances the argument against 
advertising that every one knows 
where his store is and what he has to 
sell. He is wrong. Every one does 
not know what he has to sell. If he 
doubts this let him compare his pres- 
ent stock with that of five years, three 
years or even one year ago and note 
the many new things he has on his 
floors or shelves, new things that are 
the product of inventive genius or of 
changing fashions. He keeps abreast 
of the market changes but all his cus- 
tomers do not; hence they do not 
know what he has to sell.” 

To which may be added the further 
argument that in the larger cities of 
the United States everybody knows 
where the big department stores are, 
and still they spend hundreds of thon- 
sands of dollars in advertising. Every 
person in New York or Philadelphia 
knows where Wanamaker’s is and 
what that department store has to sell, 
and still John Wanamaker uses al- 
most a page every day in every ‘one 
of the New York papers. 

The same is true of Macy’s, Gim- 
bel’s, Marshall Field’s, in Chicago, 
and in fact, of every department store 
in the country that does business and 
is making money. 

Of course every publisher knows 
best what arguments to advance to 
show his merchants the value, the 
necessity of advertising and advertis- 
ing constantly.

ON behalf of the most thoughtful 

body of women and men in the 
community—the Writers—and of the 
Suffrage workers in Essex County 
and in Boston, I make this last appeal

Men of Massachusetts, we women, 
in great and ever increasing numbers, 
feel the call of our country as strong- 
ly as you do, sometimes even more 
deeply than you do because 2f 
motherhood.

22 CHILDREN DEAD IN PEABODY 
ScHOooL Fire. . 

At least 22 children (all believed to 
be girls) lost their lives in a swift 
conflagration which destroyed St. 
John’s Parochial school in Peabody 
in one short hour, beginning at 9 
o’clock yesterday morning. Only the 
discipline of the fire drill, which had 
been practiced twice a month, saved 
the lives of the great majority of the 
672 pupils, whose ages ranged from 
five to 18 years. 

The fire started, it is believed, in a 
barrel of rubbish in a closet in the 
basement, and spread with such 
rapidity that in to minutes the build- 
ing was filled with smoke and the 
flames were bursting through the 
front cellar door into the front hall, 
and up through the floors as well. 
There were no fire-escapes, but the 
state police had reported the building 
provided with sufficient egress, and 
Deputy Chief George C. Neal, who 
was early on the scene, stated that he 
saw no reason to change his opinion, 
for there were both front and back 
stairways and a wide hall, and door- 
ways eight feet wide. 

The loss of life was due, it is be- 
lieved, to the falling of one child in 
the doorway, and thus tripping those 
who came after, until a pile of more 
than a score 0* bodies was heaped up 
and rapidly incinerated. All the dead 
were found in the vestibule or just 
beyond, and all were so badly burned 
cr blackened that identification has 
been possible only by such trinkets as 
the children wore, or by the teeth.

She suggested that the winter fly could be outwitted by 
careful fall house cleaning. The fly breeds in dirt and 
a fall cleaning will not only destroy the fly, but the haunts 
he seeks will be cleaned. The hibernating fly seeks water 
when he is aroused from his winter sleep and phenotas 
put in water will destroy the fly. Vessels of water may 
be placed about the house during the winter with phenotas 
in it. There is no possibility of it freezing. Mr, Denégre 
spoke about the work of clearing marsh lands and low 
places where the mosquito breeds. He spoke interesting- 
ly of the life, habits and haunts of the mosquito and 
made many valuable suggestions as to methods of fight- 
ing the insect. Mr. Denégre has been unusually success- 
ful in his work in exterminating mosquitoes in West 
Manchester and Beverly Farms. Tea was served after 
the addresses and Mrs. Bradley and Mrs, Washington B.

THé new dinner and dancing frocks 
are a delight this year and every 
woman is sure to be more than usual- 
ly fascinated by them. The secret of 
it may be that they are all so becom- 
ing—becoming to the jeune fille, to 
the “girl” whose hair is showing the 
first silver threads, to the fat girl and 
to the thin girl. 

Everywhere one sees the most un- 
usual contrivances in draping and 
trimming. Materials are exception- 
ally beautiful, particularly the won- 
derful, foreign brocades, which like 
grandmother’s gowns, will “stand 
alone.’ These are for madame’s 
stately gowns, and for her daughter 
are the fascinating tulles and nets, 
made in every conceivable fashion.

One of the simplest and smartest 
dance dresses is of mid-night blue net 
over chiffon taffeta absolutely with- 
out trimming except in the beautiful 
glittering girdle.

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Progress of the Mosquito Campaign 


HE committee appointed to take charge of the exter- 

mination of mosquitoes is shortly to issue a circular 
letter to all who wish to join an association that proposes 
to get rid of mosquitoes on the North Shore. 


With the letter will be sent a copy of the charter and 


by-laws of the incorporated association, and copies of the 


letters of the United States Drainage & Irrigation Com- 
pany of New York submitting their bid for the work of 
extermination in accordance with surveys lately made; 
and their guarantee of the effectiveness of their work of 
extermination. 


As the New York company has made a specialty of 
the extermination of mosquitoes, and is the only company 
that has undertaken this work on lines which have proved 
effective, and met with the approval of the U. S. Govern- 
ment officials, and can, and will, do the work, the com- 
n-ittee hope to be able to make a contract with that com- 
pany; but their bid calls for such a large sum that it may 
be that the sum required cannot be raised unless the 
Town of Manchester and the City of Beverly are willing 
to contribute as liberally as they have done to the Moth 
Fund. 

The bid submitted by the New York company calls 
for $29,400 to cover the district included between Salem 
Lridge and Norman’s Woe up to Gloucester Harbor, and 
a line two miles inland parallel to the ocean. This also 
includes the marshes back of Beverly and extending to 
Danversport, because it was not thought possible to pro- 
tect Beverly from the marsh mosquitoes breeding there 
should the wind blow from that direction. 

The territory it is planned to cover is roughly four- 
teen miles long by two miles wide, and means the scien- 
tific ditching of all sea-marshes, the elimination of all 
breeding places on the rocks on the seashore, and the 
drainage of the stagnant pools in the many swampy places 
inland. 

Should the funds necessary to accept this bid he 
raised the New York company proposes to ditch the 
marshes this fall before freezing, and to do the inland 
work before the first brood of mosquitoes has a chance to 
hatch out in April. 


Some of the members of the committee who take 
care of the moth work on their own places and also con- 


tribute liberally to the general moth fund, are of the 
opinion that getting rid of the Mosquito Pest is quite as 
liecessary as protecting the trees. Freedom from mosqui- 
toes would not only make the North Shore a more com- 
fortable and delightful summer resort, but it will improve 
the health of this district by eliminating the many troubles 
that come from the bite of the mosquitoes on adults and 
children. 

In other districts, notably in Connecticut and Long 
Island, large sums for this work have been raised by 
povular subscription, ranging from two dollars upwards, 
but the committee has planned an association with mem- 
bership dues of $50 a year for three consecutive years 
that the large sum required may not have to be collected 
in one year, although the whole work will have to be 
dune within the first year. The cost of maintenance, after 
the work is done, is roughly estimated at $1500 a year for 
inspection and keeping the drainage open. 

Mr. Denégre and Mr. Frazier, who undertook the 
ciling of the breeding places this summer, were satisfied 
with the results accomplished, but they were aware of the 
fact that the oiling of breeding places gave immunity 
within’ the district where the oiling was done only for 
the season, and was not as effective this summer owing 
to the unusually rainy periods. They are unwilling to 
continue this temporary method of treating breeding 
places when these places can be gotten rid of by ditching 
and draining so as to do away with the great cost of con- 
tinual oiling. What the committee has in mind is a per- 
manent work, with the small cost of upkeep each year. 

The Town of Manchester and the City of Beverly 
would gain much by the elimination of the Mosquito 
Pest. There is no more beautiful country, no better 
climate, but the mosquito interferes with the enjoyment 
of out-door life, and that is what the summer residents 
come here for, and it is their presence that contributes 
to the life and prosperity of this community, But while 
pany of them are able to avoid the mosquito by remain- 
ing within screened houses those who have to work out 
in the open are the greater sufferers. 

It is hoped that the committee will arrange to give aa 
illustrated lecture in the Town hall that the method of 
Mosquito Extermination may be better understood, and 
the co-operation of all be assured.

LETTER TO THE Eprror 
Dear Mr. Editor: 

S it possible that any women or men 

are so silly as to think that the 
Suffrage movement has been “settled” 
in this state? Let them remember 
the line in Dr. Holmes’ poem ‘The 
Battle of Bunker Hill,”’—‘“They are 
baffled not defeated!” Our campaign 
is not ended, but just begun. As I 
have said before, there shall be no 
rest until the women have won their 
great and good fight. The Antis 
claim “a clean sweep.” Perhaps it 
was a sweep, but it was not clean! 
We in Massachusetts heartily endorse 
the spirited statement sent out from 
the National Committee. We think 
that we, Suffragists, have done well, 
but we do not think the voters have 
done well this time. And this we 
say not with bitterness, but with the 
utmost courage for the future. We 
are not proud of Massachusetts at 
this moment, but we are proud of 
our clean campaign and of our 
friends, who are the best element of 
the community. This is as true of 
Manchester as of the rest of the state, 
(and of New York) and we shall 
never forget them. While feeling 
deep disgust at the women who have 
worked with the politicians against 
their own sex, at the same time our 
faith in womanhood is upheld by the 
self-sacrifice and courage and good 
work of the Suffrage sisterhood. 
And while disappointed in the Massa- 
chusetts vote we can at least say that 
we are no worse than the other East- 
ern states,—no worse than the West- 
ern states at their first campaigns! 
But the delay and waste are stupid 
and dangerous. This campaign has 
shown us more clearly than ever the 
need for women to come into the 
electorate, and the story of every 
campaign state has been repeated,—- 
that the liquor men got very busy 
during the last two weeks and in that 
time we lost ground. The opponents 
waged a campaign of slander and 
fears,—you can frighten the people 
for a time, but not for very long, 
even in poor old Massachusetts ! 

On Thursday, in Boston we shail 
have two important meetings to re- 
organize, etc., and after that we shail 
know more about our plans for new 
work. But “Conquer we must, for

THE- STATE ELECTION 


REPUBLICANS SwkEP EveRYTHING; 
SUFFRAGE DOWNED By 2 To I VOTE 


Gov. David I. Walsh, Democrat, 
was defeated in his race for re-elec- 
tion by Samuel W. McCall, a former 
Congressman, Republican, at the 
Mass. State election Tuesday. Mc- 
Call’s plurality was over 6000 votes. 

The entire Republican state ticket 
was elected and the Republican ma- 
jority in the Legislature was _ in- 
creased. 

Woman suffrage was defeated by 
about 2 to 1,—132,000 plurality. 

The Progressive party, under its 
standard bearer, Nelson B. Clark of 
Beverly, sank into oblivion, failing 
io, pollatiie 4 sper. cent, miecessary= 10 
keép .ita legal party. “Less than 
10,000 votes were cast for Clark. 

William Shaw carried the Prohibi- 
tion party into the place left vacant 
by the Progressive party by polling 
some 20,000 votes. 

The total vote was extraordinarily 
heavy, surpassing all expectations. 
More than 490,000 votes were cast 
for the six candidates for Governor. 
Last year the total vote was 446,478. 

Suffrage brought out most of the 
increase, although an increase in the 
city of Boston vote was caused by the 
question of recalling Mayor Curley. 


MANCHESTER Casts DECIDED 
VotE AGAINST SUFFRAGE. 

Despite the erroneous reports in 
the Boston papers, Manchester went 
strongly against the Woman Suffrage 
amendment at the polls Tuesday. The 
Boston Advertiser commented thus: 

“In the eastern part of the State, 
towns voting in favor of the amend- 
ment were few, one of them being 
Manchester, the summer home of 
many wealthy people, which voted 
for suffrage by more than two to 
ene.” 

The facts are quite the reverse; 
Manchester voted Yes, 148; No, 350. 
The number against suffrage in Man- 
chester was greater, pro rata, than in 
most of the towns and cities of the 
Commonwealth.

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Bees LORY OF FIRE 


~ 


ODAY the world in which we live 

is a veritable paradise, to which 
each day’s advance brings a new de- 
velopment for our betterment, educa- 
tion, and comfort; it might seem we 
were becoming too civilized as com- 
pared to our rugged and uncultured 
forebears, who lived and_ prospered 
without the luxuries we have come 19 
ReedeeOne Or man’s earliest and 
most important discoveries was fire, 
the story of the finding, the gaining 
of knowledge, and the preservation 
of which is uniquely shown by a col- 
lection of objects and implements as- 
sembled and arranged by the Nation- 
al Museum, and now on display in 
the Smithsonian Exhibit at the Pan- 
ama-Pacific International Exposition. 
_ To appreciate the true value of fire 
femtne world, it is necessary to 
imagine an existence without fire, and 
light and heat, its accompanying fea- 
tures, as well as the industries, arts, 
and sciences dependent thereon. We 
would at once drop back to the 
stone age in our daily occupations 
and social life; our houses would be 
unlit, at night, our food uncooked, 
our communication with the rest of 
the world would be broken, and only 
by foot or on the back of domesticat- 
ed animals could we journey abroad. 
Not only this, but we would be unable 
to renew our existing stock of tools, 
apparatus, supplies, and everything 
made or fashioned by the assistance 
of heat, and thus we would be car- 
ried back to the early days of the 
world by the loss of fire alone. 

No one really knows just how 
_ primitive man came to discover fire, 
and utilize it; but at some far distant 
period, he certainly found that fire 
existed in nature, derived from the 
volcano, lightning, or friction, though 
he seems to have made no use of it 
for a long time. He may have come 
tc know that it could be transported 
or transferred through having seen 
red hot volcanic rock ignite dry grass, 
leaves, or.wood, or possibly by hav- 
ing seen the lightning strike and set 
mrestona tree. He may even have 
secured a light, as it were, from one 
of these sources, and carefully prc- 
served it for years, by keeping some- 
thing constantly burning. It became 
invaluable to him, since it cooked his 
food, and kept him warm, as well as 
gave him light at night. But it was 
at least a long time before he realized 
that he could himself create or make 
fire by rubbing two dry sticks to- 
gether. Once discovered, this pro- 
cess alone was used for centuries, be- 
fore it was found that by knogking 
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flint and pyrites together, sparks 
capable of igniting tinder might be 
struck. Somewhat later, in the Iron 
Age, flint and steel were substituted, 
a common method employed in fire 
making until late in the seventeenth 
century. A little later there came 
chemical inventions which eventually 
gave way to matches. 

The use of fire also marks the be- 
ginning of artificial illumination, de- 
veloped successively through the bon- 
fire, torch, lamps, and candles, to the 
gas and electric lights of today. To fire 
as well, the beginnings of metallurgy, 
ceramics, and other arts which have 
attained a high degree of perfection in 
this century, owe their origin. 


The specimens exhibited by the U. 
S. Natural Museum show the imple- 
ments used in making fire by the fric- 
tion of wood, percussion of minerals, 
compression of air, focusing the sun's 
tays, and through chemistry, and 
terminate with the electric lighter. 
The series itself is preceded by three 
drawings; the first illustrating vol- 
canic action, the hot lava setting fire 
to a forest; the second shows a forest 
fire ignited by the lightning; while 
the third illustrates the primitive 
camp-fire and the method of convey- 
ing fire from one camp to another. 
The first two being presumptive na- 
tural sources from which man may 
have obtained fire before he knew a 
nanner for kindling it himself. 


The progressive steps of man’s 
acquaintance with fire are three: the 
knowledge of fire, the means of utili- 
zing it, and the means of preserving 
iit. The last step, which is one of the 
most important in the history of 
man’s development, is fully illustrat- 
ed by the series of different apparatus 
and materials. Many improvements 
have followed the first steps in man’s 
progress, and each method has been 
subject to various modifications by 
different people. What was probably 
the first method, that of rubbing two 
sticks together with the hands, was 
improved by reciprocating motion 
effects; the twirling of one stick held 
vertically between the palms and rest- 
ing on a second lying horizontally oa 
the ground, then by the addition of a 
bow and socket, followed -by the 
weighted stick as in the pump drill, 
and finally the machine with cog 
wheels and crank as employed in 
Soudan. The Indians of the two 
Americas, Ainos, Somalis, Kaffirs, 
Veddahs, and Australians, were gen- 
erally exponents of the simple two- 
stick method. The four-piece appar- 


atus was used by the Eskimo, Hin-. 


doos, Dyaks, and some Athapascan 
tribes, and the weighted drill was em- 


abe 


ployed by the Iroquois and the Chuk- 
chis. 

The second method is that of saw- 
ing, and the apparatus comprised a 
thin strip of bamboo which was 
drawn edgewise across a section of 
the same wood in which a corres- 
ponding groove had been cut across 
the grain, the sparks created falling 
through the groove upon some in- 
flammable substance lying beneath the 
large section. This was also accom- 
plished by drawing a thong of rattan 
across a stick in which a longitudinal 
slot had been cut partway through, 
the sparks igniting some _ tinder 
placed in the slot. These methods 
were used by the Malays and Bur- 
mese, as well as some other races. 

Fire was also made by plowing, 
that is, a thin piece of wood was 
forced along a narrow slot cut length- 
wise in a larger piece until the fric- 
tion ignited the tinder. This system 
was evolved by the Polynesians, the 
Australians, and the Papuans. 

Another, and more advanced sys- 
tem, of striking fire was by percus- 
sion, first employed through the use 
of flint and iron pyrites, or stone con- 
taining iron, by the Eskimo and 
northern Indians, and later super- 
seded by flint and steel. 


The collections of the Museum, 
which include several examples of 
different forms of apparatus under 
the above subdivisions, are supple- 
mented by examples of more recent 
devices. One is a tinder pistol, an 
English adaptation of the flint and 
steel in a gunlock, which threw 
sparks on some tinder. What was 
known as a fire piston was made hy 
the Siamese and Malays. This com- 
prised a cylinder of wood with a 
closely fitting wooden piston, a smart 
thrust of which kindled tinder within 
the cylinder. A lens for focusing the 
sunlight on tinder is shown as an ex- 
ample of a method first employed by 
the early Greeks for kindling a fire. 

Other apparatus includes what was 
known in Germany in 1824 as a 
hydrogen lamp, the hydrogen, being 
derived from the action of acid on 
zinc, was made to play on spong' 
platinum, thus causing it to glow; a 
match light box of about 1809, from 
Vienna, consisting of a bottle of sul- 
phuric acid into which splints tipped 
with chlorate of potash and sugar 
were dipped, and matches of sulphur 
and phosphorous, as well as an elec- 
tric gas lighter. The latter exhibits 
bring the series up-to-date and cover 
in a general way the development ot 
fire making from the earliest days to 
modern times.—(Article supplied by 
Smithsonian Institution, Washington.) 
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NEW REGULATION FOR HEAD- 
LIGHTS ON AUTOS 


HE Automobile Legal association 

has sent out notices explaning the 
new regulation adopted by the Massa- 
chusetts Highway commission gov- 
erning the use of headlights and which 
has been submitted to the governor 
and council for approval. The law 15 
as follows: 

“Wherever there is not sufficient 
light within the limits of the highway 
location to make all vehicles, persons 
or substantial objects clearly visible 
within said limits for a distance of at 
least 150 feet, the white lights which 
a motor vehicle is required to display 
by Section Seven of Chapter 534 of 
the Acts of 1909, shall when said 
vehicle is in motion, throw sufficient 
light ahead to show any person, 
vehicle or substantial object upon the 
roadway straight ahead of the motor 
vehicle for a distance of at least 150 
feet. Any light thrown directly ahead 
or sidewise shall be so arranged that 
no dazzling rays from it or from any 
reflector shall be at any time more 
than three and a half feet above the 
ground on a level road at a distance 
of 50 feet or more ahead of said 
vehicle, and said light shall be suff- 
cient to enable the operator of the 
motor vehicle to see any person, 
vehicle or substantial object upon the 
roadway or side thereof, for 10 feet 
on each side of the motor vehicle 10 
feet ahead of said vehicle. é 

“This regulation shall take effect in 
and after the first of January, in the 
year 1916.” 

The A. L. A. explains the regula- 
tion as follows: We understand that 
this regulation applies to non-resident 
motorists as well as to those register- 
ed in Massachusetts. 

The regulation does not require 
that the lamp shall be less than 34 
feet from the ground, but there shall 
be no dazzling rays from said lamp 
more than 3% feet from the ground 
so feet in front of the automobile. 
~ Where the streets are not sufficient- 
ly lighted to plainly show an object 
150 feet away, it will not be sufficient 
to simply use the small side lamps 
heretofore permissible in Massacha- 
setts. : 

The regulation does not require the 
use of any patented device, and owing 
tc the lack of any standard headlamp, 
motorists will have to experiment 
with their own lamps in order to 
make sure that they are complying 
with the regulation.

In the case of the acetylene lamp 
with a curved reflector in the back 
and with straight sides, it is probable 
that this regulation may be complied 
with by grinding the upper half of 
the glass, or by pasting tissue paper 
over it, or by covering it with alum- 
inum paint, or any other substance 
that will break the dazzling rays. 

In the case of electric lamps with 
curved reflectors behind the bulb, as 
well as on the sides, it is probable 
that the regulation may be complied 
with by grinding the lower half of 
the outside glass, or covering it with 
some substance, though in some cases 
the reflectors are so arranged that the 
upper half of the glass will have io 
be treated instead of the lower half. 

Some are of the opinion that the 
regulation can be complied with by 
painting the lower half of the elec- 
trical bulb with aluminum paint, or 
some other substance, and there is 
now on the market an aluminum de- 
vice which clamps on the lower half 
of the bulb, which, of course, answers 
the same purpose. 

In some cases, especially with small 
cars, it may be possible to comply 
with the regulation by tipping the 
lamp forward. 

Since the law of Massachusetts re- 
quires two white lights to show ahead, 
it would be unlawful to replace the 
outside white glass of the lamp with 
yellow or any other colored glass. 

As stated by the Massachusetts 
Highway commission in its report to 
the governor, it will probably be found 
necessary to change the rule or regu- 
lation, if in practice it is found to 
work badly, and for that reason they 
recommend the adoption of a regula- 
tion by the commission rather than 
the enactment of a statute law, be- 
cause the former can be changed 
more quickly.

All arrangements are now complet- 
ed for the unique celebration Charles 
Dillingham, manager of the New 
York Hippodrome, has planned for 
Saturday of this week, in observance 
of John Philip Sousa’s birthday anni- 
versary. The great popularity of 
America’s great March King wes 
never more apparent than now, as 
responses from all over the world 
show that musicians and managers 
everywhere are eager to participate in 
this tribute. Simultaneously, at four 
o’clock on Saturday afternoon, when 
Mr. Sousa will himself be appearing 
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on the Hippodrome stage conducting 
his “Ballet of the States” in} Hig 
Hip Hooray” the orchestras from 
Maine to California will play. his lat- 
est composition, “The New York 
Hippodrome March.”

Rifle Club for Essex County 


MOVEMENT is on foot to obtain rifle practice for 


1903. 


Lights should be supplied for evening shooting 


A people of Essex county, under the auspices of the 
National Rifle Association of America approved by the 
National Board of Promotion of Rifle Practice and by 
the secretary of war. It is planned to make application 


on regular government rifle-club form for a charter for 


the Essex County Rifle club. 


Preliminary data has been obtained from the nation- 
al association at Washington and from Major John M. 
Portal of Woburn, the national association’s secretary for 
Massachusetts. Any United States citizen more than 16 
years old may becone a member. Both men and women 
ere eligible. 

There are at least three ways in which rifle practice 
might be obtained by the club: First, by using the Bay 
State Military Rifle association range at Wakefield, at 
regular rates: $1 a target for one hour, or $3 for an 
afternoon, not including rifle or ammunition. One tar- 
ect for an afternoon would accommodate about eight men, 
The targets are on ranges, 200, 300, 500 and 600 yards, 
also’for small arms practice 15, 25 and 50 yards. 

Second by using an indoor ‘rifle range, providing the 
club could obtain the use of a building, three tarvets could 
be put up and steel-plate back at a cost of about $80, five 
Winchester muskets, 22-calibre, at $60, ammunition $2.25 
per thousand. ; 

The muskets are similar in weight and length to the 
sesent standard army rifle, the Springfield model of 


ard heat in a small room at the shooting end of the gal- 
lery in cold weather. 

Third, by using an outdoor rifle range, if available, 
in or near Topsfield. A minimum of four targets one 
for each distance would be desirable for each 40 mem- 
bers of the club. The cost of material and installation 
for four targets would be approximately $660 and for 
20 afternoons’ shooting, the cost of the operation of the 
targets would be $150. This includes paper targets and 
one set of wooden frames for each target one season. 
It does not include rifle or ammunition. The range 
would preferably have two miles of marsh land behind 
the target or a high hill some distance back of the target. 
‘Lhe width of the range would not be great. 

To rifle clubs affiliated with the National Rifle asso- 
ciation the war department will issue, each year, 120 
rounds Krag rifle ammunition for each member for quali- 
fication purposes. It also issues, under bond, one Krag 
rifle for each five members of the club. As soon as 1 
treember qualifies in the sharp shooter class the war de- 
partment will issue a rifle for him or her. 

The acquisition of one of the latest type machine 
suns has been suggested, also the possible use of the 
Issex County Agricultural Society’s grounds. Strict 
military discipline will be enfored at all shoots. Further 
information may be had from charter members. 

Early in December there will be a meeting to elect 
olficers, so as to apply for a charter this year.

It is told of Wellington that, before 
the battle of Waterloo, his knees shook so that he laughed 
and called attention to them, saying: “If they knew 
wiiere I was going to carry them, they would shake much 
worse.” That was moral courage overcoming physical 
fear, and this is the courage that men must have now if 
America 1s to go onward and upward. We must have 
moral courage to overcome the selfish persuasion of the 
politician, who seeks his own advancement regardless of 
the public good... Courage is needed to overcome the fear 
taat organizations and societies and leagues cause by their 
tactics of force and threats in their efforts to enforce 
morality by law. . Moral courage is necessary to make 
men. follow the dictates of their own conscience, regard- 


less of the arguments of politicians, ministers, leagues or. 


idividuals. The time has come for American men to 
throw off the fetters of fear—to come out boldly for 
what they believe, to refuse to follow the selfish, money- 
grasping politician or organization and to stand strongly 
for progress, liberty, decency and social liberty.

Ir Must BE BorNE In MIND that despite the appar- 
ent successes of the Prussian armies in the east against 
Russia, and the failure of the Dardanelles expedition, 
Germany is beseiged. When the Kaiser hurled his 
armies headlong into Belgium to capture Paris he shot 
his bolt. When Joffre adroitly retreated and then suc- 
cessfully defeated the German army and drove them 
back from before Paris the Teuton army entrenched. 
That entrenchment by the German army was a confession 
of temporary defeat. For if the Kaiser had been sure 
of his ability to conquer the French and British forces at 
that time why did he not retreat and prepare for battle 
and await the Allied forces? ‘This is just what he did 
not do. The British and French policy of wearing down 
the enemy may be expected to continue. The Prussiaa 
navy has avoided a conflict with the British as the Prus- 
sian army in the west entrenched to avoid an engagement 
with the Allied forces. The war has only begun; the 
news that comes from day to day is fragmentary, and the 
continued incidental successes of the Turks, : Bulgarians 
and Austrians have no bearing on the ultimate events, 
however disconcerting they may temporarily be. 


GREECE IS STILL Hoipinc the centre of interest in 
tlie near east and the world is waiting and watching the 
turn of events in that nation. The Greek people are in 
sympathy with the Allies, but the King’s sympathies are 
strongly pro-German and up to the present time the King 
appears to have been the master of the situation and 
maintained the neutrality of his nation. It is difficult for 
a peace-loving people to understand the intricacies of the 
ncar east problem; but the history of the past tells that 
Greece has not yet reached a position of national author- 
ity and power to be able to maintain her national rights 
independent of other Allies, The dictates of self-preser- 
vition must sooner or later force that nation to ally her- 

self with one side or the other in this contest. Greece 
is iS nee fortunate in being able to keep out of the con- 
20 so long, but with a knowledge of Greece’s age, long 
saeelee and the recent change of events in the Balkans 
ore cannot but be certain that something will happen be- 
fore long in that nation.

BRILLIANT Success Last SATURDAY 
MANCHESTER Town Hatt, FILLED. 


SATURDAY afternoon marked the 

first of a series of concerts to be 
given this winter at the Town hail, 
Manchester, under the auspices of 
the Arbella club, for the purpose of 
bringing fine music to Manchester at 
a purely nominal cost to the ticket- 
holders, There were about one hun- 
dred and fifty subscribers present, 
and these with the Arbella club mem- 
bers, who had a section reserved for 
them, and the single ticket-holders 
made a large audience.

culties, She sang “I Don’t Care,” 1 
Dorchestershire dialect song, with 
skill and evident enjoyment, in which 
the audience joined her.

TITLE:.MUCH..MISUSED 


THE TERM “REVEREND” IS “VERY 
FREQUENTLY MISAPPLIED, 
T some time in the middle ages the 
custom grew up of applying to 
clergymen the term “reverendus.” 
This word was a part of speech known 
in Latin as a gerund, and meant “fone 
who ought to be revered.” . 

Gerunds could be compared like 
adjectives, and it seemed natural to 
the people of those days, that if all 
clergymen were reverend a_ bishop 
should be designated by the compara- 
tive degree, “reverendoir,’ more 
reverend, or right reverend, while the 
superlative degree, reverendissimus, 
most reverend was reserved for arch- 
bishops. 

As these terms referred to individ- 
uals they were never used in connec- 
tion with the family name alone, but 
with the Christian name, which indi- 
cated the individual. 

A great many people in our day are 
committing the unfortunate blunder 
of using the term, “reverend,” in con- 
nection with a family name. | Mr. 
Smith is a clergyman. He is fre- 
quently spoken of as. “Reverend 
Smith.” This is wrong. Smith is a 
family name, and does not refer to an 
individual, The only proper way of 
speaking of himis as Rev. Mr. Smith, 
or Rev. John Smith, or plain Mr. 
Smith, but never Rev. Smith. 

Never Rev. and Mrs. Smith, but 
Rev. and Mrs. John Smith. Strictly 
speaking, the only way of speaking of 
him is Mr. Smith, for the old English, 
“Your Reverence,”’ has died out. 

One does not speak of or toa judge 
as Honorable Jones, but one speaks 
of him as the Hon. Henry T. Jones, 
and addresses him as “Your Honor.” 
As concerns the use of the word 
“reverend,” no one applies it to him- 
self or signs his name with it as a 
prefix. Scholars urge us to preserve 
the use of the English language, and 
not be attracted by the modern dis- 
ease which impels so many people to 
use all the nouns and many of the ad- 
jectives as if they were titles. You 
may find in papers any day such ex- 
pressions as Motorman Brown, Wit- 
ness Green, Suspect Robinson, Op- 
tician White, Pitcher Jones. It ought 
to be stopped; but who will stop it. 
Scholars tell us that this is one of the 
signs that the English language is 
degenerating very rapidly.

THESE ARE Dark Days for the world! The shadow 
of the war is heavier than ever on all hearts, whatever 
their sympathies. There is little exultation now even i 
victories, for we know at what a price of blood and pain 
every victory is won. But there are many things besides 
war in the world, as one must appreciate after hearing 
the splendid talk by Homer Hurlburt of Springfield be- 
fore the Manchester Brotherhood, Monday evening. Ex- 
cept for our active imaginations, most of us would feel 
life running on pretty much as usual. There is the same 
sunshine, the same life-giving air, the same autumn colors 
in the woods, the same joy in bountiful harvests. There 
is the same quiet satisfaction of soul that has always come 
with the fall season, whether.in country or city. Here, 
in our American isolation, we can live out our lives in 
spite of wars and rumors of wars, There is need, to be 
sure, of taking thought for the future, preparing against 
the time when war may bring home to us the wretched- 
ness that we knew half a century ago and that Europe 
knows today. But that is a matter of calm decision, aot 
for alarm and fear. We are today the most fortunate 
nation in the world. There is no reason why we cannot 
continue so. It is a good time for the nation to take 10 
heart the phil osophy that is preached so much today to 
idividuals—the ph ilosophy of confidence, of optimisin, 
of positive thought. It is right and proper that we shou'd 
feel the woes of Europe, and it is our duty to alleviate 
tiem all we can. But it is wrong to let those woes weigh 
en our spirits until we lose our own buoyancy and poise. 
it is better to regard the war as a doctor or a nurse re- 
gards sickness—as something to be cured, 
can be effected not through outbursts of sentimentalism, 
but through intelligent and cheerful service. ‘Those who 
licard Mr. Hurlburt’s rambling talk and his references to 
conditions in the Far East—Korea, Japan and China— 
must have been inspired by the knowledge and “‘insile 
information” imparted; and the duty which America owes 
civilization in making itself an object lesson of what a 
rational human government can do must be apparent.

1916 AUTOMOBILE NUMBERS. 

The usual scramble for the low 
register numbers by Massachusetts 
automobile owners is expected this 
year by the Massachusetts highway 
commission and plans are now being 
made by that board to eliminate the 
rush which always occurs the first of 
every year. In an attempt to start 
the ball rolling in the right direction 
the highway commissioners will send 
out in a few days to automobile own- 
ers who hold registration number 
plates from I to 5000, a notice stating 
that “A person to whom a register 
number, below the number 5000, was 
issued in 1915 will be re-assigned that 
number for his use in 1916, provided 
his completed 1916 ‘application, to- 
gether with the necessary fee, is re- 
ceived on or before December 3, 1915, 
and that it is accompanied by a writ- 
ten request for the re-assignment of 
such number.” This arrangement 
will apply only to register numbers 
below 5000 but not to commercial 
numbers.

MOSQUITO: PEST 


MEANS: OF EXTERMINATION SUBJECT 
oF LECTURE AT MANCHESTER 
Last Nicut. 

T THE suggestion and under the 

auspices of the Manchester Par- 
ent-Teacher association, a free lec- 
ture on “The Extermination of Mos- 
quitoes” was arranged by the North 
Shore Association for the Extermin- 
ation of Mosquitoes, and given last 
evening at the Town hall,. Manches- 
ter. The attendance was only fair, 
about 200 being present.- Earl M. Har- 
vey, an engineer, who has done much 
practical work along this line, was 
the speaker, and his address was .1- 
lustrated by stereopticon views. He 
was introduced and _ followed by 
Walter D. Denégre, the president. of 
the association. 

Mr. Harvey said at the outset that 
there are two reasons for extermin- 
ating mosquitoes. First, their pres- 
ence is not only a promoter of dis- 
comfort, but also of ill-health and 
disease; second, they tend to decrease 
land values. 

The first illustrations showed. the 
mosquito in the act of biting, and in 
this connection Mr. Harvey said: 

“Of the mosquitoes, it is the fe- 


males that bite. Human blood is too 
thick to be taken into the proboscis, 
so they inject a poisonous serum, 
which sufficiently thins the blood. It 
is not the proboscis, but the serum, 
that causes the sting and the white 
rings about the bite and the swelling. 
The transfusion of diseases is com- 
pleted by the carrying of the serum 
from one person to another.” 


All. mosquitoes are bred in water, 
continued the speaker, but of the 
many varieties found in the. United 
States and the world, the inland and 
salt water swamp mosquitoes may be 
used for convenient classification. 


Mosquitoes of the first-named class ° 


lay their eggs on the surface of the 
water in egg boats, which contain 

from 200 to 300. eggs. In the warm- 
ness and stillness. of the water tne 
larvae develop, These feed on juices 
and air through the laval tubes. The 


‘next stage is the pupa and the mos- 


quito exists in this form for only a 
few days longer, when it becomes a 
full fledged mosquito. The males 
hatch first and collect in swamps 
where they await their mates, Their 
life is only about 48 hours, while that 
of the female is sometimes as long 
as three months. 

Most of the pictures which. were 
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shown were taken in New Jersey, 
where the commission for the exter- 
mination of mosquitoes has had a fine 
field for work and has accomplished 
a corresponding amount. The first 
picture to deal with the best methods 
of permanent extermination was a 
back yard in Summit. In the first 
view the stagnant water; which was 

a prolific breeding place ‘for mosqui- 
(eee was shown, "and in the second, 
the land filled in, making the place 
not only a benefit ‘to the owner, Dbitit 
also to his neighbors. Such land can 
be filled in in less time that it takes 
the mosquito to mature. A brook 
clogged with rubbish was also shown 
before and after cleaning ‘and grat 
ig. In the latter case, care must tx 
taken that the edges are clean-cut ~-o 
that there will be no ragged edges in 
which the eggs may be laid. In the 
outskirts of cities where the rents 
are low and landlords feel little ob- 
ligation to take proper caré of the 
land are favorite haunts of the ‘mo- 
squitoes. Attention to proper draia- 
age will not only better the health of 
the tenants in such a neighborhood, 
but will greatly increase the value of 
the property. Sometimes heavy 
rains will fill unfinished cellars, which 
cannot be drained; and then ‘the: oil 
treatment is the only method that can 
be applied. Defective drains wil 
many times leave pools of filth where 
mosquitoes may increase in peace 
The speaker expressed it as his opin- 
ion that mosquitoes were useful for 
one purpose only, as telltales that 
such spots exist. te 

Mr, Harvey-told-of an interesting 
case, which he investigated in Green- 
wich, Conn., upon receiving a com- 
plaint from a hotel that the mosqui- 
toes from a neighbor’s pond were so 
numerous and so troublesome that 
they threatened to drive away the 
guests. Upon looking into the matter 
it was found that the pond in ques- 


tion was upon a nearby estate, and 


was 7 feet deep, walled in by stones 
and stocked with fish. There were 
no mosquitoes. The only source of 
mosquito breeding within 800 feet, of 


the hotel was near its own back door 
where two barrels. were thick with — 


larvae, 

Oiling is not a practical method of 
getting 4d of mosquitoes, because it 
ig expensive for large tracts and then 
only temporary. About 3% barrels 
of kerosene or crude oil are required 
for an acre. If such land could be 
drained, or ditched, it would be valu- 
able. for raising good hay or crops. 

The salt water mosquitoes are 
greater travellers than the. inland 
variety and will travel as far as 20

miles from their homes, while the 


latter seldom get farther than 100 
feet away. The inland mosquito has 
a plain brown proboscis, while the 
salt water variety has striped legs and 
white rings around the proboscis. 
Excellent views of each were given. 
It is with the salt water variety that 


* the interest on the North Shore cen- 


ters, for the most part, and a large 
part of the speaker’s time was given 
to explaining and describing a system 
of drainage for marshes. Owing t» 
the difference in the texture of tie 
soil, the distance between the ditches 
_will vary from 150 feet to 200 feet. 
The ditches are made as nearly par- 
allel as is practicable. The pictures 
af the Skinner machines showed the 
methods of using the equipment, as 
well as the equipment itself. Tue 
hand equipment, the speaker thought, 
would be superior to the larger, more 
clumsy machine equipment for use 
upon the North Shore. 

Mr. Harvey gave the following 
rules for individual assistance in ex- 
terminating mosquitoes: 


1. Take care of stagnant water. 
Ditch or fill in the land. Mosquitoes 
also breed in old tin cans, dishes, 
bottles, pails, etc., in anything, in fact, 
that is likely to catch rain water. 

2. If stagnant water cannot ve 
removed, oil it. One cup of crude 
cil will take care of 15 feet of lant. 

. Report breeding places to the 
local board of health, so that it may 
look after them, as it is authorized 
to do by the laws of Massachusetts. 


Following Mr. Harvey’s talk Mr. 
Denégre addressed the audience. The 
substance of Mr. Denégre’s remarks 
was, in brief, a resume of the work he 
and other individual land-holders 
have done on their own estates, and 
an outline of the history of the or- 
ganization of the North Shore Asso- 
ciation for the Extermination of 
Mosquitoes, of which he is the presi- 
dent, and some practical information 
about what may and should be done 
along this line on the Shore. The 
New York company, which is the 
recognized expert in this line of 
work, has estimated the extent of the 
work necessary to protect the whole 
North Shore, and in view of the fact 
that it gives a written guarantee of 
efficiency, reports that the process 
would have to extend from Salem 
through Danvers, Beverly, Beverly 
Farms, Manchester and Magnolia, 
to the Gloucester boundary. The 
cost would be about $29,400, and the 
cost of yearly maintenance $3000 for 
the first two or three years. If the 
cost of the work can be raised, Mr. 
Denégre believes that the subscribers 
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to the original cost could look to the 
cities and towns of the Shore to raise 
the maintenance fund. “If they will 
stand by us,” he said, “we will do big 
work.” 


SPECIAL Town MEETING. 

A special Town Meeting was held 
in Manchester Wednesday evening to 
take action on the .report of. the 
Standpipe Investigation committee. 
The meeting had been well adver- 
tised and was largely attended. There 
no discussion. The 
printed report of the committee 5 
distributed among the voters was ac- 
cepted and the reconmendation to 
bring suit against Simpson Bros. 
Corp. to recover on the bond was 
passed over, The matter of making 
repairs on the standpipe was laid oa 
table to the March meeting. 


R. C. Allen, engineer to the water, 


board at the time the standpipe was 
erected, presented a most comprehen- 
sive report of the whole situation.

THE EARLY SYMPTOMS 
OF MENTAL DISEASE 


GENERAL practitioners of medi- 

cine should be more familiar with 
the early symptoms of mental disease, 
is the conclusion of Dr. Frankwood 
FE. Williams, Executive Secretary of 
the Massachusetts Society for Mental 
Hygiene, in an article in the current 
number of the Boston Medical and 
Surgical Journal on, “Legislation for 
the Insane in Massachusetts with 
Particular Reference to the Volun- 
tary and Temporary Care Laws.” In 
the last five years 3,096 persons have 


- been admitted to the Massachusetts 


State Hospitals under 25 years of 
age. Most of these have been suf- 
fering from adolescent insanity. Com- 
plete recovery from this disease is 
rare, The cause of the disease is un- 
known. Two things in regard to it 
at least appear evident: (1) that 
heredity plays an important role, that 
the disease develops upon a_back- 
ground of bad heredity; (2) that un- 
due mental strain is frequently the 
precipitating cause. “If a study were 
made of the above 3,000 young 
adults, it would be found that a cer- 
tain fairly large percentage of them 
had broken down in high school, 
others in early collegiate years, and 
still others on a change from a com- 
paratively uncompetitive village or 
tural life to a competitive existence 
in a large city.” 

“Tf we may hope to prevent the 
ultimate breakdown of these children 
as they approach adult life, it is im- 
portant that the family physician, 
who knows the family so well, shou!d 
understand the significance of the 
early signs of danger ahead, so that 
where a child of known bad heredity 
is found exhibiting these traits, ad- 
vice may be sought as readily and as 
freely as advice would be sought in 
a case of suspected tuberculosis. 
These children, urged on by their 
mistaken and ambitious parents to 
pursuits that are beyond them, go to 
pieces. While, so far as we know, 
many of these children, directed into 
channels of less strain and competi- 
tion, might live out their lives with- 


_ out insanity.”

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Manchester’s Concrete Standpipe 


T the special Town Meeting in 

Manchester last week (Nov. 
17) to act on the report of the 
special committee on the standpipe 
investigation, Raymond C. Allen, 
civil engineer, spoke at length on 
the situation, and we print his re- 
marks—which he read—in full. 
The whole discussion, we might 
add, is brought about because of 
leaks in the concrete structure, and 
the growing dissention lead up to 
the appointment of a committee 
last March to “investigate.” The 
committee presented their report in 
printed form, but the “‘investiga- 
tion” apparently revealed nothing 
of a startling nature.

HE installation of the. additional 
water supply in 1909 involved 


the construction of a new reservoir 


or standpipe which should have a 
capacity of about one million gallons 
and which should have its high water 
line at an elevation of 250 feet above 
mean low water and be capable of being 
extended so that it might finally have 
a high water elevation of 275 feet 
above mean low water. This was in 
accordance with the recommendation 
of Mr. Desmond FitzGerald, Consult- 
ing Engineer who made a report to the 
town in October, 1907. 


The construction of this additional 
supply devolved upon the Board of 
Water Commissioners of the year 1908 
and 1909. In considering this ques- 
tion at that time, the Water GCommis- 
sioners gave the matter careful study 
and found after investigation, that 1% 
would be more economical to build the 
structure to the height of 275 feet 
above low water rather than to build 
a structure and later extend it to an 
additional 25 feet, as the cost of add- 
ing this 25 feet would be out of all 
proportion to the cost of building the 
complete structure at once. 


This having been determined, the 
Water Board had specifications pre- 
pared covering the construction of a 
steel standpipe 60 feet in diameter and 
holding 70 feet of water. While these 
specifications were being prepared and 
figures being obtained upon them, the 
attention of the Board was forcibly 
drawn to the large number of failures 
of steel and wrought iron standpipes, 
some 23 failures having been reported 
in a period of nine years closely pre- 
ceeding 1909. These failures upon in- 
vestigation were found to be due in 
some cases to faulty foundations and 
improper material. In many cases, 
however, and particularly in large 
tanks and exposed locations, the fail- 
ures had been due to wind action and 
particularly to the action of ice with- 
in the standpipe. This latter action 
was found to be particularly difficult 
to guard against and was the cause of 


a number of failures where all other 
conditions appeared to have been: well 
guarded against. In gathering data 
bearing upon the above failures the 
attention of the Board was forcibly 
drawn to a number of re-enforced 
concrete standpipes which at that time 
had been built and appeared to be 
very satisfactory. Among these were 
stroctures at Waltham, Attleboro, Mil- 
ford, Ohio, Fort Revere and Bonds- 
ville in Massachusetts, Lenoir, North 
Carolina, New Haven, Connecticut, 
and Senora in Mexico. The height of 
these structures varied from 20 feet to 
102 feet and the diameters from 10 feet 
to 100 feet. Their contents varied 
from 25,000 gallons to 2,000,000. The 
general result obtained from these 
standpipes up to that time was found 
to be excellent. The one at Attleboro, 
however, 100 feet in height, showing 
the least satisfactory results. Visits +o 
several of these were made and in all 
cases those in authority professed 
themselves well satisfied with the 
structures and said from their experi- 
ence with them, that if they were to 
build again, they would use the same 
material. 


Ii is generally conceded that in the 
construction of a metal standpipe the 
best wrought iron is a more desirable 
material for use than steel. This was 
particularly the case up to a decade or 
so ago as up to that time the manu- 
facture of steel had not reached the 
efficient stage which it has since at- 
tained. It has become increasingly 
difficult to obtain the best wrought- 
iron although material bearing that 
name can be obtained. A refined steel 
similar to what is known as flange 
steel is considered an excellent ma- 
terial of which to build a standpipe 
and where any doubt exists as to the 
character of wrought iron which can 
be obtained, is probably the safer ma- 
terial to use. 


In the consideration of the structure 
to be built, however, and in the com- 
parison of a metal standpipe with one 
of re-enforced concrete, the question 
of wrought iron or steel was not a 
very important factor. The two struc- 
tures were compared upon two main 
points, the first that of safety and the 
second of maintenance, In view of 
the failures of standpipes above re- 


ferred to, much interesting literature of © 


which is available, grave doubts arose 
in the minds of the Commissioners as 
to the safety of a steel structure of the 
large size proposed and as to the pos- 
sibility of effectively guarding against 
them. These doubts were shared by 
several competent authorities who 
were consulted. There was also a 
doubt in the Commissioners’ minds and 
in my own as to the possible action of 
frost upon seepage from within the 
standpipe or upon moisture collecting 
on the outside and this point is dis- 
eussed by the Commissioners in their 
report for 1909, page 5. The experi- 
ence of the places above referred to, 
however, led the Commissioners and 
myself to believe that this source of 
danger was not to be feared. 


The Board then approached a de- 
cision in the matter with the strong 
and well founded belief that a metal 
standpipe presented certain possible 
features of weakness almost impossible 
to guard against, while a concrete 
seructure would be free from them. 


Proposals for structures both of 
metal and re-enforced concrete were 
widely advertised in the Engineeriny 
papers and the daily papers of Boston. 
Some 26 bidders from all over the 
country asked for specifications for the 
metal structure and 8 submitted bids, 
the lowest being about $24,000 and the 
highest a little over $35, 000. To both 
of these figures should be added about 
$4,000 for the construction of a sguit- 
able foundation making the lowest bid 
about $28,000. Several concerns *e- 
quested specifications for a re-enforced 
concrete standpipe and two submitted 
bids, the lowest being $33,290 and the 
highest being a little over $43,000. 
Both these fiures included the found- 
ation. 


In view of the fact that a million 
gallons capacity was one of the gov- 
erning factors of the new structure 
and with a high water level at eleva- 
tion 275, and this result could be ob- 
tained by the construction of a stand- 
pipe having a diameter of 50 feet, it 
was decided to obtain figures from ‘the 
two lowest bidders of the different 
structures upon this basis. The fig- 
ures resulting from this revision were 
about $21,000 for the metal standpipe 
and $29,150 for the re-enforced con- 
erete standpip>. 


In the comparison of these two 
structures the maintenance of the 
metal structure called for careful con- 
sideration in addition to the consider- 
ation to be given the possible danger 
from wind and ice. The best author- 
ities upon the proper maintenance of 
metal standpipes advise that for the 
best results such structures should be 
painted both inside and outside at in- 
tervals generally not exceeding three 
years. The last time the old stand- 
pipe in Manchester was painted within 
and without appears from the records 
to have been in 1906 and was done at 
that time at a cost of $520.40 plus the 
cost not readily obtainable of con- 
tinous pumping during the time in 
Which the painting was carried on. 
Due to the greater size of the pro- 
posed structure and its much greater 
inaccessibility, it was estimated that 
it would cost at least $1200 to paint 
this structure in the same way. If 
this were done every three years, there 
would be an annual charge of main- 
tenance of about #400 plus the extra 
cost of continuous pumping during the 
work. It was believed at that time 
that the re-enforced concrete structure 
would require no maintenance and this 
was a fair assumption upon the _ in- 
formation then available. Capitali- 
zing this annual cost of the mainten- 
ance of the metal structure at any 
reasonable rate of interest, there seem- 
ed no fair reason to doubt that the 
concrete structure would be in the end 
the more economical, and the Board 


i) | 


decided to build of concrete. 

In all the investigations and dis- 
cussion of these questions at that time, 
I was acting as the Engineer of the 
Board and participated with them and 


was thoroughly in accord with their 
decision, 
The contract was made with the 


Simpson Bros. Corp. for the construe- 
tion of this standpipe and a bond filed 
with them guaranteeing the structure 
from leakage for the period of one 
year from its completion. The work 
was very carefully done by the con- 
tractors and every effort made by 
them to secure a perfect job. On fill- 
ing the structure with water two leaks 
developed, one the more serious being 
due to the opening up of a crack at 
the top of the urst course from the 
bottom and on the southwest side of 
the structure. The second appeared 
about 15 feet above the base upon the 
same side. These were ‘in both cases on 
joints between successive days’ works. 
There was not then nor has there been 
since to my knowledge, any leakage at 


points other than these joints. Sev- 
eral efforts were made by Simpson 
Bros. to make the structure water- 


tight at these joints by various water- 
proofing compounds but they were un- 
They were finally made 
tight by caulking over them with 
strips of heavy lead dovetailed into 
the walls above and below the joints. 
After this had been done, the struc- 
cure was practically water-tight except 
for a very slight dampness near the 
bottom joint which was reported by 
me to the Board in 1911, the date of 
my last official connection with the 
structure. 

A reference to the reports of the 
Water Board for the ‘years ending 
February 1, 1912, February 1, 1913 and 
December 31, 19138, show no reference 
to leakage in the standpipe. The re- 
port for the year ending December 31, 
1913, states that in December of that 
year, water was drawn from the stand- 
pipe for the purpose of examination 
and cleansing, but shows no record of 
leakage. For two years at least after 
February, 1911, there was to my knowl- 
edge practically no leakage from the 
structure. In the course of time, how- 
ever, the lead strips over the joints 
above referred to, were pushed into the 
joints by the pressure of the water and 
eventually cracked the lead causing the 
two old leaks to re-appear. This al- 


successful. 


lowed considerable leakage and as a 
result during the excessively cold 


weather of two years ago, when for a 
week-or more the thermometer was be- 
low zero, the ac*ion of the frost broke 
off a large patch over the upper crack 
above described. This patch extended 


to the outer ring of re-enforeing metal 
only, the concrete behind this being 


firm and exceedingly hard. As soon 
as possible this was repaired by the 
Board of Water Commissioners by 
caulking the joints with lead wool so 
that any further waterproofing ma- 
terial placed over them could not he 
forced into the joints and fractured. 
Several rings of felt and asphalt were 
placed over the inner surface of the 
structure, well enclosing the leaks and 
these rings protected by a 4-inch brick 
wall. The result of this treatment has 
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been excellent and the leakage since 
that time has been practically negligi- 
ble. ‘his in the main is the treatment 
which I understand the Water Board tu 
have recommendel to the town at its 
annual meeting last March, This was 
investigated by the Finance Commit- 
tee and received their approval. 

It is interesting to note that the ex- 
perience of the great majority of places 
Where concrete structures have been 
built has been similar to that of Man- 
chester, a few to a lesser extent and 
many.to a greater extent. The litera- 
ture on concrete standpipes has been 
quite meagre. Since the year 1889, io 
the close of the vear 1914, there have 
been some forty-two concrete stanc- 
pipes built in this country and there 
are now some in the course of con- 
struction. Among the Engineers de- 
signing them are found the names of 
some of the leading Engineers of the 
country including several of the United 
States government. At the meeting of 
New England Water Works association 
in March, 1915, several valuable and 
interesting papers were presented upon 
this general subject and that of water- 
proofing concrete structures. The dis- 
cussion of these papers was participated 
in by many Hngineers and Water Works 
ofhcials connected with them. The gen- 
eral concensus of their experience ay- 
pears to be that while a re-enforced 
concrete standpipe is a much _ safer 
structure than a metal standpipe andl 
is free from many of the dangers at- 
tendant upon them, yet if the water 
depth exceeds about 50 feet they 
should receive a waterproof lining in- 
dependent of the concrece. In other 
words the re-enforced concrete struc- 
ture well proviaes the structural 
strength to retain the water, but must 
have in addition an elastic lining io 
completely waterproof it. This is the 
result of some fifteen years experience 
and appears to me to be most sound. 
Complete waterproofing of this sort 
has been done in Attleboro, Mass., and 
in Westerly, Rhode Island, where the 
heights of water are 100 feet and 70 
feet respectively. 

The bond filed by the Simpson Bros. 
Corp. was intended to guarantee to the 
town a structure water-tight and free 
from defective parts for a period of 
one year from tlte date of its com- 
pletion, This would be for a period 
of one year ending July 20, 1910, on 
which date the contractors were ad- 
vised that the structure was not water- 
tight within the construction of the 
contract and bond in my judgement. 
Subsequent to that date the contrac- 
tors made the repairs which I have de- 
scribed and for a period of at least 
two years the structure was free froin 
leakage of any consequence. So far as 
my knowledge goes the contractors 
have never been 1ormally released from 
their bond. I am not at all clear as 
to just what their responsibility is at 
the present time, having in view the 
fact that for a considerable period the 
structure showed not enough leakage 
to merit its being called to their at- 
tention by the Water Board. In anv 
‘ase, however, it would seem to me 
clear that the measure of their respon- 
sibility under their bond would be for 
what damage could be shown to have 


. 


resulted from defects occurring or de- 
veloping within one year from the con-’ 
clusion of their work or up to July 20, 
1910. “The: 
I question if the amount of this da- 
mage could be shown to exceed one 
thousand dollars. If this is the case 
J have ‘grave doubts as to the business 
wisdom of a suit for this amount 
which in all probability would involve. 
costs much exceeding the above sum 
and require a considerable time. . 

In my mind the situation develops 
itself into this. The Water Commis- 
sioners of 1909, after careful investi- 
gation which I personally know was 
most painstaking and thorough, decided 
in the line of the best advice and ex- 
perience then obtainable to build a 
concrete standpipe, having every rea- 
son to believe that it would be entire- 
ly successful. Experience since that 
time has shown that that belief was 
nos entirely well founded but that 
such defects as have arisen have been 
found to be common to nearly all such 
structures. It has further been found 
by experience here as well as else- 
where that by the addition of a proper 
lining of waterproofing, the structure 
can be made permanently water-tight 
ab a reasonable expense. We have a 
concrete structure which is absolutely 
safe as far as its strength is concernei, 
but not water-tight from the concrete 
alone, but it can be made so, It igs. 
proposed in the recommendation of the 
Committee upon Investigation of the 
Standpipe to allow it to last as long 
as it will without repairs and to then 
construct a new s‘andpipe of metal. In 
other words it is proposed to throw 
away a structure costing about $31,090 
and spend in addition something more 
than $20,000 to replace it at some: fu- 
ture time when with the expenditure 
at the present time, of from $3000 to 
$6000 a permanent result may in all. 
human probability be obtained. With 
this recommendation I cannot for a 
moment agree and it seems to me that 
is not justified by the facts in the 
case, :

R. JOHN C. PHILLIPS of “Windy Knob,” Wenham, 

has a most fascinating account in the November Out- 
ing magazine of his personal experience in breeding the 
most beautiful of American ducks—the wood-duck. He 
feels that the wood-duck’s place as a peer among water- 
fowl is sure and serene, and his object in writing the 
tale is in the hopes of inducing others to take up the 
problem. That literature on the subject has been very 
secant until recently is explained, but many who are simi- 
lerly engaged in the unique experiment seem to agree 
that the wood-duck is more amenable to confinement in 
every way than any other species of wild duck, except 
the mallard. He says: “There are many places in the 
Wnited States where the wood-duck could be raised and 
liberated and a local breeding stock easily established. 
The tendency of the present strain of hand-reared wood- 
ducks is to become local, for their migratory instinct 
scems to have been dulled by many generations of captive 
life. The few birds which I have liberated at Wenham, 
Mass., during the past three years have supported this 
view, for they remained with us as late as possible in 
the fall, and in one case returned late in December to the 
winter quarters. I have so far no evidence that my 
birds have gone South and returned again, although re- 
turns from banded birds may yet throw light on this 
point.” Then follow extracts from his journal, begun in 
1909, showing what can be done with wood-ducks and 
their propagation in very limited quarters. His first at- 
tempt in a wire enclosure by the side of Wenham lake 
was far from satisfactory. He then constructed a pond 
by putting a small dam across a brook, and enclosed about 
an acre of pond and land space. This was surrounded 
by a seemingly secure and deep fence. But Dr. Phillips 
had many tragic experiences with enemies who came and

conquered before he could successfully rout them. Owls, 
cats, other wild fowl and ducks escaping over the fence 
were among some of the difficulties of his duck pond 
experiment. He has constructed a little winter house 
holding 150 or more and by Thanksgiving time has all 
of the small fowl inside. This rat-proof house with a 
brook running across its front yard he considers a pleas- 
ant place to visit to watch the ducks. Some years the 
ducks have done remarkably well in laying eggs and 
raising their young, but the past season has been a poor 
one, only 138 eggs being laid, owing, perhaps, Dr. Phillips. 
thinks to the drought and scarcity of water. He hopes 
to replace some of the males with wild trapped birds the 
coming year. In outlining a scheme for beginners he 
says: “There are numerous tricks of the trade, of

ONTRACTS will at once be awarded for enlargement 
of the home of the Corinthian Yacht Club at Marble- 
head, following unanimous adoption of recommendations 
to the executive committee at a meeting last Tuesday 
evening. Cost of the improvements will be in the vicinity 
of $15,000. This announcement ought to be received with 


genuine pleasure by the rank and file of yachtsmen, be- 


cause the Corinthians have done more than any other or- 
ganization to foster the sport in local waters. The en- 
larged clubhouse will further add to the attractiveness 
of Lighthouse Point, perhaps the sightliest spot on shores 
of the famous harbor. 

The changes contemplate a ladies’ dining room suite 
at the northeast end of the building, to be entered from the 
yard by a private corridor, with a special new and spacious 
piazza overlooking the harbor and Salem bay as far as 
the Beverly shore, conceded one of the most beautiful 
views in American waters. Heretofore the very large at- 
tendance on the two days of each week when ladies are 
admitted to the clubhouse have caused congestion in che 
parking space for automobiles, which, it is hoped, will in 
future be somewhat relieved by this opportunity for more 
level patronage. The ladies’ dining room suite is to he 
open every day and evening. 

The general plan provides more space for the main 
dining room, which on music nights, Mondays and Fri- 
days, will be thrown open a distance of 100 feet through 
the entire length of the northern front of the building for 
dining and dancing. The present large vaulted billiard 
room will be converted into a lounging room and library 
and a new billiard room of the same area will be built 
connecting the present tap room with the Dearborn cot- 
tage, which is club property.

PropasLiy Never BeFore in the history of journai- 
ism have editorials been more widely read, which means, 
hy the same token that never before have newspapers 
exercised so wide an influence. The editorial is an ex- 
pression of the newspaper’s belief or sentiment. To be 
ef any value, it must have behind it the paper’s reputation 
for fearlessness, truth, and fettered incorruptibility. With- 
out these, the influence of the editorial is nullified before 
it reaches the printing press. The newspaper’s first duty 
is to give the news. Its second duty is to comment on 
the news—show toward what end the news is tending, 
whether political, educational, social or religious, crystal- 
ize the sentiment in its particular community in regard to 
that tendency, and, finally, to give its own honest, un- 
biased opinion. The editor’s duty is a sacred one, and he 
should be fully alive to its responsibilities. His opinion 
on any subject should be given only after serious study, 
but, when it is given, it should be frank and above board. 
No one else is bound to think as the editor thinks, but the 


editor’s opinions go down in black and white and te 
o.ght to have good grounds upon which to base them. 
Those reasons, expressed in the editorial, make it valu- 
able. In fact the editorial stands or falls because of the 
reasons it sets forth showing how- the editor arrived «t 
his opinion. The “fighting editor” is usually a man of 
deep thought—one who bases his opinions on solid found- 
ations and is willing afterward to come into the open and 
ficht for them.—Exchange.

HE postoffice has sent out the fol- 
lowing suggestions to the public 

which may be of great help to those 
sending Christmas packages through 
the mail: 

Mail packages early, They may be 
endorsed: “Do not open until Christ- 
mas.” Parcel post packages must 
bear the name and address of the 
sender preceded by the word “from.” 
A receipt may be obtained for ordin- 
ary parcel post packages upon the 
payment of one cent, but this in no 
way insures the package. Packages 
may be insured upon the payment or 
a 3-cent fee value up to $5.00, 5-ceilt 
fee value up to $25.00, 1o-cent fee 
value up to $50.00, 25-cent fee value 
up to $100.00, Insure all valuable 


packages. 
Address all packages fully and 
plainly. Pack articles carefully and 


wrap them securely, but do not seal 
them, as sealed packages are subject 
to postage at letter rate. Written 
inscriptions such as “Merry Christ- 
mas; Happy) New) Year, > Withs 
Best Wishes,” and numbers, names 
or letters for purposes of description, 
are permissible additions to parcel 
post mail. 

Books may bear simple dedicatory 
iuscriptions not of a personal nature. 
Other written additions subject par- 
cels to letter postage. Communica- 
tions prepaid at first class rates may 
be sent with parcels prepaid at fourth 
class rates, provided they are placed 
in an envelope securely attached to 
the outside of the parcel. 

Cards bearing mica, tinsel or other 
cbjectionable material are unmailable 
unless enclosed in an envelope tightly

Adhesive stamps or stickers other 
than lawful postage stamps must not 
be placed on the face of mail matter.

Tue AMERICAN TELEPHONE and Telegraph Com- 
pany has announced through its President that the con- 
pany intends to avail itself of all the advantages which 
wireless telegraphy may give. The company, however, 
recognizes the problems to be solved and the difficulties 
io be encountered. ‘‘Wireless telephony can be compared 
to an attempt to carry on all telephone exchange business 
over one great conductor connecting everyone, and over 
which all telegraph, all artificial disturbances caused by 
transmission or power lines, and all the natural electrical 
disturbances were in full play at the same time. These 
are the conditions that govern radiograph activity and 
limit its possibilities.” The company evidently inten:is 
to make progress, for Mr. Vail says: “Whatever there 
is to add to this use or to this value or to increase its uni- 
versality, this company proposes to develop. To this end 
the company will, as soon as necessary construction and 
equip rent can be assembled, extend the universality or 
its system by wireless stations at selected points on the 
Coast so located as to enable persons and places not able 
to be connected in any other way to maintain commumi- 
eation with the world.” ~ This announcement is epoch- 
making and marks another great advance in telephony, 
and demonstrates that the experiments tried have been 
sufficiently successful to warrant a careful conmercial 
enterprise to extend its sphere of influence.

LETTER TO THE EDIPOR 


Dear Sir: 

I have been asked many questions 
in regard to the Suffrage situation, 
and I think this a good time to send 
you a short statement. I am glad 
there is still so much interest in our 
work, and I hope that nobody will 
misunderstand the lull that has na- 
turally followed the strenuous cam- 
paign. 

As to local conditions,—I have by 
no means severed my connection and 
interest in the Manchester E. ‘S. 
League, I ‘have merely resigned the 
affice of president because of more 
pressing work in Boston, ete. (It was 
always understood that my term 
would go through one campaign 
only.) The league is quietly busy 
and its notices will appear from 
month to month in your columns, 
while I hope to send you occasional 
news from outside. I shall continue 
to be president of the Writers E. S. 
League (of Boston) and that league 
is planning a great deal of work for 
the coming year. 

But the chief interest now is in the 
National situation and the work for 
a Federal amendment. The annual 
convention of the National Woman 
Suff. Ass’n will be held in Washing- 
ton, Dec. 14-19th, and will be one of 
the most interesting suffrage conven- 
tions ever held in this country. The ~ 
resignation of the national president, 
Rev. Anna Howard Shaw, is a very 
great loss. But Dr. Shaw is “bowed 
with years, cares and honors,” and 
she feels that she must save her 
strength for public speaking. As a 
suffrage speaker she is still without a 
peer in this country. It is quite prob- 
able that her successor will be Mrs. 
Standley McCormick, who is remem- 
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bered ‘on this Shore as Katherine 
Dexter. (Mrs. McUormick is now 
the national vice-pres.) : 

The hope of a federal amendmeat 
for Woman Suffrage was never so 
good.as now (and the Congressional 
Union and the National Ass’n are 
both working for the same amend- 
ment),—and meanwhile the next 
Campaign State is Iowa, which has a 
special election in June, and Mass. 
suffragists are sending all the help 
they can to their sisters in lowa. 

In Boston the women are taking a 
tremendous interest in the municipal 
election next week, and many of us 
are hoping that Miss Frances Curtis, 
of Manchester, will be re-elected to 
the Boston School board, where sne 
has done such good work. Classes 
in Civics are also being started in Bos- 
ton and other cities, by Suffragists, 
but open to all women. And Sut- 
fragists all over the country are 
working for the Peace movement, 
which is growing slowly, but steadily. 
I hope none of your readers will 
still think that the Suffragists are not 
working and hoping more than ever! 

Let me add that I am delighted to 
find that Dr. Anna Shaw’s autobi- 
ography is now in the Manchester 
Public Library. . Evidently the Trus- 
tees have waked up, for this is one 
of the books of the year!

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PROTECT THE LAUREL 


Our mountain laurel, Kalmia lati- 
folia, is one of our most beautiful 
native shrubs, both when covered 
with its wonderful masses of pink 
and white flowers in early summer 
and during the rest of the year on 
account of its rich foliage. Being an 
evergreen, which very few of our 
native shrubs are, it makes a striking 
feature in a winter landscape. 

Laurel is distributed from Canada 
to Florida, and is a typical feature 
of our New England woods and pas- 
tures. Not occurring in other coun- 
tries, it is an essentially American 
plant, and it should be our pleasure 
and ‘duty to protect it from destruc- 
tion; but its very beauty and charm 
induce cutting to an alarming extent. 
It is gathered extensively twice a 
year. In summer the flowers are 
taken for church and house decora- 
tion. In winter the inroads are much 
more extensive and dangerous. 
Enormous quantities are then used 
for -testoons, wreaths.” Gtcike ines tue 
Christmas dressing of churches and 
the decoration of ball-rooms. As it 
is’ then cold weather,- the foliage 
keeps well, and bears transportation 
to a distance, so that the quanity col- 
lected is only limited by the demand 
and the available material. It is to be 
noted that this cutting is all from 
wild laurel growth, not from planis 
which are grown for this purpose, al- 
though it is a shrub easily cultivated. 

The flowers are borne only upon 
the ‘shoots of the previous year’s 
growth, so that,-if these are cut, a 
year’s flowering is lost ; and when look- 
ing at long festoons of laurel leaves, 
it is saddening to think of the great 
quantity of blooms that has been 
destroyed for the next summer in this 
truly extravagant winter decoration. 

The owner of a laurel swamp re- 
cently gave permission to a florist to 
ete. a “little. batirele tor «Ghristinis 
decorating.” The florist brought a 
cart, and devastated the place, so that 
there were hardly any flowers the 
next summer. Such excessive depre- 
dations on a slow-growing plant can- 
not but have a most serious effect in 
localities which are accessible to our 
large towns. 

Care for the future often involves 
sacrifice in the present. Are we not 
willing to forego some decoration of 
ball-rooms and churches for the sake 
of preserving for the enjoyment of 
future generations the beauty of our 
woods, swamps, and pastures where 
the laurel now grows? 

When laurel is to be gathered at 
all, it should be cut with a sharp 
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knife, not hacked or torn off; cut in 
moderation, not in excess; cut at a 
distance from the roadsides, thus 
leaving uninjured those plants which 
from their very position give pleas- 
ure to the greatest nunber of people. 
Above all, everything possible should 
be done to check its use as a winter 
decoration — Supplied by Boston So- 
ciety of Natural History.

It was-delivered at the Manhattan club ban- 
quet on Nov. 4, and the president was so entertained by 
its wit, humor and satire that he immediately sent for a 
verbatim copy of it to read on the train, and he laughed 
himself half way to Washington over it. 
“Nowhere do things happen so strangely as in this 


sabes There are, as Hamlet says, many things which 
slosophy cannot explain. Even the church cannot ex- 


piain this world and therefore strongly recommends the- 
LExt. 

“In life nothing happens except the unexpected. A 
man starts out in search of one thing and finds another. 
A man may be too proud to fight and yet finds himself 
in a serious engagement. 

“Until this war we never appreciated the foresight 
of our forefathers in emigrating from Europe. Nobox ly 
complains now that the Atlantic is 3000 miles wide. 
Geographically immune, we are from a continent where 
everybody is doing what everybody disap proved of, for 
the benefit of somebody else who doesn’t exist. 

“Humanity is the first of virtues. It endangers sym- 
pathy. Sympathy is the quiet satisfaction one takes in 
being better off than others, and with an intent to keep so.

WASHINGTON RELICS IN THE 
NATIONAL MUSEUM. 


MONG the many interesting ob- 

jects pertaining to the history of 
this country, there is probably noth- 
ing which touches the hearts of true 
Americans more quickly than the 
relics and mementos of “The Father 
‘of His Country,’ George Washing- 
ton, many of which are displayed in 
the older building of the U. S. Na- 
tional Museum in Washington. This 
collection consists of a variety of 
material gathered from numerous 
sources. While composed largely of 
articles of domestic and artistic in- 
terest owned by Washington at 
Mount Vernon, the collection also in- 
cludes mementos of his life in the 
field during the War of the Revolu- 
tion, and a number of other miscel- 
laneous relics of greater or less im- 
portance. 

The most noteworthy objects are: 
four pieces of plaster statuary, and a 
face mask; several portraits and en- 
eravings; many pieces of furniture, 
including Washington’s easy chair, 
tables, chairs, mirrors, bedstead, and 
footstool; numerous candelabra, 
lamps, and candlesticks; glass and 
chinaware, and table furnishings as 
well as many personal relics. These 
latter perhaps represent more to the 
visitor, since they were the individual 
property of this great statesman and 
warrior. 

There are two interesting costumes 
worn by Washington; the first an in- 
fant’s robe of white brocade silk, 
lined with old rose China silk, used 
on the occasion of his christening, 
and the other a Continental Army 


uniform worn when he resigned his 
commission as Commander-in-Chief 
of the Continental Army, at Annap- 
olis, Maryland, December 23, 1783. 
Representing, as these costumes do, 
two such. separated periods of his 
life, they tend to remind the observer, 
of the great things which were ac- 
complished by Washington between 


the times these diversified costumes: 


were worn. Other articles of wear- 
ing apparel comprise a waistcoat and 
what were known as small clothes, or 
knee breeches. Three tents, with 
poles, pegs and pouches, a mess chest, 
spyglass, field glass, portable writing 
case, and shaving glass, make up the 


field equipment used by Washington 


in his campaigns. Other relics in- 
cluding an iron treasure chest, a 
zither and case, a music case of 
mahogany, a Chinese tea chest, and a 
gold medal commemorating his 
death, besides a number of other mis- 
cellaneous articles, complete one of 
the most interesting collections of 
historical objects in this country. 
Since many of the articles relate so 
pertinently to the home of Washing- 
ton, a brief mention of its history is 
here made. 
Mount Vernon house, historically 
the most interesting of American 
mansions, and.closely associated with 
nearly all the objects herein de- 
scribed, was erected in 1743 for Law- 
rence Washington, the half-brother 
of George, and so named in honor of 
Admiral Edward Vernon, R. N., un- 
der whose command Lawrence Wash- 
ington had served during the British 
expedition against Cartagena in 1741. 
The property passed into the hands 
of George after the death of Law- 


rence in 1752, and the house was later 
improved and enlarged. When Mrs. 
Washington died in 1802, Mount 
Vernon became, in accordance with 
Washington’s will, the property. of 
his nephew Bushrod Washington, 
who in turn bequeathed it to his 
nephew, John Augustine Washington, 
from whom it passed to a son of the 
same name, and in 1858 was pur- 
chased from him by the Mount Ver- 
non Ladies’ Association. 

By an act of Congress approved 
June 20, 1878, the Government pur- 
chased a collection of Washington 
relics from G. W. Lewis and others, 
the heirs of Mrs. Lawrence Lewis, 
the adopted daughter of Washington, 
and the wife of his nephew Major 
Lawrence Lewis. After the death of 
Mrs. Washington in 1802 these op- 
jects had passed into the hands of 
Mrs. Lewis, and on her death in 1852 
were received by her heirs, who held 
them until their purchase by the Gov- 
ernment in 1878, when they were de- 
posited in the United States Patent 
Office, where they remained until 
transferred to the United States Na- 
tional Museum in 1883. 

The objects purchased from the 
Lewis heirs form the greater portion 
of the Washingtoniana in the Mu- 
seum, and are designated as belong- 
ing to the “Lewis Collection.” The 
sources of other Washington relics, 
received by the Museum at various 
times as loans or gifts, are noted on 
the descriptive labels.

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Mr. Henry Forp and his peace party have sailed 
for the old world on their mission of brotherly love. 
Strange activities have brought about results that were 
uttlooked for. It may be so in this event. Mr. Ford has 
been harshly criticized by the press and his motives have 
been questioned. To conceive that the enterprise is in- 
tended as a gigantic advertising scheme may appeal to 
certain types of minds; it is not at all impossible to be- 
lieve that a shrewd man could have conceived such a plan. 
But one should have more confidence in human nature. 
Henry Ford is known the United States over and what- 
ever publicity he may gain by his adventure will not ac- 
crue to his financial advantage. The automobile has 
reached the stage when merit sells. Mr. Ford is, doubt- 
lessly, actuated by highest motive, as misjudged as his 
plan may be. The enterprise is sensational and audacious. 
It is not likely that a ship load of pacificists will be able 
to end what the diplomats of five nations could not pre- 
vent nor the armies of eleven nations terminate. Peace— 
how the world longs for it! But can a pacificist’s Christ- 
mas junket accomplish it? We think not. 


I. LotHrop StopparD, who has made a careful study 
of the “General Conditions of the European War” said 
at the Harvard club last Wednesday that “the United 
States has not a friend in the world. There is hardly a 
nation that is not our potential enemy. The other natioas 
will come out of this war lean, hungry and anxious to 
retrieve themselves, while on the western horizon there 
lays a rich nation heavy with wealth.” His answer to 
the situation is preparedness and more preparedness. As 
inuch as America would like to avoid the conclusions lie 
inakes, it at least looks that way now. Pacificists as all 
“Americans are, a military preparedness appears to be a 
lcgical way to assure it. The nation is rich enough to 
vake an attack attractive. It ought to be strong enough 
to prevent it. 


THE WEERK’s DEVELOPMEN'S have not added to Ger- 
many’s favor in America, and it is to be regretted. ‘I'he 
United States government has been patient these many 
months and the request sent to Germany to recall two cf 
the attaches of their corps here should have been more 
graciously received. It may be proven that efforts were 
made to embroil the two American republics, Mexico and 
tne United States. None of the Allied nations have de- 
scended to such methods. 


THE Passports of the Ford peace party have been 
granted to the members permitting them to enter neutral 
countries only. These passports will not permit them to 
enter belligerent territory. 
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Tue Krinc or BuicartA now finds himself in an 
awkward position and it is difficult to see how he can free 
hiaself from the dilemma that the military situation pre- 
scnts to him. The Bulgarian soldiers were mobilized to 
attack the Serbian peoples. This they did with a patriotic 
spirit and without a sober second thought. The condi- 
tions of war have now changed. Serbia has been conquered 
practically speaking, but Serbia’s ally, Russia, is hastening 
to her aid. Russia has always been the friend of Bulgaria 
and it was Russia’s friendly aid that made it possible for 
Bulgaria to stand out against the Turks. 
recognize the friendliness of Russia and they will not have 
the same spirit in combating her. The situation is laid at 
the King’s door, but Bulgaria must suffer. Greece, has 
had wisdom enough to remain neutral, but Bulgaria cast 
her lot with the central powers and it is difficult to see 
what that nation as a nation or the King as a ruling power 
have gained. If Germany wins the German authority 
will overrule any assertion of Bulgarian independence. If 
the Allies win the Bulgarian nation will have to sacrifice 
all that they have gained by their ill-timed attack. It is 
evident that the King has blundered and the nation must 
bear the consequences. 


Tue Pur_rppiné ProspieM is ever with us and in his 
criticism of the Administration’s policy concerning those 
islands ex-President Taft has acted well within his rights 
as a citizen and as a patriot. In the trying foreign diffi- 
culties Mr. Taft stood by the administration in a loyal 
manner despite his republican affiliations. In expressing 
Cpinions concerning the Philippine conditions, he can 
speak with authority and his judgment will be respected. 
The governmental policy in those islands must stand 
upon its merits and be sustained or attacked upon those 
merits. Ex-President Taft is a republican and a poli- 
tician, but he is too large a man to descend to petty criti- 
cisms of the administration for merely political reasons. 
Taft has no reasons now of making political capital of the 
administration’s mistakes. The only way in which gov- 
emnmental progress can be made is by the free exchange 
of thought and ideas. ‘The years of experience that Mr. 
Taft had in the administration of affairs in the islands 
entitles his opinion to respect. 


A Notewortuy Book of the war is “J’accuse” print- 
ed in Switzerland and not permitted to be circulated in 
Germany. The little book, written by a German, as- 
sails his native land for having precipitated the preseat 
strife. It is also to be noted that at the last national 
election there was a surprising increase in the number of 
ballots cast for the national social democratic party. The 
leaven is working in Germany and there is a nucleus of 
-onorable men who will represent the true spirit of a new 
Germany. This party will be heard from sooner or later. 
The military party will have their little day, but the future 
world peace will be influenced by the thinking German 
people. 


PREMIER AsguitH has challenged the labor parties 
ct Great Britain to show their loyalty and patriotism for 
the mother country by refusing to demand increased 
wages for increased service directly caused by the war. 
In a country where men of wealth have been obliged to 
sacrifice fifty per cent. of their incomes the laboring men 
should at least consider their claims for increased remui- 
crations carefully. 


THE PRESIDENT censured the hyphenated-Americats 
caustically and justly. America first! 


The Bulgarians ~ 
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-In His VotumeE entitled, “My Larger Education,” 
Booker T. Washington observes, “that more and more, at 
the present day, education must take the place of force 
in the affairs of men. The world is changing. The great- 
est nation today is not the nation with the greatest army, 
not the nation that can destroy the most, but the nation 
wiih the most productive machinery: the nation that 
can produce the most.” He lived to see that commerical 
ascendancy has its dangers and that there virtually exist- 
ec before the present war of arms a commercial war for 
world-wide trade supremacy and that that struggle has 
precipitated the strife in arms. He makes a shrewder 


~ comment, however, when he adds, “‘the.aim of the highest 
statesmanship should be the improvement not so much of, 


the army as of the school.” If the statesmanship of the 
world had been directed to that end the year 1914 would 
have been less tragic. 


IN ORDER To PRovipe the money necessary for the 
proposed increases in the Army and Navy the President 
suggests among other things a direct tax upon gasoline 
and a tax of fifty cents per horsepower on every auto- 
mobile. With a state tax, a local value tax, a national 
tax anda water tax and an owner’s tax as an operator the 
owners of small cars have an initial expense in operation 
that will deter many from purchasing. The owners of 
automobiles will not object to reasonable taxation, but 
taxation on automobiles will be a little overdone if this 
proposed levy becomes operative. 


In His Messacr President Wilson addressed him- 
self to the problem of the hour and with a strong hand 
and clear vision placed before Congress the necessity of 
making adequate naval and military provisions for the 
future. All party lines will be wiped out in the work be- 
fore Congress along these lines. It is a pitiable necessity 
that compels such an increase in our naval and military 
preparations, but it is an unavoidable precaution that must 
be taken,

have condemned compulsory military training in the 
schools as an influence tending to foster a militaristic 
spirit. There are those who know that military training 
in the schools has influenced growing boys in the oppo- 
site direction.

WHEN A STATE has to expend each year more than 
$4,000,000 for the support of any one group of its popu- 
lation, that group presents a serious problem. When 
Massachusetts first began to provide public care for its 
insane the matter appeared to be a comparatively simple 
one. One hospital, providing for 200 patients, was con- 
sidered sufficient, In less than a hundred years the state 
finds itself with 17 institutions, caring for some 21,000 
patients a year, at a cost last year (1914) of $4,700,611. 
New patients are being admitted to the state hospitals at 
the rate of 3,000 a year. Some of these recover, but the 
majority are incapacitated for the rest of their lives. The 
efforts of the state up to the present have not only not 
lessened the problem, they have not even kept pace with 
it. The reason is obvious. Providing care for the men- 
tally diseased after the damage has been done, important 
and essential as a humanitarian measure, will have little 
effect in lessening the amount of mental disease. The 
emphasis of effort is misplaced. Greater stress must be 
placed upon efforts at prevention, A hundred years ago 
this could not be done, as the causes of mental disease 
were not known, but today the chief factors in the pro- 
duction of mental disease are known and steps toward 
prevention are possible. 


A Boston Boy has returned from the seat of the 
war with shattered nerves and broken health. After 
months of negotiations he was released from military 
duty by Great Britain. The story of his experiences and 
his mental and physical condition ought to serve as a de- 
terrent to roving, adventurous youths whose minds have 
been turned by the war and the opportunities that it pre- 
sents for adventure. This young man has reached that 
stage in his mental experience where he does not wish to 
have “war” mentioned to him. What a pity that he 
could not have learned his lesson before he went.

NDER most atspicious circum- 
stances the second concert of the 

Arbella series was held last Saturday 
afternoon at Town hall, Manchester.

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MANCHESTER WOMAN’S CLUB 


HreaLutH TaLk By Ropert N. Hoy? 
oF WELLESLEY. 

Robert N. Hoyt, health agent of a 
nalf a dozen towns about Wellesley, 
was in town Tuesday afternoon to 
address the Manchester Woman’s 
club at the regular meeting of that 
organization at the Congregational 
chapel. The attendance was rather 
small, but the meeting made up in 
interest whatever it may have lacked 
in numbers. The president, Mrs. E. 
S. Knight opened the meeting and 
made two announcements, one of a 
meeting to be held the next morning, 
and one of a meeting to be held Tues- 
day, Dec. 14, at the East Saugus 
Methodist church under the direction 
of the Riverside Club of Saugus. 
Members of the Federation are invit- 
ed. There will be lectures upon a 
variety of subjects of interest to 
members of Home Economics and 
Art departments. 

Mrs. Emma Stanley gave a report 
of the Federation conference at Bev- 
erly, which she attended as the dele- 
gate from the Manchester Woman’s 
club; Mrs. Elizabeth Sinnicks, chair- 
man of the Good Will Committee, -2- 
ported a deserving and needy case, 
in aid of which she asked co-oper- 
ation of the members; Miss Ellen 
Clarke, secretary of 
Nurse Committee gave a comprehea- 
sive report of the work and needs of 
the committee. She gave highest 
credit to Miss Ellen Long, the dis- 
trict nurse here, for her excellent 
work, and broached the subject of a 
hospital room to be located in the 
center of the town. Here the visit- 
ing nurse could keep her supplies and 
have regular office hours; here simple 
operations, such as the removal of 
adenoids, could be performed; and 
nere dental clinics could be held. Miss 
Clarke’s report was extensive and 
well written and presented an im- 
portant matter for the serious con- 
sideration of thinking Manchester 
people. Mrs. Ethel Valentine, the 
committee’s treasurer, also made her 
report for the year, showing the 
amount in the treasury to be $1208.34. 

Mrs. Knight read an appeal to the 
members of the club for aid of a 
Christmas fund for the children of 
warring countries, and then left the 
meeting in charge of the chairman of 
the Public Health Committee, Mrs. 
Annie Sinnicks, who introduced the 
speaker of the afternoon. His talk 
was preceded by <a selection. “Ea 
Cinquantaine” by Miss Bella Porter, 
violinist; Frank Knight, ’cellist; and 
Miss Dora Marshall, pianist. 
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In his opening remarks, Mr. Hoyt 


spoke of his pleasure in having an 


opportunity to address a woman's 
club, for women, he feels, are peculi- 
arly fitted for and keenly interested 


- in the work of preserving public 


health. He said in effect: 

What is a board of health for? Its 
work may be divided into two parts, 
the prevention of sickness and the 
abolition of sources of discomfort. 
As a matter of fact, little has been 
done in preventing disease; the work 
has been mostly to do away with 
those things that are offensive, but 
not necessarily a menace to the pub- 
Memmealtio = iatter day science has 
proved that germs are the cause of 
most communicable diseases and that 
such diseases are for the most part, 
preventable. Germs are carried from 
one person to another by actual con- 
tact or by milk or food. So far 
boards of health have done little to 
break this chain. 

Is it true that years ago, before the 
discovery of germs, people were 
healthier? Figures prove that they 
were not, that this “golden age” 
never existed any more than other 


_ golden ages except in retrospect. The 


death rate of 40 years ago was, in 
proportion to the population of those 
days, much higher than today. Still, 
things are pretty bad in Massachu- 
setts; and the deaths of children, par- 
ticularly, are preventable in a great 
degree, 

I am going to consider only the 
work in small towns. In Massachu- 
setts the board of health, unless the 
selectmen serve also in this capacity, 
consists of three persons, one a phy- 
sician and the other two local busi- 
ness men, perhaps. They have not 
made a study of communicable dis- 
eases, germs, milk inspection; yet 
they look after this important work 
and the personnel of the board 
changes from year to year. Excel- 
lent work has, however, been done in 
many cases. The board of health 
should be more like the school com- 
mittee, made up of people whom the 
An agent who under- 
stands disease prevention should be 
employed. The ordinary physician’s 
training has not embraced much of 
prevention, only cure. Disease pre- 
vention is only beginning to be taught 
in colleges. Health officers should 
know a great deal about sanitary en- 
gineering, analytical chemistry, et 
cetera. In the latter field, especially 
in the analyzing of water, women are 
particularly successful. 

Few people seem to realize that a 
board of health needs any equipment, 
but it does. It should have an office

PSWICH.—Randolph M. Appleton’s beautiful summer 

estate, ‘“Waldingfield,’ on Waldingfield road, in the 
district known as Appleton Farms, in Ipswich, was des- 
troyed by fire Monday. The house was unoccupied, but 
the caretaker was making preparations for Mr. Apple- 
ton’s arrival, and had built a fire in one of the old colonial 
fireplaces. It is believed the chimney became overheat- 
ed and the woodwork about it caught. The fire in the fire- 
place was kindled about 9 o’clock in the morning, and at 
11 oOclock it was first discovered that the building was 
afire. It had apparently been burning for some time be- 
tween the partitions. An alarm was telephoned and the 
auto chemical responded. As soon as it arrived, more 
help was asked of the central station and shortly after- 
ward a general alarm was sent in. By this time it was 
found impossible to subdue the flames with the low pres- 
sure from a hydrant at some distance from the house and 
the firemen set to work to take everything movable from 
the house. The building is a total loss. 

The house was one of the oldest in Ipswich, having 
been occupied by some of the earliest settlers of the town. 
The original portion was built in 1650, a short time after 
the town of Ipswich was incorporated. It has been own- 
ed by the Appleton family since its construction. The 
louse was repaired and added to in 1890 and was one of 
the most picturesque summer estates along the North 
Shore. It sat on a hill on Waldingfield road, completely 
surrounded by trees and woods.

Nate European war occupies a large 
space in the literary world today. 
Highty-six books and pamphlets—havy- 
ing to do with the war—have been 
brought out in the past six weeks. A 
large number of these works are by 
eyewitnesses who have seen some phase 
of the struggle. A great many de- 
scribe trench fighting. A number of 
these books have recently been added 
to our library. ‘‘My Year of the Great 
War’’ by Frederick Palmer—the only 
official representative of the American 
press with the British Army in France 
—is a very vivid description of a year’s 
experiences of a noted war correspond- 
ent. Headings of very interesting 
chapters are ‘‘Trenches in Summer,’’ 
‘¢Trenches in Winter,’’ ‘‘With the 
Trish,’’? ‘‘The Maple-Leaf Folk,’’ 
‘*Finding the British Fleet’’ and 
‘‘Smiles Among the Ruins.’’ 

Those who read this author’s war 
novel, ‘‘The Last Shot,’’ published in 
1914 will be interested to know in how 


_far he was a true prophet in describing 
‘a modern war. 


Many of the writers of fiction have 
gone to the front to see for themselves 
what war is like. A number of these 
have put their experiences in book 


_ form, 


One of the best of these is ‘‘Kinzs, 
Queens and Pawns’’ by Mary Roberts 
Rinehart, author of ‘‘K.’’ 

Mrs. Rinehart was well prepared for 
her work being a graduate of a hospi- 
tal training-school and by nature a 
very shrewd observer. She had unus- 


ual facilities for seeing things and evi- 


dently made the most of her opportuni- 
ties. Her womanly sympathy reveals 
itself on everv page. The book is all 
so good that it seems invidious to men- 
tion one part rather than another; but 
you should not fail to read ‘‘ Volunteers 
and Patriots,’’ ‘‘Talk with the King 
of the Belgians,’’ ‘‘Women at the 
Front,’’ ‘*The Red Badge of Mercy’? 
and ‘‘An Army of Children.’’ This 1s 
the tribute she pays to the Red Cross: 


Tur ONLY GIRL.” 


“The Only Girl,’ a sensationally 
successful musical comedy by Henry 
Blossom and Victor Herbert, is the 
third theatrical attraction in Bostou 
this season that has been obliged tu 
move to another theatre in order to 
continue its popular engagement.

Her definition of war is so good that 
I cannot resist the temptation to quote 
it. She says—‘‘War is not two great 
armies meeting in the clash and frenzy 
of battle. War is a boy carried on a 
stretcher looking up at God’s blue sky 
with bewildered eyes that are soon to 
close; war is a woman carrying a child 
that has been injured by a shell; war 
is spirited horses tied in burning builc- 
ings, and waiting for death; war is the 
flower of a race, battered, hungry, 
bleeding, up to its knees in filthy 
water; war is an old woman, burning a 
candle before the Mater Dolorosa for 
the son she has given. For King and 
Country! ’’ 

‘‘France at War’’ by Rudyard Kip- 
ling is a small volume that would not 
take more than an hour of your time 
to read.

An unusually good juvenile story 
treating of the war is ‘‘Trench Mates 
in France’’ by J. S. Zerbe. It describes 
the battle of the Marne and gives a 
good deal of information in a very at- 
tractive manner. 

The book on the war that probably 
has been most read is a collection of 
letters entitled ‘‘A Hilltop on the 
Marne.’’ 

These letters first became known to 
the American public through the med- 
ium of the Atlantic Monthly. They 
are now published in book form. The 
author, Mildred Aldrich is a Boston 
woman. She had lived in Paris for the 
past fifteen years and had decided to 
spend the rest of her life in the coun- 
try at Huiry on the river Marne some 
thirty miles from Paris. She had only 
been settled in her new home about 
three months when the war broke out. 
In a few weeks the battle of the 
Marne was raging in sight of her house. 
She wrote of her experiences in a series 
of letters to her Boston friends. It is 
a fascinating book, do not miss reading 
te 

If you want to read the best bit of 
fiction the war has produced you want 
to get ‘‘The Three Things’’ by Mary 
Shipman Andrews. 

A young American, who, before he 
went to the war, had three big defects 
in his character—class pride, race pre- 
judice, and unbelief in God. He has 
them removed. How he got rid of them 
is the story. Many interesting works 
of fiction, biography and travel are also 
among the new books, a short article 
telling something about them will fol- 
low in the near future. Intelligeut 
criticism is welcomed at all times, but

DurRiING THE Last FourteeEN MonvTus the adminis- 
tration at Washington has faced more critical problems 
than any other administration since the Civil War. There 
have been times when it would appear that caution and 
celiberation would defeat. this country’s aims in impress- 
ing upon the powers of the old world that the methods 
and policies pursued were distasteful to Americans, Presi- 
dent Wilson proceeded wisely and successfully. The last 
note was’ written to Austria demanding a disavowal of 
the attack upon the Ancona. Mr. Lansing obtained ade- 
quate proof that the vessel was sunk with human beings 
still on board after the ship had come to and ceased its 
cHorts to escape, Lansing denounced the attack as in- 
humane and barbarous, and without mincing words or 
cavert rhetoric, and without the exchange of meaningless 
compliments, demanded that Austria disavow the attack, 
punish the captain of the submarine and pay an indemnity 
for the American lives sacrificed. The note is surpris- 
ingly vigorous. It is evident that Austria will accede to 
the wishes of this country. It seems a pity, however, 
that this nation could not have formally made a protest 
against the violation of the neutrality of Belgium. 


Ir tHe Democratic military program is successfully 
carried out a large increase in revenue will necessarily be 
needed. The plan to increase the revenue from internal 
taxation is not altogether satisfactory. Why not the 
tariff? The democratic party will have a difficult task to 
avoid the necessities of the situation. The simplest and 
wisest course to pursue is to follow the generation-old 
doctrine of the republican party—tariff for protection 
and revenue. ;

Manchester citizens were called out 
Monday 
violent rain and wind storm—the 
most violent of a decade—to search 
in the woods for Joseph Francis, 
aged about 76, of Jeffrey’s Court, 
who was reported lost. It was a 
terrible night, but thirty people, with 


lanterns, ceareed from 11 o'clock 
until three in the morning, without 
avail, : 

Mr. Francis had gone to the 


woods, off Mill street, back of Bak- 
er’s farm, about eleven in the morn- 
ing, seeking wood. When he did 
not return in due season-his wife 
searched for him. As night came on 
and he did not return, and it began 
to storm she notified the police, and 
Officers Sheehan, Bullock and Stoops 
went to the woods with a_ strong 
searchlight. They kept up the search 
until ten o'clock, when a general 
alarm was ordered by the board cf 
selectmen. Selectman F. G. Cheever 
took active charge and organized a 
party of about thirty citizens, with 
the police. The woods were searched 
over and over again, all through the 
raging storm, and about 2.30 the 
party began returning home. 

Next morning officers again search- 
ed until eight o’clock. 

It appears, however, Mr. Francis 
wandered until he reached West 
Gloucester and was found there 


about six o’clock unconscious in the 


road. He was taken to the police 
station, where he died within half an 
hour. He was subject to fits and it 
is supposed he had lost himself in the 
woods after coming out of one. of 
these. He was a native of Fayal,

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OBJECTS OF CHARITY 


SPACE and copies of his paper go 
“~ to make up the newspaperman’s. 


These two are 


public, and no one has as yet given 
any sort of satisfactory reasons why 
he should ever be asked by anyone to 
donate them. 

One thing newspaper people will 
never be able to understand is why 
any person will walk into a news- 
paper office and make himself or her- 
self an object of charity and insist 
upon what they would disdain to ask 
for in any other shop or place of 
business in the town. The principie 
is the same in the newspaper office as 
in the dry goods store, the grocery, 
the drug store, and what a great 
many people need is to recognize it 
as the same and get off the news- 
paper list. 

Advertising space in the newspaper 
is for sale, not to give away. It has 
a certain value in itself that makes it 
worth money. Copies of the news- 
paper are for sale—not to give 
away. If they are worth having, 
they are worth the exceedingly small 
price asked for them. 

The public, or at least a large por- 
tion of it, has some very erroneous 
ideas about these matters, and it 1s 
but just to the newspaper folk that 
their ideas be.corrected in accordance 
with the same business principles that 
prevail in all other business establish- 
ments. 

In a vast majority of cases this 
generous charity on the part of the 
newspapers is blissfully taken for 
granted, and the paper’s liberality is 
abused. That which is purely a favor 
is accepted as a matter of course, and 
what should be requests are couched 
as demands. 

When the courtesy has been per- 
formed there is rarely appreciation 
and more often dissatisfaction—gen- 
erally silence. : 

The result in many other towns 
and cities is that a ban has been put 
upon all free publicity, no matter 
what its object—even upon church 
notices. In these cities such favors 
as the press bestows are properly ap-

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The Belgian Convalescent Depots in Normandy 


Reprinted from THE INQUIRER, of London, Nov. 13, 1915. 


[So many of our readers are taking an active part in 
relief work, for Belgium and France, the account printed 
herewith, written at first hand and reprinted from a Lon- 
don paper, will be of general interest—Eb.] 


HIS last visit was undertaken in consequence of what 

we saw on our visit to Brittany in August. We then 
found that the convalescent depots of the Belgian Army 
were in need of considerable help to make them really 
comfortable, and we heard that there were ten more of 
these depots in Normandy. On October 18 the Editor 
of The Inquirer and myself left Victoria at 10 a. m. to 
join Mr. Kelland at Rouen. We reached Rouen at 2 a. 
m, next day! ‘Travelling is designedly not made easy 
just now, and those of us who have to undertake it learn 
to take things as they come, and are thankful to be al- 
lowed to go at all. 

Early next morning the usual tiresome official visits 
had to be paid, and though our modest request to be al- 
lowed to motor through Normandy to visit the depots of 
the region was received with amazement that any civilian 
should have the temerity to ask for such a privilege, yet 
in the end we received all the permits we required, as uo 
one really wishes to obstruct people with a genuine mis- 
sion such as ours. 

The Anglo-Belge Hospital at Rouen was started by 
an English Committee, and is specially designed for 
mecano-therapy. Here are sent men from all Belgian 
hospitals who require this special treatment. We saw 
there every sort of device for restoring the power of 
1novement to muscles after wounds and amputations. 
‘They have all kinds of electrical appliances, massage, hot 
air treatment, and mechanical apparatus where each 
muscle of the body can be gently and regularly exercised 
until it is restored to its normal condition; but the most 
interesting part of the whole scheme is that all this appar- 
aitis 1s made by the men themselves in workshops attach- 
ed to the hospital, and not only these things but also 
artificial legs and arms of such marvellous perfection that 
when the patient is used to it he can quite easily deceive 
you into thinking he is possessed of the usual number of 
real limbs. Experience is proving the necessity of men 
beginning this treatment much earlier than was at first 
supposed, which has led to their being received at the 
hospital while still requiring a good deal of surgical treat- 
ment, and it was to help on this side of the work that our 
aid was invoked. We are accordingly sending out what 
they needed for this new development, and feel honoured 
tc take a little part in a real bit of reconstructive work, 
as there they are turning men who a few years ago would 
have been regarded as useless for work into useful citi- 
zens, able to take a man’s part in life, and be self-sup- 
porting. 

That same afternoon we left for H and arrived 
there in the dark and pouring rain, so that it was impos- 
sible to do more than see the doctor in charge that evea- 
However, we heard from him a good dea! about the 
local circumstances, and told him about our own work. 
The next morning we were out on the plage soon after 
seven to see a large body of young Belgian recruits who 
lad just finished their training, start off for the Front. 
They were stalwart lads, well equipped in every way and 
eager to do their part. The commanding officer address- 
ed them at some length, and in conclusion said, “We have 
trained you to be men, vigorous, healthy, knowing the 
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use of arms and of military discipline. Now you go to 
show how you can fight for your King and your country,” 
and the lads responded with a ringing cheer. The con- 
valescent depot there consists of three villas, one in the 
town, and two on a hill overlooking the sea in a most 
glorious position—for the summer!—but cold and ex- 
posed for people not yet recovered from an illness in the 
winter. The men from the villa in the town have to walk 
about twenty minutes up the hill to their meals, and have 
no stove in their villa. The officer in charge had been 
severely injured at the Front; but, though suffering sti!l, 
was doing everything possible for the men. There were 
a good many men in the central villa confined to their 
beds—cases of relapse or of wounds that would not heal 
—-and for these invalids a good deal was lacking. We 
hope to send out in a few days sufficient to make them 
comfortable. We found the doctor also greatly handi- 
capped in his work by the want of certain surgical things ~ 
which we are also sending at once. 

We went on to C next, and visited a depot in- 
stalled in a large building which had been a laundry be- 
longing to a neighboring convent. The sisters had bee 
very good in giving much material in the way of bed 
linen and other things, but the French lady who was ia 
charge as chief nurse told me of many crying needs which 
it was beyond the power of the nuns to provide, such 15 
slippers and warm clothes, and blankets for the men, and 
as winter was coming on they were very anxious on this 
point. 

The same afternoon we went on to A where the 
aepot is housed in the dépendance of a hotel on the sea- 
shore—the position and the building were excellent, but 
the most urgent needs there were for lamps and blankets. 
There was no means of lighting the bedrooms after dak, 
that is about 4 p. m. in the winter, and only very poor 
light in the refectory. We are sending here a number of 
small safety lamps and a few large ones as they had no 
means of obtaining any, and the prospect of long winter 
evenings in total darkness seemed insupportable. There 
were a few men here confined to bed, and they were kind- 
ly and efficiently looked after by a Belgian abbé, who was 
acting as nurse. He was very handicapped by lack of 
material for his work, but we left him much cheered by 
the prospect of help. 

We had done all we could for that day, so we stayed 
the night at A , and set off early next day to J 
M , and here we found the saddest assemblage of 
men we had yet seen. There were 160 patients whose 
nervous system had broken down owing to the strain of 
life in the trenches. They were housed in a Trappist 
monastery which had been vacated nineteen years before, 
but the building was in excellent condition, and had a 
good garden, and was quite well adapted for its present 
use. There were good beds and three sisters of charity 
to look after the most helpless cases, and the whole staff 
seemed most kind and gentle with these poor fellows, for 
they are exceedingly difficult to deal with as their mental 
condition is not normal, and ordinary standards of con- 
duct cannot be expected. Still, the slightest harshness 
may have a retarding effect on their recovery, so, you see, 
it is a most delicate and exhausting task that these de- 
voted doctors and sisters have to perform. There were 
several patients for whom any exertion was bad, and yet 
who would benefit greatly by a little change to the gar- 
den, and in response to the Editor’s appeal we have al- 
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ready two wheel chairs for them. We are also sending 
out a gramophone and a pianette, as it happens the doctor 
is himself a pianist and a great believer in the power of 
rausic to soothe irritated nerves. Games and Flemish 
books are also real medicaments in these cases; a libervl 
supply of these would be very welcome. The chief doc- 
ter was an old friend whom we had known when he was 
in charge of a hospital at Dunkirk (which was evacuated 
when the town was bombarded), and he had been think- 
ing of our Fund and had just resolved to write and ask 
us for help when he received the letter saying we were 
on our way to visit him, 

The next hospital we visited was near E _-and 
was in a convent building. There were about 250 men 
here, many of them in bed, and there were two English 
nurses. They were very glad to see us as they had ex- 
liausted their resources, and showed me their empty 
clothes cupboards. These we promised to refill as thetr 
desire to give each man a clean shirt and pair of socks 
every week did not seem to us unreasonable, though it 
seemed quite impossible for them, as they were, to realise 
this ideal. A good real of mecano-therapy is done here, 
and still more will be done when they have the means. 
We next visited V , a depot for the mutilated and 
ainputated situated on the banks of the Seine. When 
the first idea was broached of having a school for such 
cases, a beautiful estate of many acres in extent was at 
once placed at the disposal of the authorities by a pat- 
riotic Belgian gentleman. This estate is situated on high 
ground overlooking the Seine, and the soil and position 
are all'that could be desired. The work of clearing the 
ground and erecting the huts only began last July, but 
already there are 600 men as permanent inmates, and 
there will be 2,000 when all is finished. There are work- 
shops for teaching them carpentry, metal work, basket 
work, tailoring, printing, architecture, bookbinding, and 
electrical fitting. There are class-rooms where the illiter- 
ate are taught to read and write, and where commercial 
classes (such as book-keeping, typewriting, short-hand, 
etc.), are held. As each new hut is put up new trades 
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can be undertaken, the idea being that with plenty of 
variety the exact piece of work which the man is able to 
perform best within his limits can be discovered. The 
officers have themselves done their part in the field, and 
can no longer undertake active service. They are men of 
wide knowledge and sympathies, and their whole hearts 
seem to be in “the work of making life again a good and 
happy thing for the patients, W hen one remembers that 
few of these ever hear from their people one can well 
imagine the depression to which they are all liable. To 
avoid this as much as possible a salle des récréations will 
shortly be provided; we saw the plans prepared in the 
Architecture Class for the hall in question, and the site 
on the edge of the hill. The men will provide their own 
orchestra, their own theatrical company, and there will 
also be a canteen. Each man receives a small sum for 
every working hour, and he is encouraged to put this in 
a savings bank. He has also his small pension of about 
fourteen francs a week as “disabled.’”’ It is expected 
that everybody will have a little capital at the end of the 
war with which to start himself in the trade he has learnt. 
There is a similar institution at another town where the 
same sort of work is done, only there they are already 
accepting contracts from the British Army, and are tura- 
ing out the goods as fast as they can. This depot is 
specially interesting because the capital with which to 
start 1t was lent by an English lady married 
Atter about three months’ working the capital is already 
repaid, and sufficient money is in hand for further ex- 
teusions and developments. A good deal land is un- 
dei cultivation and agriculture is taught scientifically, and 
the why and wherefore of every piece of work in the 
ficld explained by instructors in the class-rooms. 

The policy of our Fund has always been to help the 
Belgians to help themselves. The instances I have de- 
seribed in this article will show what a splendid use they 
can make of any aid that is given them.

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Mr. and Mrs. William K. Vanderbilt are back in New 
York from the front in France, with many an interesting 
story to tell. At a recent musical which Mrs. Vanderbilt 
gave in her Fifth avenue home she told her friends some 

of her experiences. She said: “I wish all Americans 
could see what our people are doing for the wounded 
French soldiers. Many of the seventy-nine nurses on the 
staff of our hospital have been in the anbulance corps 
since the beginning of the war, and say that they expect 
to stay to the end. While in ‘Paris I saw the wounded 
arrive one morning at La Chapelle at 6 o’clock. This 
used to be the old freight station at the back of the 
Car du Nord, and is now converted by the Red Cross into 
a Sopa yon. station for the wounded. I was there on a 
cold, raw morning, when the rain was falling. I went 
ait two surgeons from the hospital, and we were ail 
siown into a hall with a curtain drawn across it.. There 
were no signs anywhere of platforms or a railroad track. 
‘There were a few government officials about and a few 
ether people who had come to meet relatives. After a 
while we heard a low rumbling, but no whistle. The 
police formed a half circle and somebody drew aside the 
curtain from the end of the hall. The first coach of the 
train was disclosed, and it was inscribed: ‘Given by Dr. 
S. Hardy of Chicago.’ There was an American flag on 
the side of it. Eighteen young Americans attached to the 
amublance corps stepped up and proceeded to unload 200° 
wounded soldiers, They placed them quietly in ambul-

HE Bureau of American Ethnol- 

ogy under the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution at Washington, has for many 
years been conducting most interest- 
ing researches among the American 
aborigines, or Indians, whose origi- 
nal habitat included this whole coun- 
try but is now limited to a few reser- 
vations. This once great and power- 
ful race is rapidly becoming extinct 
and but for the labors of this govera- 
ment bureau we would be ignorant of 
many of their interesting customs, 
arts and industries, as well as their 
history itself. 

Among the researches carried on, 
a study of the music of the early 
ewners of this continent is being 
made by Miss Frances Densmore. In 
this connection, it was necessary to 
record results in such a manner as to 
make them available for references, 
and many songs have been recorded 
phonographically, making a perman- 
ent and accurate record. These rec- 
ords are supplemented by abundant 
field-notes concerning the musical 
performers themselves, their —sur- 
roundings, and the circumstances un- 
der which the songs were rendered. 
As each song is studied and analyzed, 
the results secured are found to be 
much more than a simple collection 
of Indian songs. They include some- 
thing of the human element, the sing- 
er’s personality as well as the tech- 
nical analysis of his music, and its 
division into melodic and harmonic 
groups. . 

Music is a key. to much of the 
ethnology of the people, especially to 
all that is sacred, their intimate feel- 
ings finding expression in the beauty, 
humanity, and poetry of their songs. 
Thus far the study of Indian music 
has included five tribes, the Bureau 
of American Ethnology having al- 
ready published two memoirs on 
Chippewa music. 

In referring to the songs in general, 
Miss Densmore says that they “are 
not petrified specimens; they are 
alive with the warm blood of human 
nature.” Music seems to be one of 
the Chippewas’ greatest pleasures, 


expressing every phase of their lives. 


Some of the songs are generally 
known, while others are the property 
of a single person, and transferable 
only at his discretion, but usually 
sold: Visiting Indians take pleasure 
in learning new songs and bringing 
them home with them, Certain af 
the songs are to commemorate events, 
others pertain to ceremonies or initia- 
tions into societies, while others are 
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Indian Music 


connected with medicine, love, games, 
and dances. 

Miss Densmore has collected about 
1,000 songs with the use of the 
phonograph, provided with a special- 
ly constructed recording horn and re- 
corder. Great care in selecting the 
singers is always necessary to insure 
old and important songs; a good 
voice, as well as a free and natural 
rendition of the song is desired. 


A number of the songs secured 
from the Chippewas have to do with 
the belief in the Mide (Miday) or 
Grand Medicine, which is their rel- 
gion and teaches many sound and 
practical doctrines; that long life 1s 
coincident with goodness, and that 
all evil inevitably reacts on the 5f- 
fender. The -chief: aim*of the .Mide 
is to secure health and long life for 
its adherents, and music forms an 
essential part of every means to that 
end. No reference to war and no 
allusions to enemies have been found 
thus far in the Mide. Among other 
things, the members of the cult are 
taught that their membership does 
not exempt them from the conse- 
quences of their sins. Lying, steal- 
ing and the use of liquor are strictly 
forbidden, 

Naturally most of the songs are 
handed down and learned by ear, but 
great exactness is required in singing 
them. These particular Indians have 
a method of recording their songs in 
mnemonics on a strip of birch bark. 
The record, which is little more than 
picture, serves as a reminder of the 
essential idea of the song, but leaves 
the words to the memory of the sing- 
er, or to his own ingenuity. : 

Besides the songs pertaining to the 
Mide initiations and ceremonies of 
the Chippewa, there are interesting 
songs relating to religion, war, social 
dances and daily life, healing of the 
sick, hunting and other occupations 
bearing upon the securing of food, 
and love. In the latter classification 
cne song was sung in a coy and bash- 
ful manner by an elderly, withered, 
and very dirty woman of the tribe, 
at Red Lake reservation, who said the 
words meant, “What are you saying 
to me?” “T am arrayed like the roses 
and beautiful as they.” This was a 
“charm song” of the Mide, and the 
diagram illustrating it crudely depicts 
the head, neck and trunk of a woma‘i, 
with flowers blooming in her heart. 
No further information could 
secured from this singer, as the next 
‘ay she was threatened with calamity 
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by certain of her sisters if she con- 
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tinued the singing. Later it was 
found that this song was known‘ by 
other members of the tribe, located at 
White Earth, Minnesota, and a wo- 
man in that reservation recorded — 
three other songs completing a series 
of four.

Quite as popular as any method, 
and certainly as easy to cook, are 
‘baked apples.

A very good 
steamed apple pudding is made us 
follows: 

2 cups flour, 4 teaspoons baking powder, 
1-2 teaspoon salt, 2 tablespoons butter, 3-4 
cup milk, 4 apples cut in eights. 

Mix and sift dry ingredients; work in 
butter, add milk gradually, mixing with a 
knife; pat and roll out on a floured board, 
Sprinkle apples over the dough, season 
with sugar, salt and nutmeg, and roll like 
a jelly roll, Cover closely and steam for 
one hour and twenty minutes, and then 
serve hot with vanilla sauce. 

Another way of making this same 
pudding is to use twice as many ap- 
ples, sprinkle them with sugar and 
cook them until soft in earthenware 
kettle on top of stove. Cover the 
apples with dough, rolled to size to 
fit kettle, cover kettle tightly and 
steam fifteen minutes. Serve with 
the apples on top when turned into 
serving dish. 

Excellent for using stale bread is 
this bread and butter pudding. Cover 
the bottom of a shallow baking dish 
with apple sauce; cover with small 
triangular pieces of stale bread from 
which the crusts have been cut. 
Sprinkle with sugar to which has 
been added a few drops of vanilla.

Moisten with 
mayonnaise dressing and serve on 
crisp lettuce leaves, garnished with 
canned pimentoes cut in fancy shapes 
or in strips, Nuts may be added if 
preferred. 

In the rare instances when fresh 
apples are not procurable, dried ap- 
ples fill the bill almost as nicely and 
may be used in almost as many ways. 
The following rule for dried apple 
cake is economical and successful: | 

Soak three cups of dried apples over- 
night; drain off water and cut up apples 


and boil with two cups molasses until 
thick; take off the fire and put into a 
bowl, Adda cup of shortening, a table- 


spoonful of cinnamon, dessertspoonful of 
cloves, the same of allspice and a cup of 
sweet milk. When cold, stir in a table- 
spoonful soda, dissolved in hot water, 4 
cups flour, added gradually, 3 eggs, well 
beaten, This rule will make three loaves.

| After 16°years’ effort, the United 
States* postoffice department, in the 
U.S. district at Portland, Me., con- 
victed Lewis J. Marshall of Lisbon 


- Falls, Me., of fraudulent use of the 


United States mails. Marshall is 
known as the “necktie king.” 

-_ Marshall was indicted on the charge 
of using the mails to defraud. It was 


charged by the government that he 


caused to be inserted in newspapers 
all over the country a small adver- 
tisement under the “Help wanted” 
column. 

In this advertisement it was point- 
ed out that women could earn money 
at home by making neckties. For 10 
cénts a sample and instructions would 
be’ sent. When the first sample was 
received, a circular was enclosed say- 
ing that for 25 cents, enottgh work 
for two ties would be sent, as well as 
a sample. 

*When 25 cents was sent, the sam- 
ples would be mailed with another 
circular, which explained that, ow- 
ing to the number of applicants for 
the work, it would be impossible for 
the L. J. Marshall Co. to furnish 
material without a guarantee of $2, 
which should be deposited to bind the 
contract.

REDFIELD TO THE DEFENCE OF THE 
LOBSTER. 

Only by the exercise of greatest 
care and vigilance, which will enable 
the lobster to meet the vicissitudes of 
his life with self-reliance, can the de- 
mand of the lobster market in the 
United States be met, according to 
Secretary William G, Redfield, of the 
United States Department of Com- 
merce, who has made public his re- 
port on the activities of the Bureau 
of Fisheries. 

Surrounding baby lobsters with 
every safeguard, until they reach the 
free swimming stage they can be 
given a fair chance for existence. LO 
this end the secretary proposes tne 
establishment of a lobster rearing 
plant. 

What this means to the lobster in- 
dustry of the North Shore, and to the 
summer hotel and resort business, 
may be gathered from the fact that in 
the 24 years ending in 1913, the 
United States lobster output de- 
creased 60 percent, in quantity, but 
increased 172 percent in value to the 
fishermen. The point has been reach- 
ed, according to Mr. Redfield, at 
which “artificial propagation by Fed- 
eral and- state governments has not 
been adequate to maintain the supply 
and most radical action, forced and 
sustained by an awakened public sen- 
timent is now required.”

“ROME, FLORENCE AND VENICE” Sus- 
JECT oF ILLUSTRATED LECTURE. 
HE Forum meeting at the Village 
church, Magnolia, Sunday even- 

ing proved delightful and the address 

of the Hon. Arthur K. Peck of Bos- 
ton was very enjoyable as everyone 
who was present testified by his inter- 
est in the speaker’s words and by iis 
congratulations afterwards. Mr. Peck 
has spoken here several times in past 
seasons and has come to be an estab- 
lished part of the winter Forum pro- 
gram. 

His address Sunday evening was 
upon “Rome, Florence and Venice,” 
and it was illustrated by beautifuily 


colored stereopticon slides, the photo- 


graphs for which he himself took. 
The views of the masterpieces of the 
great painters were especially inter- 
esting and the landscapes were very 
fine. 

The speaker took his audience 
through the wonderful galleries of 
Florence and showed pictures of the 
works of great sculptors and painters. 
Interesting details of the lives of 
these men and of others of the times 
were given. The tomb of Michel 
Angelo was the subject of splendid 
Jlustrations. 

Pagan Rome, with its familiar 
ruins and its less familiar restorations 
by archeologists, was very well illus- 
trated, and many, little: known facts 
were brought out by the speaker. 
One was that the Coliseum, for so 
many years used as a bloody play- 
ground for the Emperors of Rome, 
was afterwards used as a quarry and 
a supply of iron until the Christian 
church, which had also brought about

Mr. Peck had taken’ some very 
good photographs of the Swiss guard 
at the Vatican in the costume design- 
ed by Angelo. The pictures of the 
Vatican and of the beautiful gifts to 
the Popes from various countries 
were impressive and the views of the 
Sistine chapel brought out all the 
beauty of the wonderful frescoes anc 
of the Transfiguration. 

St. Paul’s Cathedral with its white 
marble and gold was as harmonious 
as its cloisters were peaceful and 
beautiful. A particularly fine view 
of the Sacred Child was snown. The 
votive offerings that people have be- 
stowed upon the Child comprise 
jews and gold and silver of fabu- 
lous value. Rich Romans have do- 
nated a carriage for the Bambino so 
that it may be ‘taken to the bedside of 
poor and sick children. 

There were many gems among the 
pictures of Venice, ‘particularly the 
out-of-the-way nooks along the canais 
that Mr. Peck himself ferreted out 
and photographed and the moonlight 
scenes when the buildings of the old 
city, wonderfully lighted, shone in the 
night like the palaces Of fairies ain 
gondolas and their gondoliers were 
shown and the speaker told a number 
of amusing instances of mild adven- 
tures with them. 

In closing the speaker. said that it 
seemed hardly fair to leave Italy 
without a sight of the beautiful lakes 
thiat have been renowned for cen- 
turies.
